The meditated attack upon France by the emigrants, aided 
by the Britifh forces, in which the co-operation of the Chou- 
ans and infurgents of Poitou is expeded, has induced the Edi- 
tor to procure and give a place to many papers which fliew 
the obje£t& and the terms on which the different parties arc 
united* 

Befides thefe, the Editor*s attention has been directed to all 
other fubjeds which come within the plan of his work. The 
peace between Pruflia, Tufcany, and France, the proceedings 
of the German empire, the condud of the French in Spain » 
and the degree of defire for peace, manifeded both in England 
and France, are placed in the cleared point of view, by the 
Petitions infertcd among the Parliamentary Papers, Camba- 
cere's Report, &c. &c* 

It was lad winter fuggeded to the Editor, that it would 
accommodate the Patrons of this Work, if it were publidicd 
twice in the year, indead of once ; for, it was obfervcd, that 
although eVery perfon intereded in the political affairs of Eu- 
rope would have it as a Library Book, yet the latenefs of its 
publication rendered it rather a Colledion of Materials for 
the Hidorian than for the Statefman ading in the fcenc. 
The truth of this remark has induced the Editor to publifli 
it twice in the year, and he calculates that the two parts will 
make no more than one volume of the former fize.

pHE French Rqinblic and bis IVfajefty the King of Pnifii^ 
^ equally animated with the defxrc of putting an end to fStti 
war which divides them, hj a folid peace between the two na* 
ttonSy have nominated for their plenipotentiariesy yix. the 
French Republic, the citizen Francois Barthekmy, its ambaf- 
lador in Switzerland ; and the King of Pruffia, his minifter of 
ftate, of war, and the cabinet, Charles- Augufte, baron de Har* 
denberg, knic^ht of the order of the- Red Eagle, of the White 
Eagle, and of St. Staniflaus ; who^ after exctranging their foUf 
powers, agreed upon the following articles : 

1. There (hall be peace, amity, and good underftandine, be« 
tween the French Republic and the King of Pruflia, conndered 
both as fuchy and as ele^or of Bradenbourg, and co*eftatc of 
the German empire* ' 

2. In confequence, vSX hoftilities between the two contrafiing 
powers ihall ceafe, from the diy of tlie ratiHcation of the prefenC 
treaty, and neither of them, from the fame period, ihall fumiii 
^ainft the other, in any quality, or under any title wbatfo^ 
ever, any fuccouri or contingent, in meu, horieSji prOTifictet* 
money, warlike (lores, or otherwife. 

3« Neither of the contracting powers fliall grant a paf» 
fege through its territory to the troops of the enemies of the 
OtTier. 

4*. The troops of the French RepubKc fliall evacuate, with* 
in iifieen days after the ratification of the prefent treaty, th^ 
jMrts of the Pruflian dates they may occupy on the right 
hank of the Rhine. The contributions^ deliveries, fuppjies^ 
and fer vices of war, (hall ceafe entirely Within fifteen days 
after the fignature of this treaty. All arrearages due at that 
^riod, as well as billets and promifes given oir mtide in that 
refpcd, (hall be nulU Whatever fliall be taken or receivtdf 
after the period afc^efaid, ihall be reftored gratuitoufly, or paitl 
for in ready money. 

5. The troops of the French Republic fliall continue to qc* 
copy the parts of the dates of the King of Pruflia^ fituated oit 
the left bank of the Rhine. All definitive arrangement with

6. Until a treaty of commerce between the two contra£{ing

7. As 
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7. As die difpo{itions of article 64 cannot have their fall 
eSkSt, but in proportion as liberty of commerce fhall be rtf- 
eftabliihed for all the North of Germany, the two contrading 
powers fhall take meafures for removing from it the theatre of 
war*' 

8. To individuals df the two nations refpeftively fhall be 
granted the reftoration of all effedls, revenues, or property of what . 
kind foever, detained, feized, or confifcated on account of the 
war between France and Pruffia, as well as prompt juilice wit& 
refpe£t to all debts due in the flates of either of the two con- 
tra&ing powers to the fubjedls of the other. 

9* All prifoners taken refpeAively fince the commencement 
of the war, without regard to the difi^rence of number or rank^ 
including Pruflian marines and failors, taken either in Pruffian 
fliips'or fhips of other nations, as well as in general all thofe 
detained on either fide on account of the war, fhall be reflored 
within the fpace of two months at the latefl after the ex- 
change of the ratification of the prefent treaty, on paying the 
private debts they may have contraAed during their capt^ivity. 
The fame fhall be done with refpeft to the fick and wounded 
immediately after their getting well* ' Commiffioners fhall be 
immediately appointed on both fides, fbt executing this article,

on the next Day. The following is a Copy of the Ratificationm

WE, Frederic William, by the grace of God, King of Pruf- 
£a and Margrave of Brandenbourg, &c. make known to all 
whom it may concern, that from conferences between the 
French government and us through the medium of our re- 
fpe£live agents, a negotiation has refulted, tending to^re- 
eftabliih concord and good harmony ; that the treaty concluded 
at Bafle is conformable to our will ; that we have for ourfelves 
and our fucceflbrs accepted, approved, ratified, and confirmed 
it ; that w« (hall obferve it with fincerity and good faith, and 
that we (hall not permit to be infringed in any manner. 
(Loud applauje.) 

The convention decreed, that the treaty of peace with Pruffia 
fhould be depofited in the national archives, printedy folemnly pub*

Second Treaty between the Republic of France *\and the King of 

Pruffia. t 

THE Republic of France and his Majefty the King of Pruf- 
fia having ftipulated inithe treaty of 6eace and amity concluded 
-between them the l6th of laft Germinal, (5th of April, 1795^) 
refpefting fome fecret claufes alluded to in the 7th article of the 
faid treaty, which eflablifh a line of demarcation and neutrality 
for the purpofe of removing the theatre of war from the North 
of Germany, have thought proper to explain and definitively 
decree the conditions by an cxprcfs convention. For this 
purpofe the refpcftive plenipotentiaries of the two high con- 
tradling powers, viz. on the part of the French Republic, citi- 
zen Francis Barthelemy, its ambafiador in Switzerland, and 
en the part of the King of Pru^a his minifter of ilate, of war, 

and 
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and of the cabinet, Charles Auguftus, baron dc Hardchberg, 
knight of the order of the Red Eugle, of the White Eagle, and of 
St. Staniflaus, &c. have agreed to the following articles : 

Art. I. In order to remove the theatre of war from the fron- 
tiers of thri ftates of his Majefly the King of Pruflia, to'pre- 
ferve the tranquillity of thef North of Germany, and to rc-ella- 
blifli the entire freedom of commerce between that part of the 
empire and France, in the fame manner as before the war, the 
French Republic confents not to pu(h the operations of war, 
nor to fend troops either by land or fea into the ftates fituated 
beyond the following line of Jcmarcation. 

This line (hall comprehend Eaft Frielland, andd^fcend along 
the Ems, and the Aa, or Alpha, to Munfter, taking afterwards 
its direction towards Coesfeld, Borken, Bockholt, to the fron- 
tier of the duchy of Cieves, near Iflehbourgh, following thi^ 
line of frontier to Magenporft, upon the new Iflel, and alcend- 
ing the Rhine to Duylbourgh; from thence extending along 
the frontier of the county of Marck, to Werden, Gemarke,* 
and along the Wipper to Hombourg, Altenkirchen, Limbourg 
upon the Lahn ; along that river, and from that which 
ftrctches from Idftein to that city, Epftein, and Hochft upon 
theMein; from thence to Rauenheim, along the Landgraben 
to Dornheim, thence following the brook which croffes that 
diftri£t to the frontiers of the Palatinate; thence along the 
frontiers of the country of Darmftadt, and the circle of Pran- 
conia, which the line will entirely encloie, to Eberft>ach upon 
the Necker, continuing the courfe of that river to Wimfen, a 
free town of the empire, and taking thence a courfe to Loewen- 
ftein, Murhard, Hohenftadt, Noerdlingen, a free town of the 
empire, and Holzkirch upon the Wernitz ; inclofing the county 
of Pappenheim and the whole circle of Franconia and Upper 
Saxony, along Bavaria, the Upper Palatinate, and Bohemia, to 
the frontiers of Sileiia. 

2. The French Republic, confidcrs as neutral country, and 
as neutral dates, all thofe which are fituated behiod this line, 
oil condition that they obferve on their part, the moft ftridt 
neutrality, the firft point of which fliall be to recal their con- 
tingents, and not to make any new contra6t, v^hich can au- 
thorize them to furnifli troops to the powers at war witTi 
France.

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Convention between his Britannic Majefiy and the Emperor o/Ger^ 
many, firned Vienna at the 4th of May, 1795, and laid before 
the Houfe of Commons in the fame Month. 

'T^HE Emperor and the King of Great Britain, being equally 
•*• convinced of the neceiEty of a6ting with vigour and 
energy againfl the common enemy, in order to procure to their 
refpc^ive dominions a fafe and honourable peace, and to pre* 
feryc Europe from the danger with which it is threatened, 
their Imperial and Britannic Majeflies have thought proper to 
concert together upon the meafures to be adopted for the next 
campaign, and to agree, for this purpofe, on fuch flipulations 
as may befl conduce to the falutary objedl of their intentions 
already mentioned. With this view, their Majcfties have 

3 ^ appointed 
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appointed their refpeflive plentpotcntiaries; that is to fay, his 
kti]>erial Majefty, his privy counfellor aftual, and minifter for 
foreign afFairSt baron de Thugut, commander of the order of 
Sl» Stephen; and his Britannic Majefty, Sir Morton Eden, 
knight of the bath, one of his Majefty 's moft honourable 
privy council, and his envoy extraordinary and mini.fter ple- 
nipotentiary at the court of Vienna; who, after having com - 
Qiunicated to each other their refpedlive full powers, have 
ajgreed upon the following articles: 

Art. L In order to aflift the efforts which his Imperial Ma- 
jefty is defirous of itiaking, and to facilitate to him the means 
of bringing forward the refources of his dominions, in the 
defence of the common caufc, his Britannic Majefty engages 
to propofe to his parliament to guaranty the regular payment 
of the half-yearly dividends, on the fum of four millions fix 
hundred thbufand pounds fterling, which is, or is to be raifed, 
on account of his Imperial Majefty, on the terms and in the 
mamier fpecified in the two engagements or oftrois, the tenor 
of which is annexed to this convention; his Imperial Majefty 
folemnly engaging to his Britannic Majefty that he will make 
due provifion for the regular difcharge of the payments 
which ftiall become due in confequence of the faid loans, fo 
as that thofe payments flialJ never fall as a burthen on the 
finances of Great Britain. 

II. In return for the ftipulation contained in the preceding 
article, and by the means of the faid loan of four millions 
£x hundred thoufand pounds fterling, affurcd by the guarantee 
of Great Britain, his Imperial Majefty fliall employ in his 
Afferent armies. In the enfuing campaign, a number of 
troops, which fhall not only amount at leaft to two hundred 
thoufand effecSive men, but which his Imperial Majefty will 
exert himfelf, as much as poffible, to augment even above 
that . number ; which troops ftiall adk againft the common 
enemy, according to the difpofitions agreed upon by 4 lecret 
article, forming^a part of this convention. 

III. The emperor will fee, with pleafure, the appoint- 
TOcnt of general oflScers, or other perfons of confidence, to 
be prcfent with his armies on the part of his Britannic Ma- 
jefty, to whom all the neceflary communication and informa- 
tion will be furniflied, with refpeft to the ftate and ftrength of 
the armies, and the number of troops of which they may 
cbnfift; and if, in order to facilitate and promote the cor-» 
refpondcnce and communication between the armies of the 
two courts, his Imperial Majefty fliall think proper to fend 
an oflRcer, or other perfon, on his part, to the Englifli ar-

IV. It is expreffly agreed, that the faid loan is to reft on 
the fecurity of all the revenues of all the different hereditary 
dominions of his Imperial Majefty. All the neceflfary mea<« 
fures {hall he taken on the part of his Imperial Majefty, iii 
each of the faid dominions refpediively, to give full and legal 
cShA and validity to the faid loan, and to the engagements 
for the regular payment of the half-yearly dividends which 
ihall fail due in confequence thereof; fo that if at any tiiiic 
there fliould happen, from whatever caufe, to be any delay in 
any of the payments, after the period of their falling due, 
the holders of the fecurities granted, or to be granted, oh the 
part of his Imperial Majefty, for the faid loan, may ite the 
receivers or treafurers of his Imperial Majefty's revenoesj in 
any of the faid dominions refpeftively, at the option of fucS 
holders, and may recover from them, or any of them, by 
due courfc of law, the full amount of fuch payments having 
fo fellen due, in the fame manner as any private individuals 
are admitted in the faid dominions refpeSively to profecutc 
and recover their juft rights again ft other private perfons* . . 

^V. If it fhoiild ever happen that, contrary to all expefta- 
tion, any part of the dividends due on the faid loans fhould, 
in confequence of the failure of the payments ftipulated to be 
made by his Imperial Majefty, be pjiid by the Brkiih go- 
vernment, it is agreed that fuch payments fhall be made at 
the Bank of England, and only on the delivery of the tal- 
lies or certificates of the dividends fo refpeftively paid; and 
every fuch tally or certificate fo delivered up Ihall be a valid 
and legal fecurity, fo as to enable the holder thereof to fucj 
any of the receivers or treafurers of his Imperial Majcfliy's 
reveixues, in any of his dominions aforefaid^ at ihe option of 
fuch holder, and to recover from them, or any of them, 
the full amount of the fum exprefled in fuch tally or certifi- 
cate, with intereft thereon, at the rate of five per cent, per 
annum, to be reckoned-from the date of the payment made 
by the Britifli government.

SEVERE frojly and the fuccefs of their arms in the begiu'^ 
^i^S 9f J<^^^^^y ^T9Si having removed every ohftacle to the 
march of the Frenth troops to Amjierdam^ and to the conqucji of 
Holland^ on the evening of the ibth of January the Stadtholdety 
in the AJfembly of the States General, and in the A/Jembly of the 
States of Holland J requejled that his two fons might be permitted to 
refign the Jituations which they held in the army of the Republic. 
The requeji was inftantly complied with* On the next day, he af 
Jiflcd again at the deliberations of the two Ajfembliesy and obtained 
the netejfary difpojitions for abfenting himfelf from the United Pro* 
vinces. The States General y however, previoujly appointed a 
committee to examine the documents and reprefentations laid before 
them by the Stadtholder* After the committee had made their 
report, the States General came to the following rcfolution*

WE have heard the Report of Meflrs. De Grotenray, and

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to the making of peace, he has taken the refolution to ittire (bra 
time out of the country ; he hopes that their High Mielitiiielb 
urill not difapprove of this ftep, and he przjs thkt the doprenie 
Being will bcftow his blellings upon the provinces, and xeftoie 
them to their former profperky. 

« His Highnefs protefts that he has done every thing in his power 
for the good of his country. He exprefles his regret that be has 
not been able to do more for the general good ; and he aflerts, 
that if circumdances permit him to be again ufeful to his couih- 
try, their High Mightinefles (hall always find him ready to exert 
his utmoft endeavours. He concludes by informing the States 
General, that his two fons^ who have received permiffion to re* 
lign their military commands, will leave the country with 
him." 

The States General having taken the above circumftances into 
their confideration, and having confidered that the exiftinff cir* 
cumd^nces require immediate meafures, and that the ordinary 
forms of difcuilion and deliberation cannot be followed^, decree 
previouily, that what ihall be done and refolved upon, in the 
prcfent pofture of affairs, is not to be confidered as a precedent; 
without any prejudice, therefore, to any ulterior deliberation, it 
js determined, that information (hatl be communicated to the 
commanders of regiments and corps in the fervice, as well as to 
all governors and commanders of towns and places occupied by 
the troops of the State ; that the Prince of Orange and Naflau 
has abfented himfelf for fome time,, and that the Princes af 
Orange, his fons, have been dtfcharged from the command of 
the army. All colonels, or commanding officers, as well as go- 
vernors and commanders, are therefore to addrefe themfelvcs 
provifionally to the Council of State of the Uaked Low Coun- 
tries on the fubjeds of thofe orders which they have hitherto 
received from the faid princes. It is alfo decreed^ that the pri? 
vate fecretary of his Highnefs^ Larrey, ihaltbe written to, to 
fend immediately to the couiKil all letters addrefled to his High* 
nefs on military affairs. 

On the fame day^ Sunday the i %th of Januaiy^ the StadtboUerp 
with his famifyy Lord St. Helens, i^c. fet off for Schevellingy 
from whence they embarked.

the citizens of this city are fummoned to declare themfelves free ;

the welfare of all, have begun this revolution, and invite all their 
fellow-citizens to join them. Their mutual intercft urges them

npHE reprefentatives of the people of Amfterdam, at the re-

in chief being detern^ined to punifh fuch outrages, as if com- 
mitted againft the French troops themfelves.

Wliifc the (hips of war at prefent in the Eaft and Weft Indies 
ihall remain upon their ftations for the defence of the colonies. 

That, moreover, orders (ball be given to the commanders 
of all (hips of war, to obey no orders of the heretofore High 
Admiral. 

To fend as (bon as may be a cartel (hip to England, with a 
commi(rary, charged to order all our (hips of war or tra£Bc la 
our ports, to return. — ^To reclaim them in cafe of obftacle, and 
to make arrangements concerning packets. 

Refolved to open a corrcfpondence immediately with France, 
Brabant, Liege, and wherever there have been troubles. 

Apd finally, to authorifc the committee of public fa|!ety to 
require from Amfterdam or elfewhere, able men to make in- 
quiries as well into the ftate of things of the firft neceflity and 
the ftate of the circulation and value of aflignats ; as relatively 
to the finances of the country, that feveral municipalities re- 
tain in the prefent moment. And a com'miftion ha3 been named 
to go to Hoorn and demand the money and the papers, or 
pharters of the deputy council of North Holland.

That we are informed and afTured, by authentic advices, that 
their High Mightinefles, as well as the other colleges, are flill 
continuing their alTemblies at the Hague, and that they are flilL 
executing their fundions, notwithftanding the Hague and thd 
greater part of the province of Holland are occupied by French 
troops, 

A!Vc flatter ourfelves, therefore, that union will be preferved, 
and that ther^ will be no reafon to apprehend any ill fuccefs in the 
negociation for peace, whilft on the contrary, there are folid hopes 
that a fpeedy end will be put to the bloody war* 

We (hall in future take fuch meafures as will preferve the 
welfare of the inhabitants of this province, and (hall watch th^t 
order be not difturbed.

npHAT it may pleafe the Almighty to put a fpccdy end to the 
^ bloody war which the Republic has unfortunately been drawn 
into, and that he may give his all-powerful blefling to the fuccefs 
of the negociatron for peace, and to the zealous endeavours of the 
fathers of the country. 

VHse Revolutionary Committee of the Province of FrlezlanJ early In 
February y 1795, declared^ in the Name of the People^ that the 
Members of the ci-devant States were removed from their Fun^lons. 
fthls was notijied to them by Citizen Borgrinck, in the following 
Speech : 

NOBLE and mighty lords^ lawful fovereign of the country, were 
the titles you arrogated, and which a people nominally free, 
but opprefled in fad, was obliged to give. We live, however, in 
days more enlightened and happy ; the people feel their dignity^ re- 
fiime their inalienable rights, and refolve to be free ; no nnan can be 
noble but by actions, mighty, but by the will of the people, who 
are themfelves, and will be only fovereign. 

In thefe places, the fweat and the blood of the laborious burg- 
hers, and the brave military, (hall no more be ufelefsly wafted and 
expended for the mod pernicious ends, at the pleafure of a wicked 
and ungrateful defpot William V. Thanks to divine Providence, 
the facred rights of man are refpecied, and (at leaft we hope fo) 
will always be refpefted. 

Citizens, confidering that the chains with which the real and 
virtuous citizens of Friezland were bound and held in bondage 
by a foreign power, are fcarcely broken ; that you already per- 
ceive in the plained manner to what degree you are deprived of 
the confidence of the nation, conformably to the will of the natioD, 
and to our duty, we declare you removed from your ports as mem- 
bers of the aflembly of the ftates, and from the commiflions to'thc 
ftates deputies; and in confequence, that you arereleafed from the 
oath taken on your entrance into thefe polts, but not from your 
rcfponfibility; for you arc very exprefsly required to remain 10 
the country among your fellow-citizens. 

Return, then, to that cofidiiio» in the new refpeflable circle of 
citizens, and there enjoy not only the fecurity of your perfons and 
property, which belongs to all men, but learn alfo by experience, 
that the authors and promoters of the prefent revolution arc not 
inftigated and guided, as were thofc of tiie revolution of 1787, by 
motives of vengeance, private intereft, ambition, and fervile fuln 
million to the tyrant William V. who domineered over thofc whofe 
fervant he ought to have been, and pretended to be ; no, but by vir- 
tue^honeily^ and mi!dnofs,for maintaining the facred rights of man.

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7 he Reprefentatives of the People of Holland puhltjhed at the Hapte 
0n the 2d of February, 1 795, Regulations with refpeif to AJJignati^ 
••f which the following is the fubjiance : 

I. A LL fhopkeepers and retailers are bound to take aflignats from 
■^^ the French foldicrs, for all articles of the firft neceflity at nine 
ftivers per livre. They are to give in every day the lift of the 
fums iheyhave taken in aflignats, and then they (hall weekly have 
them exchanged for cafli, or for receipts, which will have their 
circulation at par with fpecie. 

2. No tradefman or ftiopkecper is allowed to fell to a French 
•bldier at one time, for more than the value of ten livres, unlefs 
the foldier deliver to him a written order from the commander in 
chief; the alfignats and the order are thus to be prcfented to the 
municipality. The (liopkeepers may fell to the officers for any 
fum in aflignats, but the latter likcwife muft be provided with a 
written order from the commander. The reprefentatives (haH 
take particular care that the French foldiers (hall difpofe of no 
other aflignats than thofe they receive for their pay, T'he foldiers 
are allowed to fpcnd two livres at once in aflignats in public houfes. 

3. We prohibit, that in no manner, except in purchafing 
articles of the firft neceflity, as above mentioned, the bringing 
aflignats in general circulation, or to receive any thing for fold 
goods-but fpecie; and to enter into no contra£l of fale with the 
inhabitants of the provinces, but for money in fpecie, under the 
penalty of being declared traitors to their country. At the fame 
time, all exportation into foreign countries of gold and filver, in 
bullion or in coin, is prohibited under pain of death; of the latter 
prohibition are excepted all Eaft- India merchants, or thofe wl>o 
arc accuftomed to buy their merchandize in ready money, under 
<he condition to give in an account to the municipality of the fum 
exported, for which they are to give a triple fecurity, in order to 
anfwer for the importation of the goods purchafed for thofe funis. 
From this prohibition are likewife excepted travellers, who arc 
•obliged to declare to the firft municipality of the frcKitier where 
they arrive, that they have no more calh with them than is necei- 
fary for the expeafc of their journey.

^T^HE proviflonal reprefentatives of the people of Holland, be- 
lieving that they owe to their fellow-citizens a folcmn decla^ 
ration of the principles upon which their proceedings and adiona 
depend, to all thofe to wnom thcfe prefent^ Ihall come, or whu 
fliall hear them read, health, they make known, 

That we are perfeftly convinced the power which has bceq 
i:oniided to us^ repofes only on the free choice of our fellow-qiti- 



^ehnglng to tbe ddf^raity of North Hdtatiti^ 
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rens, and that it it from this choice alone we have received it; 
that no fupreme power refides in us ; but that the proper fQve* 
reignty reus in the people, and tiiis in fuch a manner^ that the 
people can confer the eKercife of it on their reprefcntatives, but 
can never alienate it from thcmfeives: that we are aflfured the 
evils which this day bear fo heavily on this country and the other 
provinces, owe their origin principally (o the perverfe ideas which 
h»ve been inililled into the people by artifice and violence : and 
thtrtfore ic is the duty of the reprefentatives of tlie people, who 
delirc to be faitiifiil to their duty, to lay down certain and evi- 
dent principles, ar.d to fiK them as the riile of their conduA ; for

That the Sovereignty rcHdes in the entire people, and that 
therefore no portion of tlie people can arrogate it to thcmfelves. 

I'hat the people have at all times a right to change their form 
of government,' to correct it, or to choofe another* 

I'hat fuch arc the principles upon which wc have believed it 
to be our duty to found our a<!lions and our proceedings ; and 
being defirous of applying lliein to ihc order of things, which had 
heretofore taken place, we forthwith difcovcred thai the form of 
government, which was confirmed in 1787 by means of the in- 
vafion of the Prudian army, and confequently by force only, was 
in every refpedl contrary thereto. 

That the perfons who heretofore compof-jd the aflembly of the 
felf-namcd States of I lolland and Wed Friefeland, were never elec- 
ted by their fellow citizens to be rcprcfcntatives, and that therefore 
this government could not exid, as being abfolutely contrary to 
the rights of man and of a citizen : that we alfo prefently pcr- 




rcpugnant to the riglus of man, and that tliey ought to be held 
and declared abolidied, as they are declared to be abolidicd by 
thefe prefents. 

That we alfure ourfelves, by this declaration, all the extorted 
and illegitimate oaths on the foi-diQuit ancient conditution pre- 
fcribed in 1787 and ^.788, become in fa£l of lio value, inafmuch 
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at Aich tn oath ought to btve been prcvioufly jbinding ; t^ut t« 
tranauitlife all and each, wo declare befidea in the nanae of the 

S|eople Holland, as it is well and exprcfslv declared by tliefe pre« 
ents, that all citizens who may have taken the above oath ar^ 
hereby difcharge^ therefrom. 

That in the fame manner the college (as the ci-deva^t deputy 
CQunfellors of the Southern and Ndrthen Qiiart^r wfcre catledj) 
the divifion of the economical adminiftration m Regard to finan- 
ces, &c. and the chamber of accounts, are entirely incompatibli 
?(rith thefe principles, as they all refulted from the old detedive 
brm ot government, in which there was no real reprefentatlon 
whatever, and confequently W9 haye judged it to be our duty to 
fupprefs and abolifh them all ; and we now fupprefs and abolifli 
thcni accordingly by thefe prcTents, and cftabliflt afid appoint a 
Committee oi Public Safety, a Military Committee, a Committee 
of 1* inancc, and a Committee of Accounts, the whole provilionally 
and only until definitive arranticmcnts (hall be made on thefe fuh- 
je£ls by an aiTcmhly of rcprefcntativcs, cliofen by all the people^ 
who Ihall be convoked for that purpofc as fpccdily as poflible ; that 
^befides, wc have not thought it (it to attach any other title to our 
prefent alTembly than that of provilional rcprefentatives of the , 

f)coplc of Holland, without adding to it the name of Weft Friefe- 
and, having judged that it would be better to comprehend the en- 
.tirc province of Holland unrjcr that denomination. 

We will and ordain exprcfsly the courts of juiUce in this pro- 
vince, as well as the regency of the cities and bleffed places fitu- 
atcd in it, that our prcfcnt publication fliall be made known to 
all the citizens of this province by the founding of trumpets and 
ringing of bells, and fuch other folemn manner as (liall be judged 
the moll convenient in each city or place, and that it (hall be 
poflcd up according to cuflom, and that each one ihall conform 
himfcif to it prccifely.

'TpHE reprcfcntativcs of the French people, with the armies of 
"^ the North, the Sambre, and the Meufe, decree as follows :«^ 

Article I. All goods, both moveable and immoveable, fliipS| 
merchandlfe, claims, and property of any kind whatever, belong- 
ing to governments at war with the French Republic, or of 
French emigrants ; likewife thofe of pricds, monks, members of 
churches, or fpiritual corporations, having emigrated from the 
conquered provinces between tiie Rhine and the fea \ alfo all 
goods whatever given in trufl by members of churches and cor* 
porations, arc feizcd and confifcatcd for the benefit of the French 
Republic. 

Art. II. All fuch perfons as are debtors, concealers, or de* 
tainers of what is mentioned in the above article, are to give in* 
vcntories of the fame to the magiftrates of their circuits, within 
eight days after the publication of the prefent. 

All fuch as negle£t to conform themfelves to it are to pay a 
fine of double the value of the article of which they have not 
given in any account as above dated. 

The fourth part of the fine, and likewife one fourth .of the 
value of the goods not declared, (hall belong to the difcoverers 
and informers. 

Art. III. An agent. general fhall be appointed for all the 

United provinces, who is to colle£tall the above inventories, and 

difpofe of the things mentioned therein, -according to the inftnic*

TheJolloW'- 
ing Capitulation however not only contains uncommon Articles^ bui 
edfo derives peculiar Importance from the Murmurs it excited in 
Paris f as may befeen by Carnot's Report on the i%th of February^ 
and therefore it deferves a Place. 

Capitulation of the Province of Zealand.* 

A RTICLES of capitulation, propofed by the deputies of the 
•*^ province of Zealand to the general of divifion, Michaud, 
commanding the French troops in Dutch Flanders, with the 
anfwer of the general of divifion, Michaud, commanding the

dence, and dated £be a7th of January, 1795. 

troops 
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rroo(>s of the French Republic in Dutch FlanderSy returned to 
the articles of capitulation propofed by the deputies of the pro- 
vince of Zealand. 

Article I. PcrfcA liberty of public worfhip, and the adual 
cxercifc thereof, Oiall be granted.— -Anfwer, Granted with re- 
g^d to every religioirs worlhip, agreeable to the proclamation of 
the national reprcfentativcs of the French people to the peole of 
Batavia. 

Art, II. The prefent form of government (hall be prefervcd. 
— Anf. Anfwervci already ir. the fame proclamation. 

Art. III. Perfect freedom and fafety for ail public fundio- 
narics and private pcrfons, burghers, and inhabitants^ each indi- 
vidual* be who he mmII, and may his political opinion have been 
ever fo diflfcrent, ihall not be molefted^ nor fufFered to be mo- 
kftcd ; further, perfe£l fafety and free difpofal of all property, 
gDodsy and polFcffions of corporate bodies, communities, or pri- 
vate perfons ; and in this article (hall be included the perfons 
and property of the Scotch court at Veere. — Anf. Granted agite* 
able to the fame proclamation, importing fafety of perfons and 
property, and all a£ls of violence or contclts between citizens and 
citizens who (hall tranfgrcfs in this inQance, ihall be punifhed 
in thefevereft manner. 

Art. IV. That all perfons who may have emigrated from 
Dutch Flanders and Brabant, and who may be in this province, 
Iball be at liberty to return to their former abode, and that all 
their property, which may have been alienated or fequcftered on 
that account, be reftored to them ; and that thofe perfons who 
came hither from the Auftrian Netherlands be alfo included in 
this article. Meanwhile it is expefted that fome favour "will be 
fliewTi to the French emigrants who are in this province, and 
^hat they will be permitted to make their retreat in fafbty.-^ 
Anf. Granted, provided they are in fuch cafes for which prcfi* 
fion has been made in the refolutions of the reprefentatives of 
the people, which refolutions grant a fafe return to all perfons 
ivho left their plages of abode at the approach of the army of the 
French Republic, provided they can prove that their return has 
|>ccn impoliible to be efte£led before, or that they have been in 
fome ftrong-hold, or belieged town* But the French emigrants 
pannot be included in this article, bccaufe, for or with them 
the French Republic ^icver can or will enter into any kind of 
ncgociation. 

Art. V. That no French troops (hall be garrifoncd in this 
province, for which it is oiFcrcd that the troops of the ftate who 
aiT here, ihall take oath never to bear arms againft the troops of 
the French Republic ; but as it can be reprciented how incon- 
venient it would be to quarter thofe troops^ abd the dearth which 
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too great t number of them may occafioh In the provifions, it 
fliall be flipuhited, that if any troops are to be quartered upon 
the burghers and the inhabitants^ the regulation and appointment 
of quarters (hall be fixed by the magiitrates oF the town^ and 
places^ and not by the officers of thofe troops. — Anf. The troops 
in the feryice of the United Provinces, at'ter having taken oath 
nerer io ferire againft the French Republic, fhall keep their arms, 
and niay do duty within the towns, to prcferve good order and 
tranquillity. ^ 

In the ifland of Walcheren provifion ^hall be made to bring 
no greater number of troops than (hall be abfolutcly neccfl'ary, 
and who (hail confift at prefcnt of one battalion and an half, 
making altogether between 6 and 700 men, who fhall not be 
augmented but in cafe of the mod urgent necefHty. 

The preparing of caferns and quarters Ihall be left to the care 
of the magiftrates ; and tn every town or cantonment, as many 
troops as poflible (hall be quartered together. The officers alone 
Ihall have feparatc accommodation. 

The crews of the (hips of war in the fcrvicc of the Republic 
of the United Provinces (hall take the fame oath as the army to 
the French Republic; and the (hips which are in port (liall 
have a fufficient number of French troops on board, according 
to the number regulated in general on board all I)utch men of 
ivar. 

Art. VI. Th^t no aflign^ts of the Republic fhall be put i|i 
icirculation, and that neither pcrfons nor property (hall be put ifi 
rtquitition'for the fervice of the French Repuolic* — Anf. The 
^>mgnats (hall not be put Into circulation by compulfive means | 
and they (hall have currency in the fame manner as has hap- 
pened in the other provinces, now in po(re(fion of the French 
troopSf 

At to the rem^ind^r of the above article, provifion has been 
xn^dc by the anfwer annexed to the third article, which gua« 
raot^es fafety of perfons and property. 

Art. VII. That as fome iftands, towns, places, and fortrcfTes 
of this province, may already have furrendered to the troops of 
ihe French Republic, perhaps even on unfavourable conditions | 
thole conditions (hall be conddered as null, and of no cffcft, 
and they fhall be treated as before required by this capitula- 
tioOf which is to be univerfal for the whole province of Zea-^ 
lan4«— Anf. Granted. 

Art. VII|. That, laftly, (hould there be any obfcure or equi- 
vocal article in this capitulation, the fame (hall be adjuftcd and 
interpfctcd in fatour of^ this province and its inhabitants. — Anf. 
If there be any pbfcurlty in any of the articles of this prefent ca- 
pitulation, the htnic ihall be interpreted In favour of the pro« 
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vince of Zealand, for whofe welfare, and that of the inhabw 
tants, the undcrfigning deputies declare to capitulate.

Proctamation of the Provlfional Repreftniatives of the Pe§pk in 

Amjlerdam. 

Liberty, Equality, Fraternity. 

Citizens, 
'tXT'HEN, on the 19th of January laft, you eftabllflicd us yonr 
^^ provifional reprefentatives, at the inftancc of the revolu* 
fionary committee, and when you calkd us to the town-houfe 
to take on us the provifional government of this city, we refolved 
that no difficulty whatever fliould. deter us from accepting that 
awful truft in a moment fo important. 

The apprehenfion of the terrible confequences which n(iight be 
drawn on by anarchy were of but iliort duration ; for of the 
lively fenfe wc entertained of the diforder, confuiion, and de* 
fpair which would infallibly refult from it, wc drew fo ftrong 
and melancholy a pidure, that all oppofition, even the moft well- 
founded, vaniflicd before it. The jull fear of our faculties being 
perhaps unequal to a talk fo difficult ; the facriiice of our oc* 
cupations, of our repofc, and of our domeftic enjoyments ; all 
thefc gave way to this fingle dccifive confideration, that your 
intereds, and your fccurity, required an immediate adminiftra- 
tion : and that if wc dcilred to withdraw from that with which 
you charged us provifionally, wc really would render ourfelves 
refponfible for all the horrors that anarchy might bring upon QS. 

Citizens, fuch have been our motives, fuch liave been our 
views. It is in them wc confide^ in the purity of our inten- 
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tioBSy in a caufe the moft facred, the moft juft, the moft Sub- 
lime of all caufes, that of liberty ; it is in thefe we truft, and 
above aH in the affiftance of the Almighty, whom we adore with- 
out fuperftition, and in the refpeftful hope of his approbation, 
. we have courageoufly undertaken the arduous talk which you have 
impofed on us. 

Our firftwork, citizens, has been to declare folemnly, and 
fvith a lively emotion, that the facred principles of juftice and 
of equity fhould be the fole guide of our anions : that no bafe 
motive of vengeance, that no confideration different from thofc 
principles fhould influence our conduft ; and that the preferva- 
tion of order in a city fo populous, that the fecurity of perfons 
and or property againft all attack, under whatcve/ pretext or 
colour, fhould be with us the order of the day during our pro- 
Yifional adminiflration. 

How flattering and confolatory mufl it be to us, dear citizens ! 
to have been able to accomplifh this great objedl of our appoint- 
ment! How happy is it for you, and all of us, that the fublime 
caufe of liberty has not been fullied by any irregularity ! How 
honourable for humanity, that at the dawn of liberty this town 
has been the theatre of the mod pure fentiments of joy and 
fraternity, and not of thofe of animofity, of hatred, and of ven- 
geance ! What fweet emotions does not the true patriot and the 
friend of humanity feel in being able to fay, in a city fo popu- 
lous as Amflerdam, We have, in the moment of the reftoration 
^ of liberty, feen tears of joys flow, b'jt not one drop of the blood 
of our fellow-citizens ! What an admirable example for all our 
Batavian brethren in the other cities of the Republic ! — ^Th© 
Batavians fhew themfelves generous in the midft of their vifto- 
ries: they forget, they defpife the injuries that have been done to 
them ; th^ cordially hold out the hand of fraternity to all thofe 
who have erred ; they feek not vengeance nor pillage, but liberty : 
they are generous.in refpeft to the paft, but they will punifli the 
more feverely the future offences againft the caufe of freedom. 

Such, citizens, are our principles : you have fhewn by your 
fteady and tranquil conduf): that they are alfo your*s : it is to 
them that you owe the qiiiet of this city ; and the great end 
of Oiir provifional adminiftration is fulfilled. 

It is time then, citizens, as we think, to terminate our admi- 
niftration ; and cordially thanking you all for the confidence you 
have teftified in us, we return into the clafs of our fellow-citi- 
zens, and remit into their hands the powers you have given us| 
let ambitious tyrants, let cowards in pofts, into which they have 
intruded themfelves, endeavour to fupport their ufurped authority 
by a thoufand fecret plots ; the true patriot knows no poft 
]j)pre noblei nor no place more elevated^ than th^ ftate of a 
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Citizen^ and he remits with fatlsfadioa his powers into die bo* 
fom of thofe from whom he received them* 

fiut though every thing goes on with order ftt prefenty previoui 
to refigning our adminiftration tliere mud be made, in a rcgMhr 
rnanner, and in a proper place tor that objedj an appeal to all 
the citizens and inhabitants of this city, on purpofe that they may 
choofe lor their fiipreme adminiilratioDy a proper number of te- 
prcfcntatives who may be able to replace us, under the name of a 
municipality, or i:nder any other name whatever ; and who chi^en 
by your voice, freely given, to be the reprefentatives of the people 
of Amfterdam, may take care of your interefls^ andconfUtute aU 
the fubdivifions of the adminiflrations of this city, and its dif' 
fercnt branches, in fuch manner as the nature of thin^ fball re- 
quire. In the mean time, the* different committees (hall renuia 
in their functions till the alTembly which will replace us (hall 
have made in that refpedi the proper arrangements. 

For thefc reafons, and to the end that the appeal to the citi- 
zens, and the manner of voting for the election of new reprtfai- 
tatives may be conduced in a manner, the leaft fubjeft to cor- 
ruption, to confiifion, or to illicit influence, we have thought it 
our duty, as your proviflonal reprefentatives, and for accoQ- 
plifhing this defirable end, to make ufe of the underftandingof 
all the patriots, and to fummon them by the love they have for 
their country to fend us, in tiic fpace ot fifteen days after this 
publication, detailed plaus on the manner of calling the citizens 
together, and of taking their fuffrages ; fubjoining to them that 
which relates to the age and the other qualifications required for 
exercifing the right of voting ; the number of members, of tvhidl 
the affembly of the reprefentatives of this city ought to be com* 
pofcd ; and the name mod becoming for it to bear, on purpofe 
that the provifional reprefentatives, after mature deliberation^ 
and after taking the advice of the diiFerent committees on the 
plan beil calculated for attaining the end we have propoled to 
you, and after having agreed on one, may put it in execution.

•T^ttE aiiembly of provifional reprefentatives of the commune of 
"*• Aitifierdacn having received, from time to time, and on th« 
part of diflferent citizens, demands, tending to the embracing oC 
meafures which would put into a (late of arrefl: in general thd 
foroner members of the now-aboliihed goveirnment, and other 
fufpeAed perfons ; the aflcmbly has not only been conftantly of 
opinion that it ought not to embrace fuch meafures, but it alfo 
thinks itfelf obliged to explain to all its compatriots in general, 
and to the inhabitants of Amderdam in particular, whom it re^ 
prefents, what is its manner of thinking on a fubjed of this ins* 
portance, and what are the principles on which its opinion it 
founded. 

We (hall fet out, citizens, with declaring, that we neither 
could nor would, for a (ingle moment, fuppofe that the repeate4 
inftances of a part of our fellow-citizens to make us take rigo« 
reus meafures, could proceed from any motive of hatred or re* 
venge* The Dutch, from the very moment when they firft broke 
therr chains, gave to a{loni(hcd Europe, too grand an example of 
generofity and humanity, to let us believe that they would fuUjr 
that glory in the moments of tranquillity, by avenging themfelves 
on a fet of humbled defpots, deprived of all (Irength. He de* 
ferves not to triumph who bafely abufes his vi£lory. He alone 
can promife himfelf the conflant and agreeable fruits of vidory, 
who makes his vanqui(hcd foes blufli by his juftice and genero- 
fity, and convinces them that they are the perfons who have cho- 
fen the worft fide of the caufe to defend. Citizens, genero(ity' 
and judice carry with them irrefiflible force. Nothing can fave 
the caufe of our coUntry but a conftant adherence to thefe virtues. 
The exercife of revenge may afford a tranfitory pleafure in ihb 
moments of pa (Hon and delirium, but its confequences are com« 
monly fad and fatal, while the exercife of equity and of generor 
iity leaves nothing but agreeable fcnfations. 

Such, citizens are our fcntiments ; fuch ought to be your'».

Will it not require all the zeal, all 
the elafticity of a commercial nation, to^fiU your exhauflcd cof- 
fers ) But are this zeal and this elaflicity compatible with a 
fyftem of terror i Doubtlefs not : in bringing to pcrfcdion this 
revolution^ one fort of terror only ought to be tolerated 3 terror 
to thofe who have the hardinefs and malice to undertake any 
thing againft the revolution. The mod fevere penalties againit 
Aich men will be fo much the more equitable, as our conduct 
with refpe£t tp the pad (hall be noble and generous. 

It is a great midake, citizens, to compare the circumdances 
of France in the courfe of her revolution, with our's. It was not 
in France a fpirit of revenge for the crimes committed under the 
old government which occalioned thefc repeated fcenes of terror ; 
but the violent oppofition to the revolution itfclf which occafioned 
the neceflity of a proportionable vigilance to crufli all confpira- 
cies. But what oppofition, citizens, have we to expert? if a 
wife and jud adminidration completes this revolution, is not the 
dodrineof freedom and equalitv fo amiable in itfdf, fo deeply 
graven in our nature, that it will foon penetrate all hearts with 
irrefiftible energy ? Will not all who have been milled by court 
artifices return from their error ? Let us diew by fads, that a 
dcmocratical government, well ordered, is not only poflible, but 
that it is^the (ole form of government that accords with the dig- 
nity of man; and foon will this order of things be edabliihed by 
univerfal confent upon the fured foundations. Let us prove the 
falfehood of all the rumours that have been fpread among the 
multitude, whether they proceed (O diame!) from the chair, or 
from the bofom of the councils, and foon will the multitude itfelf 
defpife its feducers* Slander painted the dodrinc of freedom and 
equality, as the immediate fource of confufion, and the grave of 
of religion. But, citizens, where will flander now hide her head, 
when every citizen is protected in his perfon, in his property ; 
and when the gates of the temples are open to every one, that lie 
may adore our common Father in the manner to which he is 
prompted by the feelings of his heart ? 

Thcfe are the lively efFedls of a wife and philofopliic policy, 
which can and ought happily to accomplifh this revolution. All 
the political diflcniions, all the revolutions that have taken place 
in this date fince its origin, vanifli before fo interefting a revo- 
lution as the prcfent. They were only difputes between party 
and party ; trials of (kill for the mod part between knaves and 
knaves ; in which the people had no part to play but the part of 
the dupe. To-day it is the caufe of the people itfelf in which 
we labour^ in which you all ought to labour. To-day it is not a 

fadlion. 
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fiAlofi, bat the nation herrelf, who Is rifiorious. We mnft A« 
re£l our views, not to the welfare of a few defpotSy but to the hap« 
pinefs of the whole nation. 

Let tis then always, citizens, condder oor reyofution mder 
this important regard. Let us endeavcnir to give it fcKh a di« 
leAion that it (hall be in vain to fcek to foment new polftka} dlj/f* 
fcnfions ; let the example of our depofed defpots hetonn^ MRm 
to avoid the bafc as well as the impolitic faults they have com- 
mitted. Have their fenfelcfs pcrfccntions made the prifons of thi§ 
country cry for vengeance, and the complaints of the Dutch be* 
come fugitives in all parts of the world, Qill forth curfes upon their 
adminittration ? Let us make it our glory to convince Europe^ 
that it is the Dutch nation, and not a faflion, that now trium|4is ; 
that it is the caufe of freedom and equality, not the fpirit of re* 
venge and deftru£tron ; in fliort, that found policy now reigns oil 
one fide to make a cordial oiFcr of the right hand of fdlowihip to 
her (tray brethren, and not to drive them to defpair ^ on the other, 
to hold high the fword of punifhmcnt, in order to ftrike the hift 
traitor that henceforth (hall prefifnic to oppofe the freedom |md 
fupremacy of the people. For thougli the hrd p^rt of this alter* 
native be the true end of the real friend of humanity, the othef 
ether ought no lefs to fix the attcntif»n of the fevere repuMicafif 
that thcyfc who lie in ambuih againft freedom, may fee even fiom 
afar, that their a£tions an- carefully watched, and that the nation 
which fo gencroufly pardons, is ready to infliA exemplary po- 
nifliment on criminals the moment her freedom is attacked. 

Such, citizens, arc the motives of the condu£l we have pnr- 
fucd ; fuel) is the rule of our adions. We believe that a firm 
adiierencc to this fyfiem is the only method of completing the 
revolution, and of fixing the univerfal national happinefs on the 
fuit of Batavia.

But the few 
members who compofe the committee not being equal to the 
accumulation of buflnefs, the committee applied to the comnut- 
tecs eflablilhcd in other cities, and pn^pofed to unite the iabouia 
of all, and to form by deputies, a fingle committee of revolution. 
This committee adually aflembled, feeling the ncceflity of put* 
ting the laft hand with all poflible diligence to the work alrttdy

I. TpHAT fince the year 1787 to the beginning of the prefent 
revolution, bcfidcs the ufiial annual revenue, tfie people 
have been forced to furnifh the fum of eighty millions of guilders ; 
an account of the expenditure of which will be comnniinicated 
to the public in a particular report. 

2. 1 hat this treafurc has but little contributed to the reflon^ 
tion of the ftate of the finances of the republic, and it is indif- 

Jienfably neced'ary to eftabliih meafurcs for a new contributtOD, 
or fear of the whole of the national treafury being entirely ea- 
hauflcd. 

3. I'haf, notwithftnnding, this diftrefsof the national treafiiff' 
ou{^ht to have iixliiccd th,c former government to think on apcac^i 
yet that government thdughf on nothing but on continuing the 
ivar ; and not till every ref<Mirce had been exhaufled did they 
begin to offer peace to the French Republic, and this with an 
intention to fjciifice innnrncrablc treafu res in order to continue 
the former minilk^rs in their place.

powerful afliftance m eftabli(hing her independelioe and dtfcod 
ing her poiTeflions; yet in all times vre have feen the co n tr a iy 
of this. Holland threw herfelf into the armt of Eog^andj which 
brought it infcnfibly to depend on her alone for proteAion ; and 
in return for this confidence England has made it one of her pro* 
vinces : fuch have been the policy of thefe illanderS| flich have 
been the meafures prepared bv than, that fliouM Holland at any 
time be conquered by the French, or efcape their con^idlf 
England alone would profit by either ; in the laft ca(e by oon* 
folidating its domination in the United Provinces through her 
auxiliary forces, fent under the pretext of defence ; in the 
firft, by the dedruAion of thofe fame Provinces, at the m 
when her troops fliould find themfelves obliged to evacuate 
and by the feizure of their colonial pofleffions. 

England (till fupports the fame plan in regard to Portugal^ and 
(he will always follow it wherever (he is able to apply Tier d^ 
ceitful and Machiavelian politics. 

There exifted, however^ in Holland a mafs of patriota wlio did 
not ceafe to lament the oppreflton of their country, and who ne- 
ver lod hopes of giving her freedom. In 1787 they anade a ge^ 
nerous eiFbrt for (baking off the yoke of the StadthqUor ; they 
relied on the protedion of France, the govenmient of whid^ 
daftardly and deceitful, had promifed afliftance, which it never 
gave. The Pruflian troops marched into Holland, fecondad by 
the States General^ who opened the gates of |U 1 Cssticflesia 
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( 65 ) 

^ttA\ thefe troops arrived \vithout any obftacle at Am(lerddm» 
the Stadtholder was rc-cftiibli(hcd, the patriots were more than' 
^ver opprcflTedi they were difarnicd, cxchidcd from M em- 
ployments, purfiiedy and many among them, to avoid pcrfecu- 
tioiiy took refuge in France ; they contimied here to cheriih the 
hope of one day returning free men to tlicir homes. 

This hope gained llrcngth hy our revohition, and ftill more by 
the declaration of war between France and the government of 
the Stadtholder ; it almoit totally vaniihcd at the retreat of Du* 
mourier, and all the energy of republicans, elcdlrified by the 
fpirit of glory, conduced by faithful and able generals, and fe- 
conded in (ome degree even by the elements themfelves, were 
found requiflte to realize it. 

When our progrefs in Holland began to give uneafinefs to the 
ftadtholderians, and above all, when our troops arivcd on the 
banks of the Waal, the oppofite party laboured to organize them* 
felves ; feme courageous men prcfented an energetic addrefs *'to 
the magiftrates of Amllerdam ; but thefe magiftrate^, overawed 
bj the Englifhy and encouraged by thr difliculties which yet fe- 
panted us from that capital, difKcultlcs which had formerly 
humbled the pride of Louis the XIV. ufed the petitioners with 
the mo(l unjull violence, imprifoned them, and continued to ex* 
cUim in the moll outrageous manner againft the French nation. 

They at the fame time put in motion the fpring of a perHdious 
policy ; they encieavoured to palfy the courage of our defenders ; 
they aSefted to circulate a report, that peace was about to be 
concluded, that there already exiiled a fufpenfion of arms ; but 
the cffedb was contrary to the expedations of the malevolent ; 
we redoubled our vigilance in our armies, we furprifcd the cue-* 
niyy and on the fame day we captured Grave, Heufdcn, and the 
iOe of Bommel, and completely defeated them under the walls 
of Breda. 

It was then that the (ladtholdcrians, beginning to tremble, dif* 
patched negociators to Paris in hopes of averting the blow which 
threatened them ; but fo far from relaxing our efforts, we in- 
ftantly fent to our colleagues with the armies of the North, the 
Sambre, and the Mcufe, inviting them to pufh their operations 
with more vigour than ever. A few days after we again wrote 
to them in thefe terms.

<he reprefenntivcs to fend a^aiiilt Holland an army of 40,000, and to 
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There orders were fucUcnIy executed, ^ith t fucccAr vrhich 
is the ufual conrcqncncc of courage and aAivity ^ the army 
paflTcd over the ice on the Waal, and fcized on Utrecht: The 
inundat'ujns were frozen, the Kn^lifh had taken flight by Over* 
YflTcU ; no further oblladc could ilop the march of our trium- 
phant armies ; infurrcdlions broke forth in all paris ^ Amfterdam 
opened her gates, and our colleagues, entered that city on the 
C£d Pluviofe, at the head of the French columns. ** I'hc advan- 
tages of this biilliant conquclt,'* faid they to us in announcing this 
expedition, *•* arc inuiicnfc lor the Republic ; it gives us trcafures, 
magazines, docks, vcllcls ; and above alt, it gives us, in the po- 
litical and conuTicre.ial affairs of Kurope, a preponderance of 
v/hich it is iiujtoiliblc to calculate the elTcds or the confequences ; 
but vidory itUlf would become a fatal gift, if, dazzled by fo 
much glory, the. French Republic pretended to difpofe dcfpoti* 
cully ol the dcftiuy of that people ; or if yielding to the captious 
pjoiKifitions that dexterous negociators \^'ill not fail to make to 
us, for prcferving a form of government which dcfpotifiD created 
a few years ago, we: make any compromife, with the ftadthol- 
derians, the natural enemies, both of France and the liberty of 
the liatavians." 

Thcfc principles are conformable to thofe wc manifefted to 
them ourrelvcs ; to thofc that you confecrated by your decree of 
the ill of I'ebruaiy, 1793, containing a declaration of war 
ngaiuH the Stadtholdcr peiTonally. We ought to dii'linguifli the 
niafk of the liatavian people, who wifli only for liberty, from 
the Itadtiioldcrian parly, which can only wilh for defpotifm* 
We ou^^ht to regard the people as our ally, and the government 
as our enemy ; but it was this government which pollellcd all* 
whi'-h had in its hands alt the llrong places, arlcnuls, marine and 
public cdablilhinents. All thefe are of right the couqiieror'Sy 
and the property of individuals alone has remained facred to u$. 
Our Cfjlleagues, ai^.hiaied by a fentimcnt oi extend vc gcnerofity, 
not only annoimeed in their proclamation this rclifc^t4>us refpea 
tor the property of individuals, and declared tliat they canoe as 
friends and allies of the iJatavian people, to combat with them the 
Stadtholder\s party ; but they joined to that proclamation a phrafe 
which has been wron^'Jy interpreted : *^ The Batavian people, 
faid they, << cxerciOng their foverei^nty, ihall alone be capable 
•* of changing or nuKlifying the form of their government." 

It is indeed among our principles not to intermeddle in the go* 
venunents of other nations; but are the Engli(h a part of the 
Batavian people ? Have we entered into Holland, amidft perils 



ptiblifli thcin us con/ifting of 80, coo ; but no fuch circumflance is men- 
tioned in the Muimcur, oi tltc a^d I'cbruiiry, 1795, from wluch this report 
Ik fiuw tr4iilU4ed* 
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vrithout numberi to confolldate a government which has fought to 
overturn ours ? Are we to increafe the weight of the yoke of the 
Kal people of Batavia, or to deliver them from the tyranny of the 
Stadtholder ? I'hefc qiieflions undoubtedly explain futiiciently the 
thoughts of our colleagues ; it is neitlicr to the declared enemic:^ of 
the French Kcpublic that they have given the refpedJable nanu of 
the Batavian people, nor to Tome iniriguers who call themfches 
patriots, in hopes of being able to expel their particular enemies, 
and to domineer in their place. 

Nothing, then, binds us in this refpefl but the natural rights of 
every individual and of every people, to remain at liberty when 
they attack not the liberty of others, and fuch ought to be that 
of the Batavian people freed from their opprcifors. 

This fpirit of juflice, which conditutes the true dignity of a great 
nation, producwi conquefts to our colleagues, which two years' 
war, ami the facrifice of many thoufands of our defenders, would 
fcarce have been able to accomplilh. Bergen- op-zoon, which 
in 1747 coft us 10,000 men ; Gertruydenberg, which (topped 
Louis the XIV. in the midll of his yiftories \ Williamftadt, 
which terminated our own fucccfs in 1793 ; Gorcum, which id 
the key of the great inundations ; Fhilhing, one of the three 
places which Charles V, advifcd Philip the II. to prefcrve with 
care ; Middlcbourgh, which fuftaincd a fiege of a year; the three 
provinces beyond the Rhine, Fricfcland, Over- 1 iFcll, and Gro- 
ningen ; even the two fleets of the Texel and Zealand are all 
fiirrcndered without any rcfiftance. Who knows on the con- 
trary the part they would have taken, if inflead of fraternity, we 
had been prccedtd by terror ? Who can fay that the veflTels would 
not have failed with the fir(( fair wind, at lead, in part, to the 
ports of England ? Who can fay that many of the moft formidable 
fbrtreires which have opened their gates to us, would not have 
made an obiiinate refinance ? Do not prcfs us to condemn mea- 
fttres, of which experience will ihew, perhaps very foon, the 
-wifdom. 

"The capitulation of Zealand jloes not appear, indeed, to bear 
the (lamp of the national charaAer ; but in the firit place, this 
capitulation, when it reached iis, had not been cloathed with the 
approbation of our colleagues, ajud we are ignorant whether it 
has been fo fince ; but we muft further appreciate the difficulties, 
the delays, and the lolTes which would have followed the attack 
by force of arms, of that {Irong unhealthy cour^try ; we mull alfo 
confider its importance, and the neceifity of our inftantly oc- 
cupying it. That artificial territory is compofed of iflands 
which form the mouths of three rivers, and which render it 
maftcr of their navigation ; it is defended by many flrong places, 
and can be eafily fuccoured. It would require a maritime force 
and long in preparations to attack it with any certainty of 

I a fucccfs; 
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fuccefs ; and if the enemy were obftinate in defcndiog dietv 
felvesin thofe ifland.s which were the cradle of the liber^ of thi 
BatavianSy the place where they took refuge when they conoeifed 
the.^roje£l of withdrawing themfelves from Spaniih tyranny; 
if, I fay> the enemy fearing a new oppreffion, were determined 
to defend^ itfelf to the lad extremity , this expedition would oer* 
tainly not have been accompUfhed in the courfe of this canw 
paign without a great efFuflon of blood. 

We Hill wait, citizens, for further information^ and it is after 
a general treaty, and a definitive fyftem fhall have been adopted 
refpe6ling the feven United Provinces, that we will re-eftabliflif 
relatively to each of them, the true relations which they ought 
to preferve with us, and thefe (hall always be fuch as they ought 
to be. This is fufficicnt to enable you to appreciate the con- 
du£l of our colleagues in Hollan^I ; they (land in need of much 
confidence, and wc ought not to forget that it is to their courage, 
to their indefatigable labours, the army owes that energy and 
that difcipline which has fecured victory and fpared blood. 

As to the meafures of the committee of public fafety, they 
can be judged by its correfpondence ; it will fuilice that 1 read 
you fome of its letters to our colleagues, to make known the 
fpirit which always directs it. (Here he readfeveral letters wbieh 
f roved the follcitude of the committee refpeiting Holland^ as well « 
the acclivity and Jieadinefs of its meafures.) 

Eefides thcfe letters, and many others di£latcd in the fami 
fpirit, we have given verbal in(trudions to our colleagues Cocfaoa 
and Ramel; and when Richard went out of the committeey we, 
in virtue of the authority received from you, fent him» as having 
participated in all our deliberations, and knowing perfeAly well 
all the views of the committee, to the army which he long Aiper- 
intended with fo much fuccefs. 

As to the remainder, citizens, our fituation in Holland is net 
fuch as malevolence has wi(hed to perfuade you, and it will not 
be eafy to prove that circumftances would have permitted us to 
purfue a much better courfe* We do not fee that violent mesns, 
that the fpilling of much blood, could have given us more fpeedily 
pofTcfljon of all the fortreifefs of the feven provinces : nor do wc 
fee that the provifions of the (:ountry efcaped us, that any veffii) 
has fled on our arrival, or that the £ngli(h have preferved any in* 
fluence. We fee on the contrary, that the revolution has takes 
place without convulfion, that the authorities have regenerated 
themfelves, that the agents of the Stadtholder have either been 
a|;re(led or have fled, that fevere meafures are taken by our col- 
leagues for the circulation of aflignats, that the trunk of the 
coalition is broken, that the blockade of France is deftroyed) that 
ive have acquired the navigation of three great rivers, thait a vaft 
province is ravi(hed from the patrimony of tbo Eo^flij thai 
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«dKtt ihrind^l commtiDication& with the coMinent are cut #fl^ 
tbtt an important marine is at our difpofal ; ^hat the ports which 
Jutfboured their criufers are thofe in which armaments iball 
iKrtafter be prepared for attacking themfelves iti their own 
Aomes, and for ruining their commerce in the North. But not^ 
Withftanding, citizens, we muft not abufe thefe acquifitions ; the 
Baitavians and ourfelves muft equally benefit by their revolution ; 
<*--let not our advantages be tranfient. The provifionai mea* 
iures that your committee has thought it its duty to take, aie ; 
firft— ^iiftr^ Carnot was interrupted^ by an obfervation that it might 
te dangerous to publijh the meajures of government.) 

Carnot then propofed that the convention (hould confirm the 
choice made by the committee of the reprefentative of the people, 
Richard, fent to Holland, and announced that he had aireadjr 
leached the place of his miifion. The ailembly confirmed the 
choice accordingly.

"O EVOLUTIONARY taxes have been impofed by \he re* 
•■^ prefentatives of the people in mifflon ; by the adminiftrative 



; by the municipalities ; by the fe^tions, and even by die 
commiflaries. They have ail been colleded by agents appointdl 
for that purpofe, and the produce of them> with a few exceptions, 
hat been converted to private ufes^ and not to the public benefit. 
Thefe taxes were meant to defray the expenfes of arming, equip* 
ping, and paying the citizens who rofe in a mafs, for the de« 
fence of liberty and equality ; of the fuccour or indemnity granted 
to the poor parents, wives, and children of the brave defenders af 
the Republic ; of the afliflance the nation affords to indigence 
and misfortune ; of the falaries of certain perfons who held par- 
ticular fhuations» In ibort| for defraying all extraordinary ex* 
|>enfef. 

Thefe daeafuret weie neceflary, perhaps indifpenfable, at a 
lime whea indemnities had been promifed to the defenders of the 
country, and their families ; but when the mode of their payment 
barf o^ b^en decrccdi tbey were neceflary at a time when the 
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ifli(hnce« t^'hioh the country owes to indigent perfMiti had nol 
been dctcrmiiKHl or defined by law ; i^hen the national will had 
t\n\ rxji'lcd pcrfonal fcrvicc from all the citizens* without dif* 
tinclion, brtwccn the a|^rs of cit^Juecn and twenty live ; when ihc 
cgotiiis aiul tVlfifh pcilons, loling fight of their deareft interc(l» 
aiul deal' to tho \o'wc oi the country, rcftifcd their perfonal fer- 
\Kc to dctViid the trontii-rs and their propertyi and endeavoured 
even to rciill a nuMliirc whioh had no other objcft than toeiH 
in a' part of xhc. allii^nais in circulation ; when the Republic wai 
betrayed on all liiK-s ; when all the arniie!« were diforganircd, and 
it was tonnd to be noceirary to raifc Ireih forces, to check and 
rrpcl the ci\eiuics, whom trrafon had intrixluced into fomc of the 
frontier garrlions and feapoTts, and to dellroy that rebellioni 
which ex I lied witli an alarming afpc^^K in fcveral places i when 
flock jobbers and maicoutenis mouopoltfed and exported pnn> 
itons and merchaiuiife ; increafed the price of all articles to aa 
alarming extent ; depreciated allignats, in order to deprive us of 
a refourcc fo necelVarv to the revohirion ; and endeavoured to ren- 
der it impollible for us to furnilh the armies with ununtinitiont 
provifions, amis, ami other necertaries, which were wanted on 
M fides, which were m^i in our magazines, and which the mo- 
iiopolifers, who had them in their own warchoufes, rcfulcd to fell 
timler a price four times greater tlian their real value. 

Thcfe meafures, I fay, were necelfary, at a time, when France 
in a llate of blockade, her frontiers, and C(^a(ls, defencclefs, was 
menaced at all p^nts ; when famine was the order of the daVf 
and whrn it was neceirary to put every thing in a formidable 
lit nation of defence ; at a lime, when paynicnts in fpecie had 
multiplied fo rapidly, that the p\ihlic treafury was on the point of 
being exhanilcd ; w hen the government, without authority, was 
cither defpi fed or attacked by all the adminillrativc bodies, and 
fo checked with all its operations, that, in the interior, its corre- 
fpondents, its agents, its arms, tteafures, and military convoys, 
were intercepted, and employed againlt the national authority; 
in Ihort, when the laws wore without energy, and the coimtry 
was involved in the moll imminent dmnger. 

The revolutionary taxes, neceliary at fuch a crifis, would en- 
danger Rberty, if their exillencc were pn)longed. It is thcreture 
the duty of legillators to put an end to them when the dangers 
which gave rife to them arc palt. 

Traitors have proliied of the revoliitionnry taxes, and in- 
crcafed their foitune; they have thrown oif the leathered hat 
and embroidered coat, to put on the bonnet rouge, to commit a 
thoufand vexations, and to render odious the drefs and habit of a 
fans culoite, the nan\e of which they have vainly endeavoured to 
dilhonuur and dejjrade. 

Happily 
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Happily- events have taken fuch a favourable turn as to enable • 
us to produce ttie defire^efFed. The coalefced enemies have been 
forced to fly from our ports and our garrifons. The land df 
liberty is no more fullied by their prefence, a^d in fpite of all the 
efforts of the coalitibn, the Rhine forms the permanent limit of 
the territories of the French Republic. 

Let usy therefore^ not lofe a moment in regulating, and evea 
fupprelTing, meafures which circumfiances rendered neceflary i > 
apd let us punifh thoffs who have abufed them. 

We molt heartily reprobate the atrocities that have been com- 
mitted fmce the commencement of the revolution ; but now that ^ 
probity and judice are become the order of the day, wc ought 
not, and muft not, denounce en majj'e the citizens who wcro; 
charged with the arduous ta(k of enforcing the revolutionary 
laws. Let us guard againft falling into an opofite extreme ^7 
let us guard againft the inflltence ot pailion and prejudice ; and.. 
above all, againft the commiflion of ads of injuftice.. The, 
patriots, who, in the. hour of danger and difmay, didinguilhed 
themfelves for temperance and juftice, ought to be diftinguiOied 
from ihofe who adopted an oppofite mode of conduct. If we • 
confound the good with the bad^ every individual who contri- 
buted to the revolution might be implicated, and under pretence 
of peculation might be punifhed. The difaffeded and malig-* 
ii|Mit might even endanger the democratic fydem which the people 
<y France have accepted and fworn to maintain. They would^ • 
perhaps, contend, that men of moderate fortunes were not eligi- 
ble to public pfJBces. In order to carry this preliminary point, 
they would pretend to be attachc<i to the intermediate clafs ; if 
they fucceeded, elated with victory, they would next proceeed to 
denounce the men who had been ailiiiing to them, and, under 
pretence of public plunder, they would feize upon the reins of 
governqnent, and reduce the people to flavery. .Happily for the 
country fuch attempts could not be fuccefsful, but it behoves 
u/ to cxpofe the means that might be ufcd for the fubjugation of 
of the people, by mifcreants who circulate reports, vilifying the 
republican government, and dating, that it encourages intriguers 
and robbers^ Let us convince the people that probity and juilic<^ 
are not words to which no meaf^ing is attached ; and that if the 
national revenues have futfered by peculations, the law will take 
cognizance of the offence, and no fubterfuge nor political influ* 
cnces ihall fcreen the offenders from exemplary pimifhmcnt.. 
Let us call to their recolledion, that under the. ancient defpotifma 
profligate courtier might fet the dccifion of judges at defiance, and 
fo far from fufferingthe punilhment due to his crimes, might exult 
in his enormities, and no man dared to call his conduct in queftion. 
In order to counteract th-j difguifc of malicious perfons who 
are difpofed to adduce charges againit every individual charged 

with 
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with the adminiftratiofi of the rerolutiontly Itwf, llPe nmft'le 
furnifhed with a lift of all that had any concern, diredlj or in* 
dlredl/y in the difpofal of national property. Let us adopt the 
moft eflFedual method for detedling the various dilapidations that 
have been pra£tifed« Let us fummon the public fiinAionaries ttf 
produce vouchers of their difburfementSy that thofe who have con- 
duced themfelves honeftly may be rewarded, aiid that thofe who 
have embezzled the public money may be brought to juftice. Yon 
have already been employed in examining the produce, and re* 
ducing the revolutionary taxes. I fhali proceed to point out the 
different decrees which authorifed and regulated thofe taxes, and 
you will the more readily difcover the mode of condud you ou^ 
to adopt. 

On the 9th of May, 1793, you decreed the fefiions of Paris 
to adopt the moft eftedual method of procuring their ftipulated 
number of troops for the war in La^endee, In cronfonnity to 
this law, the fedions of Paris entered into various engagements, 
which obliged them to rcfort to revolutionary taxes in ocder to 
fulfil thofe engagements. ^Fheir example was followed by fieve« 
ral diftridlsy municipalities, and departments. 

On the 13th of Auguft, I793> Y^^ fandioned the refolution of 
the deputies of the people, Chabut and Bo, who impofed a mill* 
tary tax on all fufpeAed perfons. Almoft every reprefentativK 
of the people on mifTion, in the departments, impotod taxes of 
difierent kinds, and levied them in different ways. 

On the 5th of September, 1793, X^^ granted an indemnitf 
of three livres per diem, to thofe members of the committee n 
public fafety, who Ihould afterwards be appointed to ferve oi 
the revolutionary committees. The expenfes of this fervice wii 
to have been defrayed exclufively by a tax upon the rich. 

The decree of the 14th Frimaire, in the fecond year of the 
Republic, enjoins, that no tax (hall be levied without the^expreb 
authority of a decree of the convention. 

Your committee of finance apprifed you on the i6th Fritnaire 
that the coUedion and application of*^ the revolutionary taxes 
were unknown to government, that it was of courfe impoiEble 
to regulate them, and to deteA the abufes and frauds pradifed in 
colleding them. We told you that not a fingle livre arifing 
from thofe taxes was paid into the national treafury. 

We expreifed our fufpieions that men, under the mafic of 
patriotifm, had the fuperintendance of them, and that they ap^ 
plied the produce to their own ufe. We fuggefted to you, that 
the taxes impofed by the incompetent .authorities, or by the re- 
volutionary committees, (hould be paid into the national treafury* 
You availed yourfelf of this fuggeftion, and decreed accordingly* 

The 18th Frimaire you refcinded the refolutions of the rejpre- 
fcntatlves of the p^ple and of the committees for levying 
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pon the pcoplci or putting gold and filver in requifition x 
next day, at the inftance of the committee of public fafet/i 
pealed that decree, 

the 15th Nivofe following you commanded the revolu* 
committeesp and every authority which had impofed and 
fd, or caufed to be coUeded, military^ revolutionary , or 
ler taxes, to give in their accounts. This law was not 
into force, becaufe it did not preforibe either the mode 
ng an account, nor fpecify the individuals called upon^ nor 
fons authorifed to take cognizance of thofe accounts ; on 
ler hand, the law of the 16th Frimaire was attempted to 
led by putting a forced cortftruftion upon it, and in the 
no payments were made at the trcafury. 
.h" 30th Germinal your committee fubmitted certain pro- 
is, for expediting thc^ liquidation of thofe accounts, and 
I'niciit of taxes Icgalfy impofed.

The Avhole was to be tranfmitted by the national agent to the 
commiiTaries of the national treafury before the ift of Vende- 
miaire, and he was to pay the balance without delay into Urn 
treafury of the receiver of the diftricl. 

The commiirarics of the national treafury were ordered to coTi 
refpond with the national agents and diredories of the diftrid 
relative to the execution of the law of the 30th of Germinal, and 
pjf this arret, which developed the principles and provifions of 
that law. 

On the )8th of lad FruSidor, you decreed that the dcfenden 
•f the country, fcrving under the (landard of the Republic ia 
confcquencc ot the enrollmept made by the communes or fec- 
tionsy (hould be aflimilatedy together with their families, to thoft 
who enjoyed the fuccour and indemnity provided by the law of 
the 13th of Prajrial in the 2d year of the Republic. 

The conimunes or fedions, which had promifed more advaiKi 
tagcous termsy were obliged to provide funds by the fame means 
as had been hitherto employed conformably to the decree of the 
9th May, 1793. 

In (hort, in the third year, on the 19th Vendemiaire, you ient 
to your committee of finance the propofition made to you to re- 
mit to the perfons liable to pay them, the revolutionary taxes im- 
pofed in the fevcral departments. 

Such is the legiflation which circumOances obliged you to 
adopt without foundation or principles, which it is of the utmoft 
importance to regulate, in order to prevent that fIu6luation in 
opinions, and diverfity in operations, which are fo qontraiyto 
the order which you wi(h to eftablilh. 

Beft^re I ftatc to you the views and objcfls of your comroittecj 
I will prefcnt you with an account of the manner in which tbele 
various laws have been executed. 

The comniiffarics of the national treafury firft correfpoiKW 
with all the adminiilrators of the didrid, and afterwards with 
the national agents, in order to obtain from them the mod ampk 
explanation on the fubjeft of rcyolutipnary tastes, voluntary gins, 
feizures, loan^, &c. They fent them the form of keeping ac- 
counts, in order to enable them to dirc<5l the communes with 
refped to the form of fuch accounts as they might have to dc^ 
}iver. 

7 he firfl conl^quences of this corrcfpondcnce were containeil 
ID a general ftatement fent by the committees of the treafuiy to 
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Cooimlttee of finances. All'^the diftridls from which anfwerjr 
1*rfefe received, previoufly to the drawing up of this ftafenoienfy 
Were divided into three clafles. 

The firft comprifes the diftrlSs, which returned for ddfwef^ 
that they had neither revolutionary ta^des, nor dvic gifts. They 
amoiinted to 203. 

The fecond contains the diftrifls, which had colleded only 
civic gifts. Twenty-fix only are contained in this clafs. 

The third comprehends fuch diftridls, as had both reVoIii^ 
tioni&ry taxes and civid gifts. The number of ih6fe diftrids 
was 133. 

Thus 363 di(lri£ts alone had tranfoiitted pbfitive replies wheil 
the general ftatement was drawn up ; the t'emaining 189 had ei* 
ther not yet replied^ Or had returned only unfatisfadory replied. 
To all thefe frequent orders wete tranfmitted to prefs the execu- 
tion of the law. 

It muft not be cdnciealed that the appllcatioh and verificatidn 
of any account will be found to be extremely difficult, when we 
' Gonfider that in general nO forms have been fulfilled for the efla« 
blifhment of the revolutionary taxes, and that the colle^ion of 
thefe taxes has been intruited td a large number of agents. Fot 
inftance, in the diftridl of Montbrifbn^ no regifter of the collect 
tion of taxes has been kept. 

In the diftri£t of Azebrank, feVeral fums have been raifed» arid 
eiFeds collcded, by individuals calling themfelves membei's of a 
revolutionary army ; feveral of thefe fums and efFedts have been 
reftored to individuals. Thirty thoufand livres have been paid 
into the treafury of the paymatter df the army by Beauvifin, who 
was at the head of this pretended revolutionary army. 

In the diflrid of Vervins, the taxes have been raifed in a very 
Vexatious manner from the citizens, Whd were imprifoned, and 
afterwards, for a certain fum of motiey releafed. 

In the diftri£l of Villefranche, in Aveifon, the admlniflrators 
^ad announced that the receipt amounted to 138,025 livres, while 
the receiver of the diftridt, in his account, ftated the receipt to be 
only 4t,2i9 livres. This difference was occafioned by thefe de- 
predations, for which the deputy Bd ordered two members o^ 
the committee of vigilance to be carried before the revolutionary 
tribunal. 

Public report fays, that the collediofi of the tajces has been 
executed in a very irregular manner ; and that the fame fdrnb, 
and the fame means have been ufed in feVefal places as in the 
diftrifts of A^ebrank and Veroins. It is even faid, that cq4- 
leAions have been made by perfons who refufed to deliver an ac- 
count of the money which they had cblledled. 

It is, therefore, with the'greateft difficulty that the traces of 
trh^ has paiTed can be developed, and thii difficulty is difco- 
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verable in the {Irll details given by the different a^ntitniffntavB 
bodies. Thefc uicotnplete documents mufl be confideredj their 
iiicoirednefs mull be pointed out, aiul new refcarchcs mull be 
made in order to afccrtain the cxaifl amount of the colledlions. 

The publicity whicli the national agents have been ordered t» 
give to the accounts tranfmitted to them, may produce ufeful de- 
clarations from pcrfons paying the taxes, who might not othirr- 
vrife be fufHcicntly informed on the fubjcdt , and it fome perfoos 
have given unfaithful accotmts of the money collcd\ed, we m^ 
hope to arrive, by thcfe means, at tire knowlcdiie of ilicir crimes* 

Your committee thmks that it would be proper to convert into 
a law the provifions of the arret of the committee of public fafety> 
of the 27th Prairial, on the fecond year of the Republic, in or* 
der to (lamp them with greater authenticity and authority. Your 
committee propofes to you to fupprefs the penalty of death whick 
was to be inflidled on public detautters, conformably to the lair 
of the 22d Prairial We have thought it our duty to avoid even^ 
provifion contained in that funguinary law, and to have recourje 
to the penal code, decreed by the conditucnt Aflcmbty, that fyC^ 
tern of Icgillation being more analagous to the principles of jut 
tiee which you have adopted. 

Wc alfo propofc to you to order the commiiTaries of the ac- 
tional t^rcafury to print, v^heu the different documents fhall have 
been colleded from the diilrids, and at the lateft by the ift of 
next Germinal, a fummary (tatcment of the receipt and expendi- 
ture of the revolutionary taxes, and to diilribute it among the 
members of the convention, in order that each may examine, and 
adopt the ueceflary means for afcertaining whether the account 
agrees with the Nifbrmation which he may have received : the 
commillioners of the national trcafury will thus be enabled !» 
make frefh refearches ufcful to the public intereft. 

The commiilioners of the national treafury will alfo denounce 
to the committee of fuiance the national agents who fhall not 
have fent their accounts from this period to the firft' of next Ger- 
minal, in order that the committee, in concert with the coipmit- 
tee of legiflation, may attach to thofe negligent fun<Elionaries the 
provifions of the law of the X4th Frimairc paft^ in the fecood 
year of the Republic. / 

The committee of finance has not thought proper to propofc to 
you now the printing of the general llatement which has beea 
tranfmitted by the commiifaries of the national treafury^ on ac- 
count of its being incomplete ; but they think that this ftatement 
fliould be depofitcd in their oflice, and they invite all the mem* 
bers of the convention to examine it,, and turnifh all the in* 
formation which they may polfefson this important fubjeA. 

The chapter on the expenditure is not le& leplete with 4if* 
gculiies than ths chapter iu the revenue ;. the greater part of' tK 
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trticks arc prefented en maJJ!:^ they muft therefore ht examined tk 
order to find out whether ihey contain any abufes or not. ■ 

A large part of the objefts of expenditure relates to fums re- 
mitted to the commiflaries or their delegates for the purpofe of 
being applied to particular purpofes. 1 fhall cite on this head 
the account of the diftrift of Bourgefs which is drawn up me- 
thodically, and which has been printed. In this account we find 
that in one article of expenditure of 1,400,000!. more thah 
i,200,oool. have been remitted to intermediate perfons for feve- 
ral expenfcs of public utility. 

From thofe intermediate ygcnts who are very mimeroiis, we 
mull obtain the authentic documents of the expenditure, in order 
that we may afcertain whether the fums received have been faith- 
fully applied. This is a new branch proceeding from the firft 
account. 

In feveral diftrifls the produce of the taxes has been employed 

in military expeditions. The direflors obferve, that thefe ex- 

• penfcs having been made in great hafte, the documents relative 

IP them are not very authentic, but they are recognized as legal 

and regular. 

From the diftriS of Reole^ a receipt for 20,660 livres has beer* 
received, and by the documents accompanying the receipt it ap- 
pears that the cxpenfe exceeded the receipt 691 livres, 3 fols. — 
ihis excefs originated in an indemnity granted to the committee 
of vigilance, and in the money paid for taking careof arretted 
perfons* 

The direftory has fcnt word that they have loft the particular 
account of the expenditure ; thus it will be difficult to afcertain 
irs authenticity ; and uH our refearches,«and vigilance, would be 
of no avail, if we admitted of fimilar cxcufes. 

Private information ftate^ that an extraordinary fum of 500,000 
livres at leaft was levied. 

Almoft all the articles of expenditure relate to military expedi- 
tions; to the expenfes of patriotic miflions ; to indemnities 
granted to the members of revolutionary committees ; to the relief 
of poor perfons, and patriots \ to public repairs ; to the buildings 
for popular focieties, &c. 

There are other articles of cxpenfe, which, at the firft vieMr, 
ieem to have needlefsiy cxhaufted a part of the facrifices exaded 
from the citizens ; fuch, for example, are the repairs of tem- 
ples, an expenfe totally ufclefs ; fums paid to the managers'of 
public places. This laft obje£t of expenfe, which might -perhaps 
have been avoided, ought not to be confidered with too muth 
fcverify, when we confider that it was publicly ordered. It 
would be unjuft now to direct thofe who ordered thefe public ex- 
hibitions to defray the expenfe of them ; and on the other fide 
the treafurer^ who paid it, did only his duty, Befidci, you have 
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frequently tuthorifed reprefentations for the people. Public fpec-: 
fades direded with pure intentions, arfe poweiful means of de- 
veloping and inculcating the principles of liberty and equality. 
Under this view, all encouragements muft be confidered as an 
cxpenfe ufeful to the revolution. But thefe expenfes ou^t nei- 
ther to be ralh nor frequent. 

In examining the expenfes incurred, all the regularity of 
v^hich the fubjecl is fufceptible ought not to be required, it is 
only of importance to know whether the application of the funds 
has been made with fidelity. No care or trouble ought to be 
fpared in order to throw light upon the different parts, of this 
fubje«El ; but it bears no iimilitude to any other, much labour i» 
neceiTary for the purpofes of accomplifliing the views of the con- 
vention. 

The national treafury has yet received only a few accounts 
drawn up in the mode prefcribed by the arret of the 27th Prairial. 
It fliould feem as if fome reproaches ought to be attached to the 
national agents ; but it muil be acknowledged that they have 
great difficulties to overcome in order to procure the necelTary in-: 
formation. We ought to avail ourfelves of every opportunity 
for rendering a public teflimony of approbation to thofe who, 
having overcome all obflacles, have obeyed the orders tranfmlttcd 
to them. It is in this view that we mention the di{lri£ts of Provins, 
Morvins, and Borges, which have already fent in their accounts 
—accounts which contain the mod interefling details. 

The general ftatement, fent to your committee of finance by the 
commilTaries of the treafury, affords only the refult of intelligence 
obtained by an adive correfpondence ; but they contain this cer- 
tain information, that the execution of your decrees, on this 
head, has not been negle£led. 

By this (latement it appears, that at the time in which it was^ 
drawn up, the known receipts produced, in confequence of the 
revolutionary taxes, and civic gifts, amounted to the fum of 
31,465,287 livres, 15 fous, 4 deniers. This total is undoubtedly 
much inferior to the a^lual receipts, for it will be remembered 
that 189 diftridls, notwithftanding the repeated orders tranfmittcd 
to them, have either fent no replies, or only unfatisfa£lory replies* 
I (hall mention fuch of the principal committees as are in arrearsr 

Paris, in which it is not to be doubted that taxes, contriba- 
tions, and collections, to a very confiderable amount, have been 
impofed and received in almofl all the fedlions. The naf ional 
agent, however, of the department charged with the execution 
of the arret of the 27th Prairial for the commune of Paris, has 
not yet fent an account of the revolutionary taxes, nor of the 
£lver and gold of the churches. 

The commiffioners of the treafury have, neverthelefsj written 
to him frequently for the purpofe of preffing the reftoration of 
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ifhe accounts required by the law ; and oF knowing from him the 
caufes that have hitherto prevented his labours from being ruccefs- 
ful. We mud feek for the caufes, in the refilhnce of which tha 
municipality, and fome of its agents in the fcfiions, have con- 
ftnntly made to the roftoration ot the neceiiary account. NoWy 
however^ that this refiftancc no longer exifts, we may hope that 
good citizens will hailen to obey the law, by pointing out tho 
pcrfons who have, on feveral occafions, carried away lilver front 
the churches, and thofe who have received loansc, contributiona^ 
and collc<f)ions. The national agent, furnilhed with this informa* 
tion, will zeulouily execute the orders with which he is charged* 

The national agent of the diflri^l of Boiirdeaiix hM not Tent 
> any anfwcrs to the letters that have been fent to him, and yet it is 
certain, that, in that commune, revolutionary taxes and loans 
have been impoi'cd ; that gold and filver effeds have been feized ; 
that an exchange of ailignats into fpccie has been ellabliflied ; that 
private pcrfons have been amerced in heavy fines ; (Reba was con* 
demncd to pay a iine of 1,200,000 livrcs, Pechottc 500,000, and 
Martin 300,000) and that citizens have been forced to furnilh 
contributions under the penalty of imprifonment. It is to be 
hoped that the ])roduce will be known, as well as the application 
of thefe fnms ; the nation will then know that the decorations of 
all tho churches in this large commune have been left to the difpofal 
of adors-«an excellent meafurc for bringing fanaticifm into play* 

Of the 133 diltri£ls, which returned for an fwer that revolu- 
tionary taxes hadlxen impofed, there are 34 which have replied, that 
there were only forced loans; and, availing themfelves of the term 
«* forced loans," have fent no accoimt. Others have replied that 
there were taxes, but have not dated the amount ; many have re* 
Icrrcd to fonuer letters for an explanation ; and there are fome 
who have replied, that they were i)Ot accoimtable to the treafury. 
I fliall cite the diftridl ot Bafas, which has dated neither the 
amount nor the application of the taxcs» and which has neglefted 
to pay the balance into the treafury of the diflrid, on account 
of the particular application ordered by the reprefcntatives of tlie 
lie. 

There are feveral diftriAs which have fent an account of the 
fums which they fay have been received ; but it appears that the 
vhole amount is not comprifed in the account. The diliriA ot 
Thouloufe mentions, that 150,000 livrcs were collcded in tht 
city of Thouloufe alone, but neither the payment nor application 
of the collcdion were natc4. The account has been promifcd 
for a long time. 

It appears that accounts are expelled from other communes, 
in order that a general flatement may be formed, which has beet^ 
Retarded b^ the want of iptelljgeot €0*operatois in the condituted 
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authorities. The adminiilration of the diftrid promtfcs to make 
freih efforts for the purpofe of accelerating this account. 
• The diftria of Beaugency has ilatcd, that the fum of 50,000 
livres alone has been paid into the hands of the receiver of 
thedidridy but the natii>nal agent has received the neccflary 
iDdiumentSv which will enable us to know whether this fum 
of 50,000 llvrcs is the remainder or the whole of the produce of 
the taxes. And here the neceflity of receiving fuch local intelli- 
gence as the deputies may pofTefs is obvious, for Barailon aflures 
us, that the revolutionary taxes raifed in the dift^ift of Beaugency 
amounted to 500,000 livres. Thus 45,000 livres are not ac* 
counted for, which confirms the obfervation made by the national 
agent of Orleans, who fays, that the receivers of the revenue, 
after having terrified the people, gave themfelves up to fcaudaious 
orgies, and are now building palaces. 

We have reafon to fuppofe, that there ^avc been mifi-it*^ or 
negleA in the 203 diftri<Ss which have replied, that there wtre 
no revolutionary taxes in thofe diftrifls ; for it appears^ th:!', io 
certain communes, taxes or loans have been eflabliihed for repairs, 
fortifications, or armaments, and that gold and filver efFeifts have 
been confifcatcd. I (hall cite, as an example, the diftrid of 
Marfeilles, in which we know, that there was a loan of four 
millions, a: '^ yet the national agent has replied, in obedience to 
an arret of the Cv-^mmittee of public fafcty, that there were no taxes. 
We fuppofe it to be his opinion, th.it the arret did not require an 
account of the loans, and this opini.^n may have influenced feveral 
didrifls ; but time and perfevcrancc will enable us to difcover all 
the errors or inaccuracies that mav have been committed. 

The cxpenfes of all kinds which have been defrayed by the pro^ 

duce of the revolutionary taxes or civic gifts, of which the proper 

.documents have been received, amount, according to a flatement 

made by the commilTaries of the treafury, to the fum of 

9,807,625 livres, 14 Ions. 

Thus, the balance afcertained (the greater part of which has 
been paid into the treafury,) amounts to 20,l66,33oHvres, eleven 
fous, four dcni'. rs. 

Your decrees have thus prodi?ced the advantage of having 
^fnatched 20 millions from the hands of defaulters. 

It is chietly this objefl: which your committee wifhes to attain ; 
and for the attainment of it, the y eonftantly direA the commif* 
fcries of the treafury to pay into the public treafury the produce of 
all the extraordinary receipts; the national authority has often 
been found neccfiTary to fupport the commilTaries, though in fe- 
veral places the laws have not ever yet been executed. 

The diftrift of Belefme announced the receipt of 16,300 livres. 
The revolutionary committee kept the fum in order to afliire 
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tlMnfelves beforehand of their falary for the year. Your com- 
jnittees difapproved of this precaution, and ordered the commi(ra« 
,fi#6 of the treafury to require that the fum fo dedufted fliould be 
lefiinded; It was not till after the mod prefling demands from 
tha treafury, that the national agent p^id this fum into the hands 
of the receiver of the diftridl. 

In the diftri£): of Moulins, the receipt amounted to 608,586 
livres, 6 fous, 9 deniers ; the charge upon it to 149,415 livres^ 
S fous, 9 deniers; of the remaining fum of 459,171 livres, 4fou$» 
oiily 737 livres, 11 fous, 3 deniers, have been paid into the 
hands of the receiver of the diftriS, on account of their being 
deftined to defray the expenfes of the war. The remaining ba- 
lance has been retained by the diredor, on account of a£ts of be- 
nevolence ordered by the reprefentative of the people. The trea- 
sury, authorifed by the committee of finance, has written to the 
director to inform him of the nature and deftination of this levy, 
and has required him to pay provifionally into the hands of the 
receiver of the diftrift, the balance of 458,235 livres, 12 fous, 
9 deniers. 

The diftriiS of Mont Serrafin has alfo negleSed to pay the fum 
of 15,000 livres, under the pretence that the reprefentative of the 
people on miffion had ordered this fum to repair the lofs occafion- 
cd by the burning of the public fquare. 

It is only by an aftive correfpondence that the committee has 
been enabled to obtain the payment of 7,554,202 livres, 18 fous, 
the balance remaining of the wars and taxes impofed at Rouen, 
and of 4,794,851 livres, 14 fous, 9 deniers, of the loans and taxes 
impofed at Strafbourg. 

It is not our intention to detail to you all the dif&culties which 
wc have overcome, but to mention the difficulties which ftiHexift, 
and upon which it is neceflfary that you fhould pronounce an 
opinion. 

In fevcral diftrifts a diftinftion has been made between revo^ 
lutionary taxes and voluntary or civic gifts ; and this diflin£lio[i 
has been urged to juftify the delay or refufal to pay into the trea- 
fury of the diftrift in the public treafury what arc called voluntary 
gifts, under "the pretence that thefe gifts were deftined for par- 
ticular purpofes. 

Few are ignorant in what manner thefe voluntary gifts h^vc 
been obtained. A demand of revolutionary gifts was made ifi 
the popular focieties by revolutionary committees, fomctimes even 
by the revolutionary army, and it cannot be diflembled that the 
greater part- of thefe gifts were the effefts of fear and force. And 
thecharaAers of fear and force are difcoverable in the form of fe- 
vcral of the documents annexed to the receipt of fums that were 
rcceivcdt Your committee, therefore; confidcrs the' diftinflion 
* . L * made

made between i^volutionary taxes and civic gifts^ as a mer€ pf 
tence for averting your attention from the funds produced by tnet 

It is therefore deemed neceflary that you mould prevent i 
equivocation by pronouncing, in a poiitive manner, that adl fun 
extraordinarily coUeAed by adminiftrators, municipalitieSy f 
volutionary committees, fedions, popular focieties, revolutiona 
armies and aflbciations, and by all agents, under whatever den 
mination, and for whatever caufe, they may have been coUcfie 
fliall be paid without delay into the treafuries of the diftriA, ai 
from thence into the public treafury, in order that you may i 
tcSt in what manner fuch fums fhall be applied. 

Thefe meafures are fo much the more important, inibmw 
as in defraying expenfes really neceflary, you will prevent the: 
which have not the public utility for their objed ; and in tb 
clafs you will undoubtedly place the expenfe of building a tempi 
to the Supreme Being, to reafon, and to philofophy ; for, witl 
out perceiving it, the citizens have already begun to re-edabliih 
k&f the minifters of which would have required falaries as lar{ 
as thofe which the revolution with fuch difficulty fupprefled. 

It is unneceflary to reprefent to you the danger of fufFering lar{ 
fums to remain in the poflelTion, and at the difpofal, of privai 
perfons. All colledions, of whatever fort they may be, belon 
to the republic ; they ihould, therefore, be placed in one ootE 
mon rcfervoir, and you alone fhould have the diredion of it. 

Vain is the apprehenfioh that we feek to centralize every thin 
in a fmgle city ; the public treafure is organifed in fuch a n)ar 
ner, that all the receipts are made, and all expenfes are defrayec 
in all the chief places of the diftrids : the receivers reprefent tli 
national treafury in all its attributes; and thus the finances ai 
executed in all parts of the Republic. You will judge that it 
jieceiTary to put an end to the extraordinarv colledions, whic 
circumflances have juftified ; but which could not be continue 
without violating thofe principles of juftice, which animate ac 
direft you. The contributions exaded from the citizens ougl 
to be formally authorifed by the law, as you decided on the 141 
of Frimaire ;. they ought alfo to be equitably divided, for evej 
thing that tends to defpotifm ought to be banifhed from a republ 
can government. We propofe, therefore, that you (hould, froi 
this day, fupprefs all contributions, except thofe levied by virti 
pf decrees; and that the recovery of fums not paid, as well asti 
performances of promifes to pay, (hall not be attempted. Ti 
decrees hitherto paffed, have prohibited the levying ofcontribi 
tions without legal authority ; but they fuffered the efkA of fiK 
revolutionary taxes, as had been edablifhed anterior to thofe d 
crees, to remain. The decree of the loth of Frimaire, whic 
tended to abolifh a)f thefe taxes, having been fimply repealu 
tritfaout any other being fub(litutc4 in its pUce^ it ffctis^ as 
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ibt Wfoliitioiiary tarci, cftabliflicd befoc tjic law of the 14th of 
f rwaiiCy were ftill to be coUcacd. Our propofitions may ren- 
4a fomc communes unable to fulW ihofe engagements, which 
they have entered into with the cit^ens who inlitted voluntarily, 
and who had demanded a pav, vnich ihould enable them to aflift 
their families during their 'aHi?nce. But the (late of affairs is 
changed fince thofe engagenvnts were contrafted. 

At that epoch the citiv^s, who flew to the defence of their 
country, left their fami^^'^ *" indigence ; it was juft therefore that 
thofe famiKes fhoiild ^ provided for ; but you have fince decreed 
that public fuccour^^^^^ ^^ given to the indigent families '•f the 
defenders of tbe •^ouitry^ This fuccour is didributcd in the 
fame proportion ^^ ** P^^^^ of the republic ; it fuperfedes, there- 
fore the necviflity ofthofe private diilributions which poflefs this 
ereat inconveniencetliat they placed a marked inequality between 
the pay of the citiz-'us of the different nations of the fame com* 
I mune. On the i8h of laft Frudidor you decreed that the de- 
fenders of the couitry, who ferved in confequcnce of the emolu- 
ments made by tk' communes or feftions, (hould be aflimilated 
to thofe who en/'yed the fuccours or indemnities granted by the 
liw of the 13th Vairial; but concerning anterior engagements 
you impofed on hem, the obligation of continuing the paying 
the overplus whih they had promifed, afid you authorifed them 
toraife a fund b the lame means which they had hitherto ufe^, 
conformably to'ie decree of the 9th of May, 1793. This dif- 
pofition maint^ns the eflablifhment and coUedion of taxes called 
revolutionary! ince the produce of them was to be applied to the 
payment of tV fums promifed by the fedions or communes to 
the defenders'f the country and their families. Several of the 
fcftions of Fis have reprefented to you that the exeajtion of that 
difpofition othe law was attended with the greated difSculties ; 
chat there W^ f^^ rich perfons; that confequently it was impof* 
fible to ley^he large fums, which, in a moment of danger, thev 
had promifl ; they told you that thefe engagements were to ceale 
after the W in La Vendee, which it was then thought W9uld be 
terroinate^n two or three months ; they obferved to you, that as 
the want^ the country had extraded a longer fervice, the nation 
ought to*li^c them from their engagements by granting fuci» 
cours or^dctrnities to all defenders of the country and their fa-^ 
milies. ^^ the other hand, the fathers, mothers, wives an4 
childrei ^f the defenders of the country, have expreifed a defire^ 
to relifuifh the produce of thefe engagements; but that thc( 
wants their families did not permit them to make fuch a facri-* 
(ice; at being deprived of their huibaqd^ father, or child, they 
expeiAced wants which could only be fupplied by the funa^ 
whic^hey had hoped to receive in execution of the (aid engage^ 
ipep^ Yiour committee of finance, infifen^ed by tbt: principle 
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of equality, would have bc^n glad to have propofed to you diec«* 
tiiK^Hon of that inequality \-hich fubfills in the Tuccours or indan« 
nihcatioii granted to ihc (U**?nders of the country: {mt» CQB«^ 
vinced that it would be unjuit to render null engagemeati eoiii 
trafted by virtue of the law, they have thought that you ought to 
maintain the execution of the dccretof the i8th of Fruatdor» ex- 
ccptirig, however, engagements conrafted towards citizens be« 
twcen the age of i8 and 25, who, U the firft rcquintion owe 
their fervioc to the country. But wc Oicjd rifk the commiffioQ 
tf an adt of injulticc, if we annulled obliga-^nj which have been 
entered into for the purpofc of releafing ccrtau citizens from per< 
foiKil fcrvicc who have made pecuniary facrilrcj. Your com- ■ 
mittcc has, ncverthclcfs, thought that in "naint^ning the pwn 1 
vinccs of the decree of the 18th FruAidor, you ou^t to rcpei! 
the revolutionary taxes, and the taxes upon lie rich ; and to^ 
cree that the funds which Ihall be ncccflary topay the OTcrpIqsof 
the eniiar;emcnts contradcd by the fedlions o. communes, ihsil 
be raifcd by means of a fupplementary lift, md by additionsl 
Turns on the land tax ; by thefe means you will ftmove the arbitn^ 
ry nature of extraordinary taxes. 

With rcfpedl to the queftion referred to your committee whe- 
ther the produce of the revolutionary taxes oughnotto be repaid 
to the ciii/.er.s, tlicy have been unanimoufly of oinion that fuch 
a mcafure would be very diilicult in execution-, a( would be pro- 
dudliveof frclli ahufcs. — Revolutions render grci facrifices ne- 
celfary, all t!^.e eiiiy.cns from 18 to 25 years of ag^ave been cal- 
led to the fr(1nuers; they expofed their lives andniployed their 
youth in the conur.on defence ; pecuniary facrifi»s cannot be 
compared to thofc exa£led from the defenders of he country* 
and peace, equality, liberty, and the common go<y ^iH fogn 
difpcl the remembrance of prcftnt evils. In fupprfing the re- 
volutionary taxes, and thofe upon the rich ; in req^incr «n ac- 
count of their produce you will have to pronounce ion the nu- 
merous demands which have been made upon you^ U the pay- 
ment of the indemnities promifed by law to the nieoers of the 
ancient revolutionary committees. Several diredoriesf diftrifil 
have written to you to confult you upon the mode QcpnduA 
which they ought to adopt \ the members of thcfe comittees de- 
maud their payn)ent of thefe indemnities, and folicit thimpofi. 
tion of a tax upon the rich. ' 

Your committee of fuiances arc well convinced of thenport- 
ance of this demand ; they do not forget, that the membe^if the 
ancient committees have been accufcd of having conv^ to 
their own ufe the money, clfe£ts, ami merchandize) eitheif the 
republic or of the citizens. It is abfolutely neccifary thaihole 
who are guilty (hould be fcverely punilhed ; but the coovtioa 
(hould not weaken the energy or execution of the law8# I^. 
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ftkie^iiave been decreed, and mud be paid, to all thofe whoartf 
indtled. !» perhaps, dwell too long upon a meafure, which can* 
not be attended with any difficulty ; you will watch over the exe- 
tmtion of the laws, but you will at the fame time examine what 
oaembers of the ancient committees have a right to indemnities % 
and you will require, previoufly to payment, full proof that they 
E>wc nothing to thctrepublic. To enable you to form your opi- 
nion with refpe£t to the payment of indemnities, I will recall to 
jfcnK recolledion the different laws which eftablifhed the revolu* 
tsonary committees, and granted indemnities to the members 
compofing them. 

The law of the aifl: March, 1793, eftabliflied a revolutionary 
committee in each commune or fedion. 

The law of the 30th of the fame month gave them the appeU 
Ution of committees of vigilance. 

Thefe committees, neverthelefs, took the title of revolutionary 
committees. 

The law of the a6th of May, 1793, prohibited them from 
taking this denomination, and from exceeding the powers dele* 
gited to them by the law of the 30th of March. 

The revolution of the 31ft of May, rendered extraordinary 
meafures neceflary ; in order to execute them the reprefentative^ 
of the people in miflipn eftabliihed, in the departments, com- 
mittees of public fafety. The conilituted authorities followed 
this example. 

The law of the 4th of June, 1793, legalised provifionally the 
committees of public fafety, for the purpofe of watching over the 
public tranquillity, and direfted the committee of public fafety 
of the convention, to prefent a mode of organifihg them. 

The law of the 5th of September, 1793, granted three livres 
a day to the members of the committees, and dire£ted that this 
indemnity Ihould be defrayed by a tax upon the rich. 

The law of the 13th of September, 1793, direSed that all the 
laws relative to the general fafety, the execution of which was 
intruded to the revolutionary committees, ihould be fent to them 
throughout the whole extent of the Republic. 

The law of the loth of September, 1793, provided, that all 
certificates of civifm fhould be infpeded by the committees of 
vigilance and public fafety, eftabliihed in the different towns of 
the Republic fafety. 

A decree of the 25th of September, 1793, changed the name 
of thefe committees, from committees of public fafety to com- 
mittees of vigilance ; fince that period, thefe committees have 
taken the name of committees of vigilance and revolutionary 
committees, and almofl all the authorities charged with the 
execution of the laws, relative to revolutionary government, have 
added theft epithets to the title which the law gave them. 

The 
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tiiey will ftrike terror into the minds of thofe who are innocent 
of fuch crimes, but who poflefs not a fiifficiency of courage to 
brave perfecutions and tranfitory misfortunes. But be this, how- 
ever, as it may, the convention will always remain the fame; 
its vigilance will Jifcover all intrigues, and its wifdom punifli 
the intriguers. 

The law of the 17th of September againft fufpefted cha- 
rafters, and feveral other laws founded in reflitude, having been 
excrcifed with injuftice, have confequently given birth to many 
circumftances highly detrimental to the Republic and to the re- 
volution, and have enforced a grand national aft. This exam- 
ple ought to invigorate our operations ; it ought alfo to prove, to 
thofe who with to abufe the law which we now propofe to 
you, or to thofe who wifh to convert it into an inftrumeAt of 
their paflion, that their crimes will not pafs unpuniihed. 

The beft inftitutions fdmetimes prefent to the hands of bad men 
the mod dangerous inflruments \ but fuch an idea ought not to 
theck our purfuit and punifhment of robbers. The French nation 
calls aloud for probity and judice. It will fecond our laudable ef- 
forts. Let us, therefore, fulfill our duty in removing from pub- 
lic fundlions, the faftious, intriguers, and dilapidators. 

Your committee of finance thinks of nothing but its duties; 
it has neglefled nothing to fulfill them. It will never calculate the 
number of enemies which its painful funftions may draw upon it 
when reforming abufe and reiifting plunder. The leeches who 
fuck the blood of the public may be expefted to complain ; but 
the man who has nothing to reproach himfelf with will defeat 
their evil machinations by tlie publicity of his condu£l, the mi- 
nute invert igation of which he will not ceafe to challenge ; and 
will bruife and deflroy the vipers, who, by their venomous hif- 
fings, attempt to fully his fair reputation. 

I am now come to the projeft of the decree which I am 
charged to propofe to you. 

// wns afterwards adopted in thefe terms ; 

The national convention, after having heard the report of the 
Committee of finance, decrees — 

Article I. All the agents who, in virtue of an order, naan- 
date, or deliberation iffued, either from the reprefentatives of the 
people, or from the adminiilrations, municipalities, fedions, 
civil or revolutionary committees, military or revolutionary affo- 
ciations, popular focieties, or any authority, body, or aflbciation 
whatever, have received either for ihemfelves or in tnift, fince the 
commencement of the revolution, certain fums, eSeSs^ or mcr- 
chandife, arifing from the extraordinary colleftions which have been 
cftabliflied, without any authority, di redly or fpecially, from the 
law, and which are known under the names of taxes, contribu- 
tions, loaas, feizures, depots, confifcations, condemnations, fub- 
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fcription^, voluntary or forced gifts, coll€£lions> ofFeringF, fpoilf 
of churches/ and under every denomination, ihall prefent' ^ 
ftatempnt to the national ^gcnt of the diftrift, from this time 
to the I ft Pluviofe (January 20th) unlefs they have already don(: 
fo, 

Art# IT, Thefe accounts fliall be divided according to the 
nature of the obje£ts. 1 hey (hall indicate the authorities whicn 
have ordered the receipts, the commiflaries or agents who have 
2nade the fubdivifion, the individuals who have received, and 
the perfons taxed or who have beftowed ihefe fums, as well as 
the ainount of the fums, and the defignation of eif^ds and mer- 
chandife. 

All fums under 50 livres fhall be collected in a mafs. 

Art. III. The accompts refpefting the fpoils of the churches 
fliall mention the authority which decided on the donations qr 
their removal ; the citizens ^ho difplaced the cfFefts ol the church, 
imd have been entrulled with the removal \ and thofe in who(c 
lumds they remain. 

Art. IV. The accomptants fliall furnifli to the national 
l^nt the minutes and other documents which may ferve to 
authenticate the income and expenditure ; they fliall alfo notify in 
yirhzt national coffers the fums alluded to have been depofitcd, 
the objed of .the expenfes, the authorities which have ordained 
or fandioned them, and the particular individuals to whom ttie 
payments have been made. 

Art. V. The national agent ihall fubmit to the directory the 
a<;compts and documents which he (hall have received ; the 
diredory fliall make its obfervations upon the receipt of the faid 
accompts ; it fliall examine all the documents of the expenfes 
which it fliall conflder as legitimate ; and fliall aflign its reafons 
for rejcSing thofe which may appear to it improper. 

Art. VI. The national agent fliall order to be printed ai^d 
afllixcd upon the public places of the various communes, the 
amount of the faid accompts, adopting the forms which have 
been tranfmitted to him by the national treafury, founded upon 
the leftimony of the diredor of the diftridl ; he /hall alfo fend 
it to the national treafury, and fliall ufe all the neceflfary dili- 
gence that this tranfmiflion be made before the ift Ventofe next 
(January 20th). 

Art. VII. The national agent fliall depofit, without delajrj 
the remains of the faid accompts in cafli, aflignats, or effedls in 
gold or filver, to the coffer of the Receiver of the diftriS, who 
ihall tranfmit them to Paris to the treafury or to the mint. 

As to the other cfFeds, they fhall be remitted to the agents 
of the rcgiftry of the domains, who fhall fell them in the fame 
manner as the other national effedls, or whQ ihall caufe them to 
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be remitted into the military magazines^ if they can anfwcr the 
exigencies of the Republic. 

Art. VIII. The documents of the expenditure feen by th? 
direftory of the diftrift (hall be rendered to the authorifed agents, 
who (hall tranfmit them as their accompt to the receivers of the 
diflrift, and afterwards fcnt to the national trcafury. 

Art. IX. The municipal officers of the commune in which 
any receipts or colkdlions arc made, as mentioned in article I. 
and at Paris the coinmiflfaries nzmed ad hoc for each fedion, (hall 
adopt every expedient to afccrtain the arnount of the faid contri- 
butions ; they ihall attcfl and arrange the neccffary documents, 
from this time to the ift of Pluviofc, and addrefs the whole to the 
diieftory of the diftri£t ; thefe documents Ihall afterwards fcn'c 
as a check or controul on tjie accompts whicli Ihall be fubmit- 
ted to the national agent. 

Art. X. All citizens are invited to furni(h to the municipal 
officers, and at Paris to the commiiraries who (hall be named hj 
the fc£lions, all papers which relate to the faid receipts or coii- 
tributions \ they ihall alfo thence form duplicates arid a(ldre(i 
them to the dire£lory of the diilridl, arid to the comipittee of 
finance. 

Art. XI. The individuals who ftiall be convifted of hav- 
ins; concealed effcfls of the nature now defcribed, without 
mentioning the pariiculars, and without rendering an accompt, 
from the time fpecified to the ift Pkiviofe, of the eiFe£lS| mcr- 
chandifc, &c. arifing from the extraordinary receipts, (hall be 
profecuted and punilhed with the rigour recomme|idcd ip the 
6th article, fc£tion 6th of the penal code. 

Art. XII. All remonftrances which maybe rnade rcfpeft- 
ing frauds, omillions, or breaches of truft, ihall be addreiTedto 
the national agent of the diftrift, who ihall verify the fa£ls, and 
tranfinit the rcfult to the commiifioncrs of the tre^ifury. 

Art. XIII. The mode hitherto adopted of recovering cer- 
tain iums unaccounted for, or of fubfcrlptions, or of monies 
arifing fron) taxes, contributions, or loans, exaftcd without the 
authority of the law, fliall ceafe ; and thofe who attempt to en- 
force it, after this declaration, (hall be profecuted as traitors. 

Art. XIV. l3y a fupplementary claufe it (hall be declared, 
that the communes or feftions cntruitcd with the contribution, 
be empowered to pay, purfuant to the decree of the 28th Fruc- 
tidor, the furphis or excefs of the fuccours or indemnities which 
they have promifed to the defenders of the country, who, being 
more than twenty-five years of age, arc now fighting under the 
banners of the RepubliC| in virtue of a voluntary engagement 
contradlcd with the faid communes or fe£lions. The engagc- 
inent$ which have been cbntradcd with citizens who liad attained 
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ihe age of the firft requifition^ are annulled^ reckoning from the 
law \vhich put them in requifltion. 

Art. XV. The members of the antient committees of public 
taftty, confirmed by the law of the 4th of June^ 1793 > thofe of 
the committee^ which have been eflablifhed in the chief placet 
or didridlsy the population of whofe communes amounts to 
8,000 and upwards ; thofe of the committees which have been 
eflablifhed by a particulai: decree of the reprefentatives of the 
people with the authority to receive an indemnity^ are the only 
perfons who have a right to three livres a day, granted by the 
Jaw of the 5th of September, 1793. 

If the indemnity promifed by the reprefentatives of the people 
be fixed or changed to a different rate, it ihall be paid conform* 
able to their decree. 

Art. XVI. Thofe indemnities (hall be paid by the collectors 
of the di(lri£l, (upon the orders of the direSories) for the par- - 
ticular time which thofe who have a right to it, (hall prove 
^ving been employed in the public fervice fince the 5th of Sep- 
tember, 1793 ; it being alfo underftood, that the perfons alluded to 
bave rendered fair and proper accounts of their official duty agree- 
able to the firft article ; that in official capacities they are entirely 
exonerated from any debt towards the Republic ; that they have 
furrendered to the proper officers all the papers and documents 
of their adminiftration, and. have not accepted, diredlly or indi- 
reflly, from the Republic any monies, indemnities, or fuccours. 

Art. XVI 1. The commiffioners of the treafury (hall corre- 
fpond with the national agents, and the direcSlories of the diftrid . 
refpedling the means of enforcing this decree ; they (hall give in- 
formation to the committee of finance of thofe who immediately 
conformed to it, and of thofe who have been dilatory, the firft 
Germinal next, in order that this committee, re-united with that 
of legiflation, may infli£t oh the national agents who (hal) be 
guilty of delay the penalties pronounced by the laws againft negli* 
gent officers of the Republic. 

Art. XVI II, The commiffioners of the treafury (hall caufe to 
be prefented, on the ift (terminal next, a general ftatement of the 
colle&ions, difburfements, and donations, which are known to 
them ; and they fhall alfo caufe copies of the ftatement to be dif- 
tributed among the members of the convention. 

^\rt. XIX. The general ftatement of the coUeflions, dif- 
burfements, and donations, afcertained to the prefent period, and 
arranged and inveftigated by the commiffioners of the treafury 
fhall remain in the poifeifion of the fecretary of the committee of 
finance, in order that all the members of the convention may have 
gn opportunity of examining it. They are alfo invited to fur- 
niOi the faud. committee all the information which they may 
have upon this important part of the revenue. 
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Art. XX. The national agents fhall renrfer an ac^codht to A* 
committee of Tinancc of the obftacles and difficulties which thtf 
may have met with in the execution of the prcft-nt decree. 

The committee of finance fhall decides by a decree, upon Aft 
various rcmonilranccs to which it may have given encouragenacilh 



CAMHON's Rkfout, from the Commhue of Finance^ 0)1 thi 
moft fpccdy and effc^ual mode of cxiin^uijblng Assign A T8, ^ri- 
fcfih'd to the National Convention on the 'idFtuvioJi (aad Janu* 
iry 1795.) 

CITIZENS! the arms of the Republic are viflorious; th* 
brave defenders of equality have piit to flight the fatellitcs of the 
coalcfccd defpots. The thrones of fcvcral tyrants totter : all Eu- 
rope is panting for fuch a peace as France fhall be pleafed to 
dictate. Yet a few efforts and wc (hall obtain the obje£l we have 
jiropofed. Wc mull fecond the devotion of our brethren in 
arms, by conducting our operations with that fyftem and 
prudence which will tnfurc their fuccefs.— The magnanioiouS 
efforts which the French nation has made^ could not have been 
difplaycd and executed if we had not polfeircd the means of de- 
fraying the expenfes infeparablc from the execution of fuch great 
defigns. Thanks arc due to the conftituent aflcmbly for ntMing 
provifion for the exigencies of the Republic by the fabrication of 
affignats. This territorial money has rendered great (ervices to 
the revolution — by putting in circulation, the value of the na- 
tional domains ; by furnilhing us with the means of equippingt 
fupplying, and maintaining armies amounting to 1)200|000 meni 
of creating fleets, of opening the earth, to cxtraA from it fttt* 
petre ; of fabricating arms ; in fine, of procuring einployiiient to 
all citizens; indemnity to the families of the defenders of their 
country, and fuccour to the indigent. The fame fubftitute fi)r 
fpecie will, doubtlefs, furntfh the means of reviving commerce, 
of promoting the arts, of cutting canals, of draining marlheSy tnd 
of raifing monuments, worthy of the French Republic. 

In the fhort period, from tl)e introduflion of aflignftts tO the 
beginning of the year 1793, ^^^ territorial riches of France hftd 
incrcafed in a molt fatisfaaory manner. Every where new build- 
ings were crc£lcd ; land was cleared and improved; manufaAures 
and commerce were in the greatcft aftivity* The law of the 
maximum^ the revolutionary government, and the ntmber of mea 
taken from the anvil and the plough to defend Ihlbiir i?Ottntryt 
have fufpendcd thefie happy cftii^s. But on the ttftioratton of 
peace, the national charader ibr induftry wilt derfVft elaftktty 
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Acrally circulated and too genWally believed impute! the fcafchy^ 
:lnd high price of provifions and articles of trade, wholly to the 
iinmenfe number of aflignats in circulation. It is pretended 
that the productions of France do not exceed tu;9 mllktrds 
(2,000,0005000 livres) while we haVeyZv milliards in aflignats in 
circulation. According to this hypothefis, it has been laid dowa 
as a maxim, that *« oh the extindlion of aflignats depends the hap- 
pinefs of the people.'* The enemies of liberty and equality whole 
only objeft is to deprive us of the means of profecuting the war, 
have circulated this report for the purpofe of depreciating our ter- 
ritorial money. It becomes, therefore, a neceflary part of cur 
duty to reiiiove the opinion that our misfortunes all originate ia 
the extenfive circulation of aflignats. 

We are ready to admit, that the enormous emiflion of afligflatsr 
has contributed not a little to enhance the price of neceflaries of 
life, but the principal caufe of this rife ought rather to be afcribed 
to the number of efFeftive men who have quitted their peaceful 
purfuits, and are now employed in the armies. This has occar 
fioned a chafm in hufbandry and agriculture, and the inConVeni* 
*nce is increafed by an infufficiency of cattle and implements. 
The extraordinary confumption of provifions in time of war is 
another caufe of the mi fchief complained of. Who wOutd not 
tcadily admit, that the price of manual labour is infufficient at a 
time when one fifth of our efFeflive population is employed inrthc 
jpublic fervice ! no man will be hardy enough to deny, that the 
manufaSuring of cloth, of (hoes, fabricating of arms, breeding 
horfes, cultivating the ground, &c. are not worth double the fum, 
on account of the expenfes incurred by the armies. If it were 
ftcceflary to prove, that France is not the only country where the 
fcarcity of provifions is feltj we (hould not mention SpaiH^ Pied-* 
mont or Germany ; but we could prove, that the price of grain, 
Hieat, and horfes has increafed in an alarming degree, even in 
the countries that have remaitied in a ftate of neutrality, where 
paper currency is uhkrtown, and whiere trade is carried on in hard 
ca(h. — The confumption of the produdiions of the earth is at the 
|M'efent time fo enormous in Europe that it cannot be continued 
on the fame footing ten years longer, without incurring the ha- 
zard of utterly exhkufting this quarter of the globe. It is no- 
torious that Europe is obliged to import necefl'aries from the otlier 
quarters of the globe, and at this moment a confidetable portion 
of the produce of the lands recently cleared and cultivated in 
North-America^ is imported for the confumption of Europe. 
Thus the..difetyvery of the new world, which, at firft, added to 
the numbep of flaves, now contributes not a little to the defence 
'of our KMsrtres, and will, perhaps, ere long, furnifti the inhabitants 
#f (be old world with the meatis, as it has already fet them an ex- 
ample. 
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ampTe> of the redoration of their rights. But even the articles 
imported from thence to France are, unavoidably, at a very high 
price, on account of the deainefs of the freightage. 

All good citizens ought, therefore, to be convinced, that the 
hardfhips they experience, proceed from the machinations of 
foreign tyrants, provoked originally by the emigrants. They 
ought to confider thcfe difaflers as a prelude to the iinal triumph of 
liberty and equality. The true patriot bears them with refigna- 
tion from his abhprrence of tyranny ; he contrafts them with the 
fatigue and hardftiips which the gallant foldiers endure, without 
a murmur, in the defence of the Republic* 

In vain do the enemies of the public good attempt to alarm and 
intimidate us on the (late of our finances: never had any country 
fo much reafon to boaft of the variety of its refources ; never had 
any country fuch a powerful confederacy to oppofe, and never 
did France, itfelf, in any former period of her hiftory^ carry on 
a war on an extenfive fcale, at fo fmall an expenfe as ihe does in 
the prefent conflift. * 

The coalefced powers did imagine, that they could accompliili 
the conqucft France, by obliging us to incur expenfes beyond 
our ability to defray, but our territorial money has hitherto an- 
fwered every emergency, and will ftill continue to do fo» It is 
guaranteed by a real vahic, which nobody can deprive it of as 
long as the Republic fliall exift. Thus, the mortgage being real 
property,' a further emiffion will not afFcft the mortgagees, bc- 
caufe the value of the mortgage will always be proportionate td 
the money ifTued on fuch fecurity. 

We may, perhaps, be expeftcd to give an account of the ftate 
and value of the national domains. Our anfwer to fuch a requi- 
fition would be, that citizen J'ohannotyi in his report from the 



• (Note /row the Momteurof %tb February, 1795.^ The rarioUs funis dif- 
borfednnce the liiof July, 1790, amount to a total of 9,500,000,000 livres 
of which 1,000,000,000 Iivres, have been applied to the liquidation of the 
ancient national debt. The a(5lual expenditure will then be 8,500^000,000 
Iivres. The ordinary expenfes of the monarchy in time of peace amounted 
to 700,000,000 Iivres, per annum, comprehending tythes. Thus the mo- 
narchy would have fpent, in four years and a half^ 3,150,000,000 Iivres, 
in crowns, exclufive of extraordinaries or incidental expenfes. The re- 
volution and the confequent war have inairred expenfes to the amount of 
5*350,000,000 Iivres, exclufive of the ordinaries. By the American war 
a debt of 1,500,000,000 Iivres, in crowns, was contra6led. Let any one 
calculate the difference of exchange on 9,500,000,000 Iivres, which have 
been paid in aflignats, and let him, above all, ci.mpare the exertions which 
this conflict, and the revolution have called forth, with the exf itions ufrd 
by the French in the American war, and he will then be enabled to form a 
tolerably accurate eAimate of the real ex^^enfes incurred by the fevolutioB.

five 
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five confolidated committees on this fubjeA, dated, that if thev 
ivere fold at forty years purchafe, their value would ht fifteen mil* 
Hards. This eftimate has evidently a referenpe to the ftate of the 
fale, which varies according to circumftances. The lands, for 
inftance, which, in 1789, were fold at thirty years purchafe^ 
were difpofed of, even while the law of the maximum was in 
force, at fifty, fixty and feventy years purchafe. Now that this 
obnoxious law is repealed, the value of lands ought to increafe in 
a degree proportionate to the facility you have given the land* 
holders to difpofe of the produce of their eftates. 

In conformity to the principle we have laid down, we ought 
not to dwell upon the mafs of aflignats in circulation, fince they 
all will ultimately obtain their value. The united ftates of Ame- 
rica, who were the firft to proclaim and vindicate the rights of man, 
at the crifis of their revolution, iflued paper currency to a grcatt 
extent. Its only fecurity was trails of uncultivated land in re- 
gions almoft deftitute of inhabitants. This territorial money 
enabled them, however, to accoraplifh their emancipation, and 
to cftaMifli a new fyftem of government. This done, happinefs 
and profperity fucceeded and amply requited their virtuous exer- 
tions in the caufe of liberty. Our territorial money and their 
bills payable to bearer, ought not to be put in competition. Our 
affignats are orders for payment on fertile lands in the fineft and 
inoft populous country in the world: a better fecurity cannot pof- 
fibly be procured if we fucceed in confolidating our republican 
government. France in triumphing over all her enemies will 
have attained the zenith of her glory, and her future happinefs and 
profperity will be the natural efFefts of peace. 

Your anxiety, however, for the happinefs and profperity of 
the nation, even in time of war, requires, at the hands of your 
committee of finance, a plan for the extinftion of a confiderable 
part of the affignats now in circulation. That courfe of juftice 
' which you defire at all times to purfue, points out to you the 
peceffity of adopting fome mode which vyould not trench on pri* 
vate property. 

Your committee, in confidering this fubjeft, have been led 
into a train of profound refleflions upon the moft interefting and 
delicate relations of the focial order.

and the foccefs of the projeA was fo great, that we did entertain 
hopes that it would difcard from our legiilation the odious and 
detefiable hw pf the maximum* 

Unfortunately intriguers and deluded men provoked that law 
which has fince been called the palladium of our liberties and the 
fecurity of the people. From the moment of its promulgation, 
the produce of the voluntary loan diminilhed ; and the forced 
loan which prefled particularly hard on the commercial profits of 
the year had no further bafis. At the fame time revolutionary 
taxes were impofed, the revolutionary army fpread terror to the 
lemoteft quarter of the nation, and at laft, by internal troubles, 
cFcry thing appeared to unite -to deflroy the produce of the vo- 
luntary and forced loans, which ought to have beed one mil- 
liard, and which amounts only to between one hundred and eighty 
and two hundred millions* 

The meafure which you adopted in 1793 would now be in* 
fufScient, becaufe the mafs of affignats in circulation, which was 
then three milliards fix hundred njillions, is now Hx milliards 
five hundred millions. It would, bcfides, be of no ufe, becaufe 
the commercial profits on which it peculiarly bears were de- 
flroyed in the fecond year by the law of the maximum. It is 
thus that the ill efFeSs of a defertion of principle furvive the 
pernicious meafure which produced them. 

Your committee of finance finding itfelf limited, by a feries 
of circumftances in the choice of meafures to be taken for with- 
drawing the affignats from circulation, has thought it neceflary 
to prefent to you a re-union of free and voluntary means, com- 
bined in fuch a manner as to aid each other, and to ferve as a fe- 
curity againft the failure of any one of them. 

I proceed to lay before you the fcheme which the committee 
fubmits to your judgment. 

I. Your committee propofes a lottery for the extin£lion of 
Four Milliards [4,000,000,000 liv.j in aflignats. 

This fcheme is founded on a fcheme or principles fo different 
from all preceding inftitutions of the kind, as not to admit of a 
fingU blank* Every adventurer will have the chance of various 
prizes, befides the certainty of getting ba^k in a bill, payable to 
bearer, the amount of the fubfcription, or price of the ticket 
previoufly purchafed with aflignats. The nation, in this cafe, 
vrill make a confiderable facrifice ; but in order to induce the 
holders of aflignats to exchange them for bills, (which, ceafing to 
be current, will abridge the circulation of paper) fome advan- 
tages muil be held out. 

a* Your committee are of (pinion, that you ought to oblige 

ihe purchafers of the national domains to difcharge their engage* 

nents, and to pay in advance the amount of their inllalments.

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Thin may Vc done by acc<»pting in part of payment the infcri|l« 
tions of the great book refpcfting the confolidated debty and bv 
granting a premium to fuch as choofe to pay the iKrhole in ■t- 
fignats. On the Tales that have already taken ptacCy a capittU of 
li6oo,oooyOOo livrcs flill remains due. This meafure^ oa a 
moderate edimate^ will withdraw from circiilationf in the courfil 
of the prefcnt year, 8oo,ooO|000 in afltgnats. 

3. Your committee have drawn up the formuh of a decree 19 
expedite the fate of the moveable property of the emigrantii and 
of the condemned or tranfported perfons. Thefe dfeAi ftowd 
tip in the different hotels, &c« of Paris, fubjedl the nation to i 
tonfidcrable cxpcnfe for keepers, warehoufe-room, &c. Somi 
are of a perifliablc nature, and the whole in a ftate of dccayi 
They will withdraw about 200,000,000 in aflignati. 

4. Your committee propofe, that you fliould limit to a fourtk 
part of the purchafc, the hrd payment for fuch national lands si 
may in future be cxpofcd to fale, and that this limitation fliould 
not apply to fubfcquent inftalments. This precaution will ob- 
viate the abufes which have already occurred. Intriguers In^ 
come purchafers at any price, and, when proprietors^ they M 
in detail, trees and other materials. By the fecond payment tia 
nation is obliged to re-fell the lands, and to fupport all the Mli 
which thefe injuries to the property have occafmned. 

5. The decree which you have pafled, authoriflng an amlcabk 
adjuftmcnt j)f difputes refpeding the commercial alFairt of per* 
fons tranfported and condemned, and emigrants, will withmv 
this year from circulation 100,000,000 in aflignats. 

6. Your committees of legiflation and finance havie propofed 10 
you the terms on which you ought to treat with the itlativeirf 
emigrants, with rcfpcA to that part of their property, which| be- 
longing by right of fucceflion to emigrants, devolves on the na* 
tion. This mcafure, by expediting the payment of dehtt idreidf 
due to the nation, will withdraw about 500,000,000 in affigflalfi 
The aggregate of thefe diflerent eUimates will, if they havi lbs 
fucccfs which we hope from them, amount to about six Mtt*

Nothing has been neglefled on our part that can aapedils 
the execution of the means which we have devifed.

Your committee is of opinion that we muft by no meant ftcri- 
fice every thing to the exigencies of the moment. Wa have ea-

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dually withdrawing a great mafs of ^(BgnklSf the returns (hall 
^fl^r no interruption nor diminution from farther emiflions, 
fliould the urgency of public affairs oblige you to refort to that 
BiLpedient. The mode which the committee have fuggefted, muft 
lpce0arily reft on public confidence. Its fuccefs^ in likeman-

Whereas the crimes committed by the Britifh officers, as well 
in the capture as in the defence of the conquered iilands, exhibits 
ed a charafier of fo confummate and odious villany, as not to bt 
paralleled in hiftory. 

And whereas the rights of humanity, of war, and of nations^ 
kave been violated by Charles Grey, general ; John Jarvis, adU 
iniral ; Thomas Dundas, major-general and governor of Gua* 
fhtoupe ; Charles Gordon, a general officer \ and other fubal* 
tern officers who imitated them. 

And whereas alfothe robberies, murders, aflaffinations, and othei 
crimes committed by them, ought to be tranfmitted to pofterity, it. 
{frefolved that the body of Thomas Dundas, interred in Gua- 
dakmpe, 3d June, (Slave (lile) (hall be taken up, and given a prey 
to the birds of the air ; that upon the fame fpot there (hall ba 
ereded, at the expenfe of the Republic, a monument, bearing on 
one fide this decree ; and on the other, the following infcription ; 
«« Thiagroundi reftorcd to liberty by the bravery of republicans^ 
was polhited by the body of Thomas Dimdas, major-general 
and governor of Guadaloupe, for the ♦ * George the Third. — 
In rccolleding his crimes, the public indignation caufed him to

HIS Excellency Sir Charles Grey, having found it neceflary to 
order all the inhabitants of this colony, living in the towns as wdl 
as the country, to take up arms in defence of their propeftji 
againd the common enemy, and fome individuals belonging to 
the parifh of Moiiaillagc having prefcnted to us a petition, pray- 
ing to be relieved from all military fervice, contrary to the obli- 
gations impofcd on them by the oath of allegiance they had taken, 
feniimcnts of compaflion led us to look with indulgence on their 
prayer, and, in the place of military fervice, to fubftitute a con- 
tribution of 5000I. current money of the iflands, to be applied to 
thcdifcharging of the rent of fuch houfes as are occupied by his 
Britannic Majefly's troops. 

But the faid indiyidpals, little fenfible of the yalue of h parti- 
cular an indulgence, having fince convinced us, as well by the 
terms of a deliberation which indicates nothing lefs than an opes 
revolt, as by fundry other proceedings, tending to difoiganifc the 
militia eftabliflied in the other parts of the ifland, and to excite 
rebellion and commotions, that the motives ailigned in their peti- 
tion were nothing elfe than a fpecious pretence to decline all con- 
currence and co-operation for the public welfi^re and fafety of the 
colony, and to fpiirn at the authority of government ; informed 
alfo of the indecept expreltions of joy which feveral of them haw 
dared to make ufe of, on learning the arrival of a reinforcement 
at Guadaloupe, we are in juftice and in duty bound to declare 
them by thefe prefents, unworthy to enjoy the mild and benefi- 
cial difpofitions contained in our proclamation of the i ith infiant. 
We therefore do herewith ordain as follows : 

Article I. All thofc who have figned theaforcfaid petition and 
deliberation, as well as other individuals belonging to the above 
parilh, able to carry arm s, who, conforrnably to the orders of Sir 
Charles Grey, did not prefent themfelves to be enlifted in the 
militia, cannot any more be admitted to take the oath, and carry 
arms in defence of the colony ; but Ihall be obliged to quit this 
ifland before the firft day of next February. 

II. None of them (hall, however, be allowed to withdraw, 
without having given fufficient fccurity for the fulfilment of all 
their lawful engagements, which fecurity is to be received by the 
procurator of the king. 

III. All fuch individuals, as in purfuance of this proclamation 
quit the ifljind, ihall be allpwed to empower any perfon they 
chcofe to adminiftcr their property and tranfad^ their bu^ncfs in 
the colony • 

IV- 
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• IV. Whoever does not quit this ifland within the term pre- 
(cribcd by thcfe prefents, fliall be taken into cudody, and tranf* 
ported at his own expenfe. 

V. All thofc individuals, whom for the fafety of the colony it 
fliall be necelfary to remove from the ifland, cannot remain there^ 
under pain of being profccuted and dealt with as fpiesy unlefs hit 
Majefty (hall be plcaied to difpenfc otherwifc in their favour.

EIGHT hundred republicans and two French frigates have 
conquered the ifland of Guadaloupe. Eight thoufand chofen 
troops, fix line of battle (hips, and twelve frigates muft yield to 
that couragei virtue, and love of liberty, that animate a rcpub* 
lican bread. 

With fo inconflderable a force, but entirely devoted to the tri- 
umph of liberty and equality, we have overcome all obftaclei^ 
and finally driven from this fertile and now free country, the re* 
mainder of the Englifh pilfering horde. The vile fatellites of 
George, thofe infamous promoters and fupporters of all kinds of 
robbery, afhamcd of their defeats, and unable to refid a generous 
enemy, endeavour to fatisfy their infatiate avidity by plunderingf 
under frivolous pretexts, neutral veflcls. Nay, they exhauft 
«ll the refources of craft and perfidy in order to rob them with 
impunity, and they arc treading in the footdeps of Charles Qor- 
don, commander of St. Lucie. John Vaughan of glorious me- 
mory in St. Eudatia, and Benjamin Caldwell, pretend to colour 
this their plunder by an infigniiicant proclamation, wliich declares 
the ifland of Gaudaloupe to be in a uate of blockade, at if it was 
poiTible to block up fuch an extenflve coad.

We do, tiiereforcy on our fidcdcclare, that we (hall never de- 
viate from the principles of equity and benevolence, which have 
directed all our operations during and after the retaking of this 
ifland, and that all neutral velfels Ihall here be well received and 
proteAedy as far as lies in our power.

It might reafonably have been expedled, that the fudden recal 
of the infamous Grey aiul Jervis, flumld have put their fucceflbrs 
upon their guard againit fuch cruelties, and induced them to ob- 
ftrvt? a conduct entirely the reverfe — but we have been millaken. 

They prove to be as barbarous as thofc above-mentioned canni- 
haU : they have lately ordered to be put to death fume foldiersof 
the Kefjublic, their prifuncrs in St. Lucia.

TO>DAY is the feftival of republicans ; it was oh this daj^^ 
that Tor tlic example of all people, and the terror of kingsi Cap«C 
expiated his crimes on the fcaftbld : in taking this vigorous refo- 
lution, the Convention were not ignorant ot the danger : Hol- 
land, Euf^land, Spain, dirpofcd themfelves to join the coalition 
of Pruilia. armed againfl France, and feconded by counter*revo- 
lutionilts in the interior ; but ilrong in its own energy, and in the 
confidence of the French people, the Convention was certain of 
punilhing them ior their audacity : they counted alfo, foldiersi 
upon your courage, your hatred of tyranny, your hope of liberty: 
they conceived great hopes — you have realifed them dlt': flrong 
places have been no obliacle to your burning ardour ; the con- 
quered hordes of the enemy have been annihilated ; their ammu- 
nition, their artillery, have fallen into your power : you have 
turned to the profits of liberty the rigour of the fcafon confecn- 
ted by nature lo repofc. It is with the moft lively fat isfadion, 
that the reprcfeutatives of the people bear folemn witnefs thil 
day to your conltancy ; they rejoice to felicilate you on the thea- 
tre of your glory. May your vic^loiy be heard from this point 
in all the parts of the globe, to make known to all people their 
rights: thefe ports, tlicfe fhips, have been conquered at theex- 
penfeof your fwcat, and of your blood : hear the grateful accents 
of the acknowledgment of your brothers delivered fronti their 
opprcffors ! Soldiers, complete your triumphs, by giving an ex- 
ample of refpedl for property, and of fubmiHion to the laws: yoa 
have broken down your enemies in arms, confounded alfo their 
calumnies, by continuing to ihow yourfclves worthy of thecaufe 
you defend — nations will prochiim you as their deliverers — to 

lunifh tyrants is your glory I your rccompenfe ihall be the blef- 

ings of your contemporaries and of pofterity. 

' In conformity to the decree of the National Aflembly^ there 
will be a fedival in the armies for the annivcrfary of the death 
of the tyrant.

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* Council qf State ih the Regency of Nett/ckfltel, a P ruffian Pnn^ 
eipality in Switzerland^ by the^ following Proclamation f ordered 
the expulfionof all French Emigrants from that Country • 

THE council of ftate having lately taken into conflderation 
Aie cafe of French emigrants, hitherto tolerated in this country 
from fentiments of humanity, and perceiving with fome inquie- 
Cude the increafing fcarcity of p/ovifions, and that the condu£t of 
fome among the emigrants is very cenfurable and dire£lly in de- 
fiance of our public orders, by keeping up upon the frontiers 
nf France fecr.et intelligence, and by committing ads of vip- 
kence, which tend todifturb the prefent tranquillity of the ilate ahd 
good neighbourhood. 

* The council haying given attention to the duty it owes to the 
Helvetic aflbdation of, this fovereignty, from which refults its* 
prefent happy neutrality, it is judged indifpenfable for 'the good 
of the ftate, which ought to be the firft objeft of our foKcitude,* 
to order the general expulfion of the' above-named emigrants, 
tcfore the ift of April next. 

' In purfuance of which, the proper officers are direded in the 
firft inftance, to make out immediately a new lift of French emi- 
grants who refide in their refpeftive jurifdiftions, particularizing 
the age, fex, and vocation of each, aild lik^wife the name of the 
perfon at whofe houfe they live, and to feiid this lift with as 
Sauch difpatch as poflible to the council of ftate. In the fecond 
place, they are directed to have this edi£t publicly read at the 
4loiichifion of divine fervice next Sunday, in each place of pub- 
lic worftiip, in order that fuch emigrants may prepare themfelves 
lb obey it, and that thofe at whofe houfes they reftde may not 
hereafter pretend ignorance ; and if any emigrants iball be tound 
in this' country after the period fixed, they ftiall be expelled by 
an efcort, as dangerous and fufpicious people. The council alfo 
apprifes thofe who harbour emigrants, that if any fuch perfoQ 
fiiall be found under their protediion, after the time fixed for 
dieiv departure, every perfon giving that protedion will be^rc- 
garded as connivers in the difobedience to this edid, and will be 
profccuted with the utmoft rigour of the law, as enenjiies to the 
public welfare. 

Finally, the council declares, that if &ch emigraats. before 
their departure dare to commit any a& of violence on the terri- 
tory of Fraoce, they ftiall be apprehended and given u^ to the 
french.

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Speech of BolffyD^JnglaSf on tbepoUcjoftbe Frnub R^pmUicf mA 
rejpe^ to Foreign Nations f adopted if the Conveniim, as « Dock- 
ration oj the Principles qfthe French People^ Jamiary 30^ 1795, 

IN a former difcourfe I recapitulated the principlet of iuftitoe 
and candour upon which the government of France now reftf. I 
ihewed in what manner that government) at once republican aii 
tevolutionary^ had laid among us the foundation of s real publit 
credit, and created, in the face of all Europe, a power in fiNBt 
fort new. 

1 (hewed in what manner the French people, (burting from 
the fleep of flavery, had refumed their place among nations, fnai 
the number of which it was attempted to blot them out, had bei 
gun to repair their immenfe lofleSi and had prepared all the feab 
of their future profperity- 

I am now going to take a view of the external fituation of tliii 
vaft empire — of the relations of France with other nations, and 
of their interefts with refpe<% to her. I will tell you how tht 
happinefs of the world muft neceflfarily refult from the eftaUifli* 
ment of the liberty of France^, and the peace of the univeriey 
from the peace you are going to negociate with your neighboun. 

I will advertife the greater part of thofe who make war upoi 
usy of the dangers to which they expofe themfelves by declanag 
againft us ; which dangers are of fuch a nature, that fuccefn it^ 
felfi if fuccefs were poflible, would ferve only to render thov 
more imminent. I will repel the atrocious calumnies of thofe 
orators in the pay of tyrants, who, having no longer any hope el 
enflaving us by arms, would ftill excite againft us as many ensf 
mies as there are governments in Europe, and deprive us of thai 
national credit which accrues to a great nat'im, from its refped for 
other nations and its public morality. 

It is time that the formulas of an ancient and ill-advifed policy 
give place to the frank and fincere expreflions of freemen f it il 
time that truth, in the tribune of the legiflator, refume diat in- 
fluence which (he ought never to have loft. The language I AmU 
hold, will form a remarkable contraft to the in(idious words 
with which the fittings of another Joi-difant reprefentative aflein* 
bly refound at this moment ; an afTcmbly, which, in its coun- 
terfeit debates, its quixotic rodomontades, and fawning addrefles, 
denies your fucceifes, diffembles your vi£tories, outrages your 
principles, and dares ftill to threaten a liberty which three years 
of fruitlefs attack ought at length to compel the world to refpcd* 

When the moft exafperate paflions are every where forging 
arms to divide us, to deftroy or enflave us, anicfiated by the moft 
noble paflions, enflamed by the love of liberty and our country, we 
muft oppofe imperturbable juftice to their violent fury, andrepab* 
lican conftancy to their ra(b impetuofity. 

Ahnoft 
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Almoftall the thrones of the earth have put themfelves in mo« 
ibnto£dlupon us; their minifters have leagued together; their 
mnies have conglomerated ; their thunders have flaihed to deftro/ 
0ur infant liberty. But their ravaging cohorts, overthrown by 
Ukur patriot battalions, have been diflipated like thofe thick clouds 
illuch feem to announce a tempeft, and which a falutary wind dif* 
jMarffis and annihilates. 

. While we had to combat only the hatred of coalefced kings^ 
md the fury of their foldiers, the burning valour of the French^ 
heir inexhauftible courage, the conftant facrifices of all the ci* 
isens, fufficed to prove to the univerfe, how worthy we are of 
iberty, and how chimerical the hope of thofe who would wreft 
it frcvn us« But now, citizens, that our triumphs have carried 
fifmay into the bofom of the countries which pretended to give 
duiins to France, we have another kind of attack to fuftain, and 
idler efforts to repulfe. They cannot conquer the French — they 
mdcavour to calumniate them. 

All the nations of the world admire our courage ; they all la* 
fettent feeing their* blood and their treafures exhaufted to tear 
from us our liberty. Attempts are made to deftroy us in their 
spinion, and to impute to us alone the innumerable calamities 
vhich this long and terrible war has poured out upon them. — 
^Neither the fury of the coalefced kings, nor the efforts of their 
Soldiers have we any caufe to dread, but we will always re- 
Cpe£l the opinion of the people of other dates, whatever may be 
jmeir government, their force, their weaknefs, their good or ill* 
ibrtune. 

We will not feek, as we have been often charged with doing, 
to trouble their internal organization, and to make tnern adopt 
INir laws ; but we will not fuffer our principles to be poifoned 
in their eyes, their efteem to be taken from us, and the ambiti- 
<ws authors of a ruinous war, to charge us with the melancholy 
fruits of their own vanity^ crimes, and ambition. 

For three years, humanity has groaned and fuffered — for three 
years, Europe has been inundated with blood, and the people 
weighed down with taxes. This infenfate defire to partition or 
fnflave France is evidently the caufe or the pretext of all thefe 
evils ; and, when a part of our enemies, difcouraged by our fuc- 
oefsy or enlightened by experience, feem willing to let the earth 
lefpire — when the people, indignant at the calamities with which 
they are overwhelmed, feem every where^ commanding their go- 
vernments to put an end to the horrors of war, fome cruel and 
crafty politicians would perfuade them, that we alone are infen- 
fible to thefe cries of fuffering humanity ; that we alone thirft for 
their blood ; that no peace with us can be fafe or honoural)le ; 
that the continuation of the war is advantageous to them ; and, 
finally^ this .^furd contradiflion, that, on the one hand^ our 
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pride and our ambition are too formidable for us to be treated widif 
and, on the other, that uur efforts have too much ezhanifttd vs 
not to afford hopes of certain fuccefs, by continuing the ciMh 
tcft. 

We ought, citizens, out of refpeA to humanity, to exp«6 
thefe contradi£lions, reply to thefe calumnies, hold up the lig|t 
to every eye, and unmade thofe Machiavelian g0venuiienll 
which, (porting with the blood of men and the fortune of tk 
people, aim at rearing a coloflal grealnefs on the nun of tbli 
principal powers of Europe. 

We ought to convince all virtuous men that we detcft vnt 
without fearing it -, that we are always ready to put a lh>p toill 
horrors, when a pe^ce fhall be offered to us confiflent with off 
dignity, and capable of guaranteeing our fafety. We ought^tf 
the fame time, to advertife the people of all nations that, icadf 
to negociate with franknePs, we will not fuffer our arms to k 
pamlizcd, or our triumphs to be fufpcnded by negociations, falls 
or futile. 

Our armies who brave the feafons, mafter the elements, aol 
turn to their advantage all the obftacles which nature and art feen 
to oppofe to them ; our armies who, rufhing over the frozen 
inundations of Holland, have completed the conqueft of it in left 
time than was formerly ncceflary to make the tour, wiirchaige 
themfelves with demonft rating to our enemies that, far from be* 
ing exhaufted by three years of war, we have only augmented 
our refources, and added to the experience of ddr generali, to 
the difcipline of our foldiers, to that republican ardour which 
.Kas never ceafed to inflame their fouls. But we ought^ above 
all, to prove to the tiniverfe that the ambition of the Englifh go- 
vernment, the interefted policy of the Houfe of Auftria, ui 
the pride of Rullia, are the fole caufes of the misfortunes of the 
world. 

Powers of Europe! open your eyes, contemplate yonr tree 
dangers ; diilinguifh at lad your true enemies ; confider with af- 
fright the abyfs into which they are dragging you, by fometimes 
making France a bugbear to terrify, and fometimes reprefenting 
it as a prey cafy to be divided. Suffering people, deluded mo* 
narchs, envied Republics, follow with me the courts of Viennai 
of Peterfburg, and, above all, of London, through the dark la- 
byrinth of their crafty policy! the torch of evidence will conduA 
you, and you will then fee what are the proje&s you ought to 
fear, the enemies you ougiu to combat, the friends you ought 10 
embrace. 

The politics of the cabinet of Vienna have been long un- 
veiled. Conllant in their ambitious projeds, princes have fuc- 
ceedeiJ one another on that throne for fcveral ages, preferring 
always the fame fpirit^ purfuii^ incefiantly the fame fyften. 
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The ohjeQ, is always invariable ; but the means of accompli (hing 

^ it continually changing. The houfe of AuAria, for its ag^ 

grandizemcnt, has^ byturn?! employed treaties, ruptures, mar* 

. riagesi intrigues, and arms. Before RuiTia had 9vi|ized herfclO 

If and Pruilia had become a power, France, Turkey, and Sweden, 

I formed alon« the rampart to proted the empire againft the empe-* 

rors. Since the rivals of the court of Vienna increafed in num^ 

bcr and. in force^ that court has negociated fo dexter^ufly, that it 

liaa been very near dcftroying, by artifice, the counterpoife which 

balanced its power. It weakened the Turks, by facriHcing them 

to the RulTians; it feduced France to fuch ,a degree, that PrufTia 

once faw itfelf on the brink of complete deflrudion, in fpite 

of the genius of Frederic and the difciplinc of his foldiers. 

Twice fince that period it has been on the point of pofleding 
Bavaria; fird by force of arms, and next by an exchange: 
finally, feeing that^ notwithdanding its conne£lions with France, 
the French did not fecond its views, it wifhed perfidioufly to dc- 
(Iroy its ally; and profiting of the fhocks of our revolution, it 
favoured our internal enemies, formed plots in the very bofom of 
our governtnent, and leagued all Europe againfl us, under the 
haughty pretext of maintaining the caufc of kings, but with the 
real defign of taking from us Alface, Lorrain, and a part of 
Flanders; and of ridding itfelf for ever of the obfcrvation of a 
people whofe glory always excited its envy, and whofe force aU 
vrays rcprefTcd its audacity. The event has deceived its expec- 
tation, it has already loit the Pays Bai^, its fortreifes, its can- 
non, its treafures; its armies have difappcarcil before our*s, the 
reputation of its generals is vanifhed, and every thing announces 
that upon the cabinet of Vienna the day of juilicc is arrived. 
It now exhibits nothing but the fpedacic of difappointed ambi- 
tion and impotent wrath. It fears peace, but it cannot continue 
the war ; and there is not a power of Europe which docs not fee 
that its policy is to engage other powers to ruin themfelves to 
fight for its interefls^ and to recover for it what it has lofl. 

Pruflia murt now know on what fide was artifice, and on what 
(i(le Cncerity. Every thing muft make Frederic William regret 
having iidened to the councils of his natural enemy, in prefe- 
rence to the pacific envoys of a free nation, which (hewed him 
tlie truth, and offered him a ufeful amity ; he mult regret having 
been the dupe of fomc crowned intriguers, of fonie dexterous 
negociators, wiio led him into the only coiirfc tliat could ruin 
him. Spain, the Empire, Sardinia, mull experience the fam^ 
regret. Thefe powers muft ihudder at feeing the abyfs into 
which it has been attempted to plunge them. They have only 
the melancholy profped pf Iharing the fate of Holland, of of 
being annihilated under the yoke of the two courts that have fe- 
iluccd tbern* Ah ! what we ought above all to (liew to thrie 
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deluded powers, for the intereft of Europe, is the danger iMA 
they are menaced by with two Coloflufles they fupport^ which ] 
will conclude by fubjugating them, if our facrinces and our cou- I 
rage do not (lop them in their progrefs. England and Ruflbt 
thefe are the two enemies we ought to denounce to the univeric) 
thefe are the tyrants we ought to denounce to the world ; thefe 
are the wide-wafting torrents whofc irruption we muft flop* 
More dexterous, better fituated, lefs unfortunate than Auftria^ 
they alone have hitherto profited of the general calamitiet and 
errors of the coalition. 

Roufe from your fleep, flates of the empire, king of Pniflia, 
and all ye maritime powers! — your fleets, your forces, your cul- 
tivators, your finances, your blood, all you have been made to 
facrifice, to give to Ruffia the empire of the land, and that of 
the feas to proud Albion. Do you forget that the inhabitants of 
the north deilroycd the Roman empire, more united, more for- 
midable than you P Muit you be reminded of thofe irruptions 
of the Goths and Vandals, inundating all Europe, to deftroy all 
the empires of it ? Muil you be reminded that for 6o years 
Ruilia, introducing a grofs civilization among her barbaraos 
people, preferving a favage force, even while enriching herfelf 
with arts and moJern tadics, has already humbled the Chinefe, 
and planted colonies on the coafl of America ; that ihe has 
paired the Caiicafiis, fubje£led Georgia, impofed laws upon a 
part of Periia, fubjugated the Coflacks, deflroyed the Tartar^ 
conquered the Crimea, partitioned Poland, difmayed the Otto- 
man empire, raifed infurredlion in Greece, and menaced Coa- 
fiantinople ? 

Muft we open wounds not yet entirely healed, .and mention 
the numerous battalions entering Berlin itfelf, which, but for 
the unforefeen caprice of Peter III. would have annihilated the 
very name of the Pruflian power? Do you not fee that the am- 
bitious Catharine, by holding out vain promifes to the emi- 
grants, by inflaming the rage of the German Princes againft 
French liberty, has contrived to entangle her rivals in a war 
which exhaiifls them, in order to make herfelf miftrefs of Po- 
land, and fo open to her the gates of Germany? I know it 
may be faid, with fome foundation, that the Ruflian empire is 
a ColoflTus with feet of clay ; that in it corruption has preceded 
maturity ; that the flavery which exifls in it deprives its force of 
all folidity, and its refources of all energy ; that its extent is 
immenfe but partly defert; that it is proud but poor; that it ii 
already too vaii to be governed; that by extending itfelf it acce* 
lerates its own diirolution; and that every conquef) it makes is a 
Hep toward its ruin. I admit thefe truths; but this giant, before 
he perifhes, will crufh you ; it is upon your ruins that he muft 
fsM ^ he will not difmember himfelf till after you are ravaged| 
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difpcrfed, stnd stnnihilated. Danes^ Swedes, Germaits» Pru& 
iians, Ottomansi think of this ! time fliesi the thunder rattles ; 
Vienna betrays you ; the Mufcovite torrent is augmenting ; Attila^ 
is once more advancing, and if you do not unite in time to arreft 
this de(lru£live fcourge, you are undone. 

You are taught to fear France. W)iat a (Irange error! if 
your government be wife, and founded on true principles, why 
envy us ? if from its nature it be as difadrous, as you are tola, 
why dread a people that carries in its own bofom a fource of 
weaknefs or of agitation, that muA prevent it from meddling with 
you? — the conftancy of our efforts, the duration of our facrifices, 
the permanence of our viAories, do they not demonilrate before- 
hand the Aability of treaties that may be made with us?-— Are not 
changes of fyflem, by a great nation, necelfarily more rare thaa 
the changes and caprices of minifters, ofmiftreflTes, andoffavou* 
rites? ah I our interefts are common. What fignifies it, that 
we have outdript you in the career of liberty ! What fignify ouf 
eonftitution and our (aws, our principles and our opinions! poli« 
cy commands you to unite with us, and to march with equal 
pace againd the enemies that threaten us. When it is dinned ia 
your ears that it is neither fafe nor honourable to treat with us^ 
tranflate this language into its true meaning, and learn that Au* 
firia fays — " fight that I may regain my provinces ;" and now 
that England does not urge you to fight but in the hope you will 
prevent us fronioppofing her maritime conquefts ; finally, liften 
to.Ruflia; mark ner very words — ^* fight, exhaud yourfelves, la^ 
vi(h all your blood, and all your treafures, that I may, without 
obftacle, quit my deferts, ana fpread my warlike population over 
your fertile territories." 

Oh, ye politicians of Europe, who boafl of wifdom fo ex- 
alted, of penetration fo profound, how is it poffible, that you 
have not yet lifted up the veil which hides from your eyes the 
Machiavelian politics of the Englifh government ! — How is it yo 
do not fee to what degree it abufes you, and what a game it makes 
of all it profefles to refped ! that government accufes; us of im- 
morality ; and when, by an armed neutrality, the robbery of neu« 
tral commerce was to be reprefled, it was the only civilized go- 
Temment which, unbluOiingly, oppofed the meafure. It accufea 
OS of having broken the peace and violated the right of nations, 
and it infulted our ambalfador. It profefles to hate intolerant pa- 
pacy, and it takes up arms to defend the fuperftitions of Rome* 
It pretends to cheriih liberty, and it is in alliance with the op<^ 
preflbrs of Poland. It reproaches us with cruelties of which we 
execrate and punifh the authors ; and it has filled Afia with pillage 
and dead bodies, has hired favages to enflave the Americans, and 
purcbafed men of a German Prince, fixing beforehand the price ' 
of each wound^ of each mutilation i in a word, fet;4ing the tarif 
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of every drop of blood of thofe miferable flaves* It charges us 
with ambition, and foolifhly drives to render itfelf mafter of all 
the colonies. It has the audacity to fay, that we make war with- 
out humanity ; and it has atterr:pted to avenge its difafters, by 
cxpofing twenty-four millions of men to a famine from which 
chance and bur valour have protected us. It clamours every 
where that we want to attack the independence of other dates; 
and it attempted to compel Genoa, Venice, Sweden and Den- 
mark, to renounce the moft rcfpedable and the moft facred of all 
Tiglits, that of remaining neuter amid the horrors of war. Final- 
ly, it has the hardihood to declare, that it is not fafe to treat with 
us — that government docs fo, which, when in alliance with 
Ruffia, excited the Turks to make war upon her, and afterwards 
abandoned them : — that government, which encouraged the Poles 
in their revolution, and left them without fupport-^that gevern- 
ment which armed Sweden againft the Ruffians and betrayed it--> 
that government which forced Holland to fight againfl us> and 
after lending it a feeble aid confined its efforts to diminifhing the 
account of its lofles — that government, in fine, which, after faavi 
ing feduced the unfortunate inhabitants of La Vendee and Tou- 
lon, tranquilly enjoyed the fpeftacle of their ruin. 

Irrefolute Spaniards, what do you expe£t? if chance fhouU 
difappoint our courage, if, perfifting in your unaccountable coa* 
lition, you fhould paralize our efforts againfl your implacable 
enemy, and if that enemy, eflablifhing herfelf in our colonic^, 
ihould dcftroy tlie aliment of our marine ? do you not fee hef*al^ 
ready laying hold of your galleons, digging your mines, wrefHng 
from you the empire of Mexico, that of Peru, Porto-Rico, Cuba; 
driving you from all the feas, and from the heights of Gibraltar^ 
infulting your misfortunes, and enjoying your mifery? In 1790, 
had fhe not already drawn the fword againd you becaufe fho 
thought you in no condition to defend yourfelvts? Did not wc 
turn it afide at tiie moment when, reckoning on our troubles, (he 
hoped to flrike you with impunity? Do not her att^mpt^ upoa 
Corfica announce that ihe wifties to expel you from the Mediter- 
ranean, as fhe afpircs at chaiing you from the ocean f 

Awake, then, at the call of tru^h ; appreciate at their juft vaho 
the calumnies fprcad againft us ; fee in the fpeeches with which 
the parliament of London refounds, nothing but the fear-ef peace, 
but the language of ambition unmafkcd, and let us take upon our- 
felves the care of our vengeance and of our fafety. It is hot only 
fafe, it is honourable to treat with us : but the meafure is become 
indifpenfable to your fafcty ; we have made known to you theoe^ 
ceffity of it, learn the means; we arc too grand, too powerful, 
to have any thing to difguife. 

Our paft dangers, the neceflity of rendering the return of 
them impo^ble, the cxampje pf the menacing league which 

want^il 
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w^anted to over-run us, and at one time carried defolatlon into the 
heart of France ; the fincere deiire of rendering peace folid and 
durable obliges us to extend our front iers^ to take for our limits 
great rivers, mountains, and the ocean> and thus, beforehand 
and for a long ferics of ages, to fecure ourfelves from all inva- 
iien and from all attack. At this price, the powers of Europe 
may depend upon an inviolable peace and upon courageous allies^ 
capable of diiengaging them from the weight of the two rzfh 
ColofTuiTes that, in their guilty delirium, want to arrogate at once 
the empire of the land and of the feas. 

Such, citizens, are the grand truths which every thing now 
commands us to develope before the eyes of Europe. 

In vain is it attempted to mi (leadf the people of other nations^ 
by telling them that our government being only provifional, no 
tic, no treaty, can have any guarantee. Our government is the 
plenipotentiary nominated by the totality of the French people ta 
terminate in their name the revolution and the war ; and I doubt 
if ever ambaiTador was feen inveded with power more ample^ 
or a charadler more augud. 

What fignify the combinations of which governments are 
formed, when treaties are formed with the people to whom thofe 
governments belong ! the peace which you will foon folicit, will 
be much more folia from being given to you by the aflent of the 
tvhole people. Our government is the will of the nation ; our 
forms are juftice ; our principles are humanity ; your guarantee 
is the fmcerity and the courage of a nation which has willed to 
be free. 

Appreciate our a£lual governtnent by the fped^acle which it 
offers to the world ; it has reprefled intef^ine troubles ; annihilated 
rebel fadions; broken down the fcafFolds; opened the prifons; 
avenged innocent blood; devoted to death and infamy theminifT 
ters of terror ; it has redored liberty to commerce ; trancjuillity to 
agriculture; in the interior it has made juftipe the order of the 
day, and vii^ory on the frontiers. 

Ah ! all enlightened nations vyill liften with the fmile of con- 
tempt and of pity, to the abfurd or perfidious politicians who call 
in queftion, whether a nation that can concjuer has the power of 
negociating ; who dare ftill to maintain that peace is^ iippofliible at

JUSTICE and humanity have conquered La Vendee for the 
Republic. Thofe (Irayed children return to the bofom of the great 
family of the Republic. Thisconqucft isdueto yourcnergy lince 
the loth Thcrniidor, and to your unccafmg regard for the unity 
and the indivlftbility of the Republic. It is our duty to lay before 
you the details of fo important an events which defeats the hopes 
of the malcvolcnty and difconccrts the mad projeds of foreign 
countries. My colleagues, RiicUc, Bollct, and I, fent to tlhc 
armies of the Wed, are to render you an account of the opera- 
tions which have brought about this happy rcfult. Being charg^ 
-with the re-cAabliniment of order and tranquillity in thcfe de- 
}/artmenis, which were troubled by the Chouans and the rebels of 
]«a Vendee, we thought it our iiifl duty to learn the difpofltion 
of the inhabitants of thcTc unfortunate countries* We fent 
emiiFaries through the country to (liKly and report what were the 
reigning opinions. We learn that the revolution of the 9th 
'i'liermidor, (that which brought about the return of the mode- 
rate fyflein), was there almoTl wholly unknown^ and that the 
b1ood-(tained waters of the Loire (by the maflacres of Carrier) 
had there left wounds which were by no means clofed* We 
found thut La Vendee was divided into three armies, the firft of 
the Pays Bas commanded i)y Charctte, the fecond of the center^ 
led by Sapitiatid, aiul tlie tliird of Anjou, and the higher Poi£Iou» 
under the orders oi StofHct.

^be pacific difpofitions of Charette were already known at

the Vcndcan armies, that the reprefentatives of the people came 
toarreft their chiefs, and that Charette would be airailinated if he 
came to this interview. To take from malignity the means of 
attaining its end, a tent was prepared within reach of the cannoa 
of Nantz, and the tricoloured flas by which it was furmounted, 
announced to the people of La Vendee, that they were, by the 
beneficent law of the 12th Frimaire, to re-enter into the bofom of 
their country. It was under this tent that the chiefs of the two 
Vendean armies, thofe of the center and the Pays Bas, with eight 
of the principal officers of the army of Anjou, and feveral of the 
chiefs of the Chouans, commiflioned by them, declare, ** That 
they acknowledged the French Republic^ one and indivifibli^-'that they

Unprecedented attempts again ft our liberty, the moft cruel in- 
tolerance, defpotifm, injuftice, and iiorrid vexations which we 
have experienced, have aiTcmbled us with arms in our hands. 
Wc liavc feen, with horfor, our unfortunate country delivered 

over 
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over to the atnbitioiiSi who, under the appeannces of fhe piiitft .{ 
patriotifm, and the fedudive made of popularity, afpircd to a per- 
petual didator(hip. Difcerning their projedls through the veil in 
vv'hichthcy enveloped them feives— could we do otherways tku 
try our lall efforts to replace the authority in hands which our 
principles made legitimate ? 

Whilft an oppreflive government deprived our fellow-citiieai 
of their mod precious rights, we have defended our's with coa* 
ilancy and iirmnefs. We have had recourfe in our misfortune! 
to new powers. Defpair even lent us its frightful fuccour^ and 
rendering us infenfible to thofe confiderations which foften dM 
mod ferocioos hearts, engraved on our's the refolution rather ta 
die than to live under fuch tyranny. 

But now the government of blood has difappeared. The ki« 
dcrs of that impious fadion which covered France with cypre& 
and mourning, have paid with their heads the forfeit of thdr 
criminal defigns. The reprefentative Kuelle^ the friend of the 
laws and of humanity, is come to bear amongft us the words of 
peace. That confidence which had been fo lowered by the afis 
of barbarity, which have preceded his miflion, begins now to ff> 
vive. On his appearance we feel no difinclination to iiich ap* 
proaches as may tend to remove the calamitous efFeAs of the di* 
vHions that afflift us. New rcprefentatives, worthy of our 
eilcem and our praife, have been joined to the firft ; we have in- 
formed them of our intentions, and our defire of a fincere pad* 
iication, guaranteed by honour. In our conferences we havt 
made them underiland what intcreded the happinefs of our coun- 
try, and what it belonged to their prudence and wifdom to gnnti 
for the purpofe of obtaining the defirable end of peace. United 
in the tame tent with the reprefentatives of the people^ we fck 
more ftrongly, if poffible, that we were ftill Frenchmeny and 
fhiniKl be animated only by the general good of our country*

** From this moment," continued the reprefentative Delau* 
nay, " we faw no more of infurgents. The national cockade^ 
snd the tricoloured plume were every where difplayed. We 
found ourfelves in the midfl of brethren. All diftrult wis banifli- 
cd from our minds, and we no longer recognizgd in La Vendee, 
but two clafles of citizens, the good and the bad. It was necef- 
fiiry to put the laft fanSion to this work, which annihilates the 
hopes of our enemies. We occupied ourfelves in confidering of 
the means which prudence fhould apply, to conciliate the minds 
of the people, and to continue the peace which had fo happily 
CDmmenced. The feventh article of the Rights of Man, which 
had teen too long forgotten, was reclaimed by the Vendeans, and 
we authorifed the free and peaceable enjoyment of every fort of 
worftiip. 

The re-entrance of the Vendeans into the bofom of the Re- 
public will reftore to agriculture and trade, the arms which they 
wanted.

John, in my dominions, by taxing them at the rate of twelve 
per cent, in kind or produce, or eight per cent, in money, per 
annum, and that the penfions of the Spanifli order of Charles the 
Third ihould be included in this regulation. 

His holinefs being convinced of the juft and urgent motives 
lybicb render tliis impoft neceflary^ hath agreed^ that it (hall be 
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kvied, on condition that it is only to laft two jtxn ^fitar fliett- 
piration of the prefent war. This diipenfation, dated the j;th tif 
November laft, has been fent to the conncil of the tnrders, and in 
confequcnce, therefore, it ihall cooimence from the beginning dC* 
this year, through the medium of the general office for the impo- 
fition and levying of the refpe6live twelve or eight per cent, upon 
theeflates of the four military orders, as the comribution fhallbe 
either in produce or money, taking fpecial care, by all means 
and precautions, that tlic fame may he levied juflly and faithfnllyl 
Refpcfting the religious order of St. John and the royal Spa- 
ni(h order of Charles III. I have given the neccffary orders ibr 
the colleftion o{ this temporal hnpoft ; confequently, there only 
remains under the faid council, the cxadion of the military or- 
ders on which it is fo have immediate jurtfdiAion, putting the 
produce annually in the difpofition and power of my fec r et ar y of 
iiatc and the office of finances, by which means all doubts or dif« 
ficultics which may arife in the execution of this, upon the 
which I give particular charge, will be heard in the cotracii, 
and after judly examining, order that the fulfilling (hall be punc- 
tually complied with.

Report of the Committee of Public Safety to the tint tonal C^nvtmitfn 
of Franccy relative to the Treaty of Peace with Tufcany^ (fee 
Vol. IL p. 19^ made on the loth of Feb. 1795, by Ricbmri^ 

'fllTHEN I was a member of the committee of public fafety, 
^^ I undertook a bufinefs, of which, although no longer « 
member of that committee, I am now direded to make a report. 
Citizens, in announcing to all Europe your difpofition with re- 
fpeA to peace, you have faid that you will attend particularly tt> 
the fituation of thofe governments, whom fear or violence con- 
firained to follow in the train of the coalition. Among thefe, 
Tufcany is more efpccially entitled to notice. This flate, amid 
the political convulfions occafioned by the French ircvolatioilt 
long prcferi'ed the courfe prefcribed by the rights of nations, tfld . 
its own true interefts. This nfeful fyftem fecmcd cafy to be 
purfued by this government. By its nature and its pofition^ h 
is defiined to take no part in the quarrels of its neighbours^ and * 
all Europe had been accuftomed to refpe£t its tranquillity. But 
hatred of the French revolution deranged all political calcnla- 
tions ; and England, the pivot of the whole coalition, direAed 
towards her ambitious views the general delirium, fet no bounds 
to her arrogance and her pretentions. Ufurping the empire of 
the fcaj fbe wiflied to dictate to all governments the fenumenta

of her oWtr, and forbade them to be iiidiiFerent in the* gnr\i 
caafeii Towards thofe who could not be expeded to obey her 
ordmS), (he employed perfuafion and fquadrons, and menaces to* 
veards thofo whom (he knew to be weak. Her ambairadors 
£i|iled with the caWnets of Sweden and Denmark ; and her 
Admiralr fucc^ededi before the ports of Naples and Leghorn^ 
• Qb the 8th of OSober,. 17931 ^^^^ Hervcy, in the name of the 
king of England, fignified to the Grand! Duke, at the clofe of 
un infulting declarationi. that he gave him twelve hours for de- 
claring againd the French republic. The fame day, the Grani 
Duke complied with this imperative fummons, which he had no 
means of refifting. The agents of the French republic received 
orders to quit the territory, and all official communication wasi 
broken off. The Tufcan government foon felt that the fitaation 
in which it was placed, was not its natural fituation ; and 
thenceforward aimed at re-eilabli(hing its neutrality. Even in 
the year 17931 ^^ began to manifeft this difpofition to ftich of 
our agents as remained in the country, and has fince taken fe- 
deral open fteps to carry it into efFe<St. Finally, it has fent to 
Paris to treat diredly with- the comrtiittee of public fafety, M. 
Carletti, a man known over all Kurop^ for the numerous fervices 
he has rendered to the perfecuuJ French republicans in Italy* 
Several weighty confiJeralions determined your committee of 
public fafety, to liften to the Tufcan envoy, and to tronclude 
-With him a treaty which I am direfted to prefeni for your rati- 
fication. It appeared to be confident with your principles, and 
your intentions to treat with particular benevolence, fach go- 
vernments demanding peace, as could prove that they bad never 
taken part in the war but by compulfion. Tufcany was the firft 
to- acknowledge the French republic foon after the loth of 
Auguft; It maintained its neutrality as long as it had the power* 
The Grand Duke himfelf, after the 8th Oftober, 1793, never 
failed to treat the French eftabliflied within his territory with 
all the regard that could have been expe£ted from a friendly go** 
vemment. They were never perfecuted, either for their opi- 
nionty or on account of the events that diAinguifhed the difFer- 
ent periods of the revolution. They received their revenues «^ 
before, and the tribunals of the country were open to them* A 
coniidcrabte quantity' of corn had been taken from lis by the Eng- 
liijh at Leghorn. The Grand Duke has made reditution at his 
owii.charge» and the corn is now in our ports. In acceding to 
therdeflkaiM(o{ the government of Tufcany you will confirm, by 
a pfaAical inAtnce» the grand principles you have proclaimed at 
the-baiil-of yourdiplomatic tranfa&ions, and compel your de-^ 
. traAerf* to do. homage to: your candour and to your ju(Hce% On 
the other handy aftjte of war with Xufcany can, in no point of 
n%Wf piMK»tCLOUXii:ntercfts^. and its neutrality prcfents real ad-* 
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Vantages, principally with rcfpcft to Commerce. What ihcfe 
arc, youy who know better than any body how important it b 
to the national profpcrity to extend commercial relations, will 
cafily perceive. Amiil the multiplied triumphs that have fignali-' 
fed this campaign, it is honourable for you to conclude fuch 
treaties. You liavc a:flonilhed Europe by your military fuc- 
cefles ; yon will adoniih it no lefs by your manner of uftng vic^ 
lory. You will be cafy, without weaknefs, towards govern- • 
inents whom the force of an almod general impulfion, which 
they were in no condition to rcfifl, has drawn into the league 
formed u^ainll yo'.j ; but you will be firm, without being inac- 
rcllible towarJ.s the i^rcat powers who have indigated all Europe 
to the dcftriiciion of France, and who, to gratify their vanity 
and ambition, iiave can fed fuch floods of blood to be (bed for 
three years. y\l)ove all, you will humble England, whofe rage 
for l)lot)J is particularly diitinguilhed; and you will never forget, 
that yon ought to avcr;^;e upKm her the outrages (he has fo of tco 
committed upon JuLticc and humanity. 



Edit" of c Grand Duke of Tufcany. 

TJlS Rf'val ilighiicfs having, fince the very beginning of the 
••^ pr^^icnt war, btcn of opinion, that it was neither juft nor 
convenient for 'ri;rcany ro take any adive part in the tranfac- 
tions wliich at this prciuit time convulfe Europe, that the wel- 
iare and fafety of this country fhould not be entruftcd to the 
preponderance of any of the belligerent powers, but to the Ik- 
cred right ol nations, and to the inviolable faith of thofe treaties 
which giiarantcc the immunities, and of courfe the neutrality of 
the port of Lc;;h'.Tn ; and laftly, that the natural and politicil 
lituatiou of his dominions demand the moil impartial line of 
coaducl, has refolved, with the llriclefl impartiality, to obfervt 
the cdicb of iR'Otrality publilhed by his augufl father^ under 
dutc the firil of Augult, 177^9 as a fundamental law of the 
duchy. 

I'hc bcnciiclal confetiuences of this rcfolution rendered it high- 
ly agreeable to his beloved fubje<^s, who, profiting by the tiadd 
uvxd commerce of other nations, without hurting any of theoSf 
lound thcnifclves relieved fioni thofe alarms and troubles which 
are occalioned by the fear of war. Whilil his royal highnefs en- 
joyed the faiisiaciion of feeing that Tufcany, fuperior, as it 
wcre^ to the occurrences of the times, relied peaceful and quiet 
on that neniralityt whfch was conftantly refpc£led by the French 
ivpiibltc, he found hi mfelf involved in thofe unpleafant tranlac* ' 
tioiis, which arc already known to all Europe. Although his 
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ioyil hiriinefs was unable to rcfid them, yet he confented' to 
nothing out the removal of the French minifter reliding at his 
court, the only aft which the imperious circumftances of that 
.period could extort from him, and which can never be quoted as 
an tL& derogatory to the CQnditutional neutrality of Tufcany. 

The flncere explanation of thcfe fads, which admit neither 

dilcuflion nor refutation, and the impartial line of adlingobferved 

afterwards towards the French republic, as well as towards indi* 

^dualsof that nation, have reftored Tufcany to the enjovment of 

•II the bleflings which had been taken from her. His royal 

iii|^nefs having concluded with the national convention of France 

« treaty, calculate^ to re-eftablifh his former neutrality for the 

benefit of his fubjei^s, witho'ut encroaching upon the rights and

Tbi Preamble to this Decree contains a brief Statement of the Caufes 
and Progrefs of the fVar^ and the Proceedings of the Diet^ till its 
!afi Rejolution relative to Peace^ after which it proceeds to thefoU 
lowing purport : — 
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fl AT the reftoration of tranquillity to the empire, by a fpcedy 
peace, is an event to be defired, and cannot adliiit of a doubt 
En the mind of any one, who (hall, for a moment, compare the 
heavy calamities pccafioned by the prcfcnt war, unexampled for 
the violence with which it has been conduced, with the bicllings 
of peace. Whoever, alfo, fhall duly confider the ftrenuous ex- 
ertions made by his Imperial majefly, during the lail three years^ 
the arniies he has brought into the field, the treafure .he has c\^ 
pended, fuirnilhed principally by his hereditary dominions, can- 
tiot entertain a doubt of his paternal care and anxiety for the 
iKelfare of the empire, and that all his wilhes tend to a conclu- 
fion of the miferies of war by a fpeedy re-eftablilhment of peace* 
But when we proceed to confider by what means, and on what 
ferms this peace, in itfelf fo dcfirablc, is to be obtained, numcr- 
<His and unexpeded difEcuhies will be found to prefcnt themfclvcs^ 
which have been rather overlooked than examined fuitably to 
their great importance. Nothing, at lead, could have givea 
greater plcafure to his Imperial majedy, than that the diet fhould 
nave prccifcly ftated the terms on which a juft, honourable, and 
durable peace might be edabliihed; efpccially, fmce the clcclors» 
princes, and dates of the empire, have thought it coniillcut with 
die prcfent fituation of affairs, with the prefcnt pofition of Ger- 
many, and with the general welfare, to difcufs the fubjecit in a 
public debate, and to declare their wilh for peace. 

His Imperial majeily, however, is far from intending to rcr 
prefent the wishes of the diet as unattainable, or in any manner 
Very difficult : nor does he wilh to prolong the execution of the 
fubjcA in the conclufum, until the general opinion of the diet 
has pointed out the manner in which it ii> to be eSeded ; but, 
on thd contrary, his majefty is determined to take every oppor- 
tunity to fecond the views of the diet, and the llutes in general. 

With rcfped to thccelVation of arms, mtniioned in the fame 
decree of the diet, his Imperial majefty, ever attentive with un- 
remitting paternal care to the good and happinefs of his fubjc£ls> 
certainly agrees >yith the^ diet, that it would be to the genetal 
benefit of the German empire, were it of fuch a kind as to lead 
to a fafe, honourable, and lalling peace; and whenever there 
4nay be reafon lo believe that it may hiiivc fo dcurable a confe- 
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<|ufnre,Iie will undoubtedly employ every means in hisp&^UfM 
head of the empire, for its procurement. 

But fmccy in confequence of the extraordinary iuGcefs of otf 
enemies in the late campaign, it is not a little doubtful, wbether 
they will be fo willing as many may hope and believe, to acccft 
of fuch terms as Ihall not be dilhonourable to us; how mudii 
foever a peace may be dcfirable for the fake of fufiering humani- 
ty, and how much foever it may be the wifh of his Imperial man 
jelly, it will be incumbent on the empire to make the moft ardent 
and unremitting preparations for the profecution of the next coffl^ 
paign, (honid an invincible fate, or the obftinacy or extravagant 
demands of France, render abortive alt our hopes and wiflies. Hit 
Imperial majefty thinks this intimation the more ncceflary, fincCf 
according to refolutions taken by the diet of 0£Eober 28, it was 
determined that the i (I of February fbouldbe the lad term in which 
the increafe of farces and arnrfaments were to be furniifaedf to the 
commander general of the united army of the empire for the 
opening of the next campaign ; and particularly as the pro* 
ceedings in the diet relative to peace' appear to have cooled 
(he zeal of feveral of the ftates of the empire, a coniequence far 
from the intemion of the eledor of Mentz, at whofe motioQ ths 
fbb}eft was firft difcufled rn that aflembly. 

His Imperial majefty, therefore, conjures all the ftates of die 
Germanic body, jointly and fingly, by their love for their countrjr 
not to fuflrer themfelves to be lulled into incautious Security by 
hopesy as yet, much too uncertain ; but faithfuHy and affiduonfly to 
difcharge thofe duties which the conftitution and laws of the em- 
pire, andtheprefervation of every thing that (honldbe deartothenif 
render indrfpenfable ; and conformably to the Imperial ordininoe 
of the 14th of June lad, rcfpedting the arming the vaffals in the 
different villages, and the forming cf militia in every diftrift or 
town, \o give fuch ilrcngth to their military force, as may ren- 
der vigorous and fuccefsful a war, the continuance of whidi 
may, perhaps, be unavoidable. That the patriotic princes of 
the empire, whofe dominions are fituated within the circles moft 
cxpofed to the enemy, Ihould be fupported and ailifted if die 
princes, whofe territories lie farther in the interior parts rf Ger- 
many, and he enabled, for the defence of the whoYe empire^ and 
of each (late, to raife fortifications; and that they Qioutd b» Ibr- 
niihed with artillery, ammunition^ fmall-arms, and other necef« 
faries of war. 

His Imperial majefty moft earneftly conjures all the flateAin die 
empire, never to lofe fight of the undeniable principle^ that extra- 
ordinary circumftances require extraordinary meafdxts» aad that 
by fuch meafures alone> in cafes of imminent danger, « dale caa 
prcferve its fecurity, and frequently even its e)ii(lence & he in* 
iseats them to remember^ that thp rcfources of the cmpife aie jtM 
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far from exhaufled ; that it is not by relaxing in 6ilt tfhrUf 
that the enemy can be arrefted in his progrefs^ and induced to ac« 
Cq>t juft and honourable terms ; and that^ at all events, it is pre-- 
fenble to encounter any adverfe fortune, than to fign the (hame

I. THEeledofate of Bavaria declared, that h thought it had 
pcrfefily fulfilled its duties in its quality of a co-eftate of the 
German empire ; befides the garrifon of Manheimi confifting of 
lo,ooo men, it had furni(hed 5392 men feparately, to the axmy 
of the empire. 

2* The flate of Magdeburg, or rather the eleSorate of Bran- 
denburg, in the college of eleftors, declared, That his Pruffiart 
tnajefty expedls from all the co-cftates, that each of them wilt 
feel the prelling, and conftantly increafing dangers of their native 
German country ; and that none of them will delay fulfilling in 
the fpeedieft manner, the duties incumbent on the Germanic pa- 
triotic league. His majefty thinks himfelf inafmoch the more 
entitled to this expedation, as he himfelf has already fet the molt 
generous example of the pureft German patriotifm. His ma* 
jcfty's army, by far exceeding the numerous contingent due f(n* 
his territories in the empire, befides the immenfe expenfes and 
facriiices made by his majefty of the internal refources and popu- 
lation of his own dominions, and thofc which he is ftill making 
in advancing his forces, for the protedion and prefervation of the 
Gern^in empire. As to the circles of the Upper Rhine, of Fran- 
conia, and partly ef Bavaria, they certainly might expedl in- 
dulgence—with refpeft to thofe patriotic efforts, as they have al- 
ready been exhaufted by confiderable loflcs, as well as the cir- 
cles which have it not in their power to fet the expelled forces on 
foot, on account of their deficiency of population ; it is neceflary 
that ihey (hould advance pecuniary contributions to other circles, 
who arc more able to fupply the army with men. And with re- 
ipcA to the circles, who are really guilty of wilful delay of their 
patriotic duties, it will be necelfary to proceed againft them ac- 
cording to the rigorous laws of the German empire.

3. The cleSoratc ot Cologne obfen'cd, that, although th^ 
German empire has only an army of 76,486 men in the field for 
the prcfent, it wns evident, thai not only the third part of the 
Pruflian and Auftrinn army was com pofed of natives of the Gcr- 
tnan empire, but that almofl the whole of the Englifh and DutcK 
armies conlillcd of the population of the fame country ; and 
that, therefore, above 80,000 men, fiibjeds of the German em- 
pire, wore employed in this tvar, befides the contingents drawn 
for its defence, which in future mud depopulate the cri)pire, 
and deprive it of the hands necclTary for its cultivation. To this 
the eledlorate of Cologne, however, added, " The fate of Ger- 
many will depend upon the fortunate or unfortunate iifue of the 
next campaign.** The German empire muft therefdre drain cvcr| 
nerve in order to bring a confiderable army into the field; The 
time is (hort, and danger will be the confequence of a deity* 
The directors of the circles are unable to force the retarding 
dates to bring forth their contingents with the neceflary fpeed.— • 
His cleftoral highnefs the elcftor of Cologne, in his (quality of 
grand mafler of the Teutonic order, therefore Infided upoii the 
execution of the decree of the diet, by which his Imperial ma* 
jefty is requeftcd to take upon himfclf, during the prefling cir- 
cumdanccs of the prcfent times, to force the retarding dates to 
fulfil their patriotic duties. 

4. The eledlorate of Treves obferved, amongd othet things, 
that, according to the ancient conftitutional laws of the empire, the 
dates which retard the fulfilling their duties, may be forced to pay 
all damages incurred by the other dates, in confequence of fuch a 
delny. His elcvSloral highnefs thinks himfelf obliged to mentioi^ 
this to the diet, as there are dates of the empire who have fuifer- 
ed in no way from this oppreflive war ; and at the fame time 
have not contributed a dngle man to the army of the empire, 
which mud produce fatal confequcnccs, as there exids a jealoufy 
and a fort of envy between the fubjedls of the patriotic dates, 
who are taken from their homes to march into the field of bal» 
tie, and thofc of the others, who are loungiog in idlenefs and 
luxury. 

5. As to the towns of the empire, only eight have hitherto 
voted. Schweinturth was the fird who voted on this fi^bjed of 
the quintuplum ; the others aiTcrted, that they had already don^ 
what was in their power. 

The college of the princes deferred their votes till further 
coniidcration.

. to the AJfembly of the Diet of the Empire^ together with which^ 
three Reports have been made by the Chamber Council relative ta 
the meafures offecurity that have been taken^ and the Expenfes the 
Empire had been under ^ in confequence of the former French in t 
'uafions ; all which were fubmitted to the votes of the Members 
of the Diet. Qne (f the Reports declares infubjlance as follows : 

IT is well known, thj^t the councils of the chamber of the cm- 
pire^ the prefidents of the different chambers, and their aireifors, 
ri^vey during the invafion made by the French under general Cuf- 
tine into thecoimtries of the empire on the Upper Rhine, thought 
it their duty, and necelfary for the fccurity of the government^ 
of the different ftates, to enter into certain engagements, of 
which they had already fubmitted their mod humble reports to the 
wifdom of his Imperial majefty. Of the three reports communi- 
pated by the chamber council to the emperor, one is dated the 
17th of June, 1794, and relates to the expenfes which the cham- 
)}fir council had been under, in confequence of the meafures of 
precaution taken at the time of the mentioned invafion. 

The ?d and 3d reports were of the 31ft of Oftober laft, and 
of the 1 6th of January of the prefent year. They relate to the 
meafures of fecurity and precaution propofed by the chamber^ 
councils, prefidents, and aiTeffors, to be taken with refpedt to 
tt)e prefent dangerous and unfuccefsful fituation of the war.— < 
They cxprefled themfelves further, that they fubmitted thefc re- . 
pprts to the diet, partly to give an account of their pad proceed- 
ings, and at the fame time to fubmit the mentioned propofitions 
rq the wifdom of the members of the diet. 

The conclufum of the ftates refpedling the prefent war of 
the empire, is foon expefted to enfue. The ftates of Bavaria^ 
Wurtemberg, and Worms, during the debates upon this fubjed, 
have declared it to be their moft fincere wifli, that peace might 
fqon t>e reftored to the Germaq empire.

Citizens, 
npHE, fuccefTes which the French troops have obtained in the 
-^ laft campaign, make a new diftribution of the republic;an 
armien neccilary. The denomination of th; army of Arde^nei, 

aid 
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And the trmy of the Mofelle, mud be fuppreflTed ; ftnce, except 
(he city of Luxemburgh, which may be confideredas a prifancr 
of war in France, we have no longer any enemy to contend with 
irom the Tea to the Rhine ; and fince the army of the Northj 
which laft year covered Cambray, now occupies Groningen« 

The army of the North ought to proteft Holland ; that of the 
Sambre and Meufe, and the army of the Rhine, united to that 
of Mofelle, ihould cover the Rhine, and repel on that barrier the 
cflPorts of the combined powers. In vain would thefe powen 
reclaim fome property upon the left branch of this river ; nature, 
the wifli of the people, and the intercft of the French Republici 
require that this country ihould remain for ever a conqueft to 
liberty. It is upon thefe foundations that your committee of 
public fafety has prepared new laurels for our brethren in arms, 
and thinks itfelf fulfilling your intentions, and its own duty. 
We believe there is not one good Frenchman who will not applaud 
this meafure ; and the courage of thofe republicans, who have 
braved the rigours of the feafon to drive the enemy from this ter- 
ritory, enfures its fuccefs. 

The generals, whofe talents and military knowledge have fo 
far fortunately conairred in the conqueft of thefe countries, 
ought to preferve the command in them. And if the -new or- 
ganization of the armies obliges the generals Michaud and 
Dcsjardins to re-enter into the rank of major-generals of diviiion, 
your committee owes them the juflice to fay, that they have per» 
fedly fulfilled their duty, and have not ceafed to deferve your 
confidence. 

The two armies of the Alps and Italy were laft year united 
un^fer the command of Kellermann. Your committee wilh to 
give him a new mark of efleem, by entrufling them again tothit 
experienced general. 

In the Pyrenees there will be no change ; and though we hop* 
imm^iately to announce to you that La Vendee 'is returned into 
the boforxi of the great family, the army of the Weft, and the 
coaft of Breft, mnft, ncverthelefs, be preferved, and united with 
that of the coaft of Cherbourg, to proteA our boundaries on this 
fide from any infult of the Englifh, or to threaten their territoryi 
if you ihould command it. 

The following is the plan of decree we propofe to the con- 
fideration of the aifembly.

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fions and merchandifc that have been furniihed* It is not to he 
doubted but that robberies and dilapidations to a confideraUe 
amount may have been committed. Many articles haTe< been deli- 
vered without receipts from thofc who have received them. The 
pcrfons who furniih fuch articles ought to be paid, and thedifai* 
pidators punifhcd. We were making inquiriesi and have alitadhf 
colledcd much information ; but theimmenfe preirure of bnlinels 
from all quarters, and the feverc illncfs of our coUeaguCy BrieXi 
who was particularly charged with this bufinefsi prevented us 
from purfuiug our inquiries as far as we could have wilhed. 
Having made no long itay in the country between the Meufe and 
the Rhine, and in Holland, I fhall not detain you long upon 
what palfed there. Our colleagues, on their return, will inform 
you more at large. They will tell you how much the reprefen- 
tativcs of the people urged the conqueft of Holland, and how 
many difficulties were furmounted. In the mean time, I can 
ftatc to you, that the country between the Meufe and the Rhine 
has been organized in the fame manner as Belgium ; and that 
meafures have been taken for the fubfiftence and cloathing of our 
brave brothers in arms, and the prcfervation of every thing that 
becomes national property. During the whole courfe of our 
million we have had nothing in view, but the interefts of the 
Republic, and the glory of our armies. The poor have received 
relief; but we confidered alfo that our fellow -citizens, having 
been cKhauflcd for iix years in the caufc of liberty, while they 
were daily fupporting the greateft privations, it was jnft that the 
refuurces of a conquered country mould be applied to the fecvice 
of the Republic. 

Such was our plan, and fuch has been our condud. We will 
not reply to thofc who have been difappointed in their fpecula* 
tions of private intcrcd ; but we fliall always be ready to render 
an account of our conduA to the convention, and every expla- 
nation of our operations that may he required. '1 he health of 
our colleague, Bricz, is greatly impaired by long and afliduous 
labour : tor fifteen days before I left Bruflcls he had been con- 
fined to his bed. — 7he convention ordered this account to be infirttd

TT is at the moment .when circumftances may give a great ac-

your intentions upon this part of government. 

You have invefted your committee of public fafety with the 
diredion of political operations ; it now comes to you to demand

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that no uncertainty may rubfldy with rcfpeA cither to the extent 
or the* limits of their powers. 

The doubts that have ariTcn on this fiibjcfl may impede their 
mcafnrcs, if they sin* not fpcciiily dilVipatui by your authority, 
'whioS can alotu', in the Republic, pronounce on war or peace. 

'1 he i'lriich revolution, fuftained hy fo many triumphs, has 
givtM a gfncr.d iinpuire to Kiiropc towards libcrtyi towards the 
annihiLrion of the ihacklt's which prolonged the infamy of na- 
tions, and low.irds the improvement of the human mind* From 
this tl:nc, it is necoirary that the peaceable and miiform progrcfs 
ofIi<;hts, and the example of our liappinefs, Ihould complete a 
work l>i\i;nn in the niidit of ilorms. If the fhocks of thunder, 
ami the ilrup:^;lc ot the elements, pacify tlic air, and difcngage 
the fecundating parts, it is only by the foft heat of the fun, and 
imder the influence of a calm and ferenc iky, that the feeds con- 
fided to the bofom of tiic earth can l>e ripened. 

Peace is the end of" war ; fo many wars have been entered into 
thnui^^h caprice, and coniinued to promote private intcrcfi', that 
governments have L-iven to their fubjeds the full mcafure of their 
tyranny, and their perveriity. It isund)ition which makes kings 
arm ; it is jullice which arms the people, and wiicre is the peo- 
ple, who, havin£; dii'patchcd the league of their enemies, over- 
thrown their projedls, and confounded their and)ition, would 
refufe the moll llatterinr; of all glories, that of giviny peace to 
tlie vvoild, after liaving concpirred it r 

The diplomatic 1)11(10 oi u Republic is not emlurraffcd like 
that of courts; neithci rights of blood, family compacts, nor 
marriage interelLs thwart its meafures. It knows no rights but 
thofe of nations; the human fptu ies is its family, and it allief 
itfelf onlv to i!ie inierells of th.e |ieople ; its policy ought^ there- 
fore, to be Hmjde and eafy. Such will be yours. 

Penetrated with the great principles i»f the independence of na- 
tions, of the r» ciprocity, the eqtiality of rights and of duties among 
political fi)ei'.ties, tliofe who will 1h: charged in your name to ne- 
gotiate with the Hates who may manifell a paeiiic difpofitioiii 
ought to he able not only to maintain the rights and the dignity 
of the {''rench people, but to alUire other nations of external and 
internal lecurity of our faith in treaties, and of the equity of otir 
intentions, refpertii^g navigation and commerce. 

^ on cannot be accufeil of perpetuating the Imrrors of war ; you 
will not have toanfuerfor the blood which may continue to flow. 

The Republic, triumphant, prepared to Hv to new triuniphsi 
is defirous (»f peace ; Ihe wilhes an imiverlal peace, and fuch a 
one as W(>UKi for e\er all'ure the n pofe of the world. 

But, if you cait y(Mir eyes uj)on Murope, the view will (hew 
you, that th.e glorious talk of the defenders of their cotmtry is not 
yet completed. I'here liill are governments whom fp ms^ny de* 
teats and lullcs have not made ripe for repentance^ and whofe 

pride 
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pride would prefer the being buried in ruin rather than the doing 
fiomage to juftice and liberty. 

England has not ceafed to afpire to the dominion of the feas; 
Auftria and Ruffia confpire together to grafp at the whole dohit- 
nionofthe continent; their hopes, deflroyed in the fouth, arc 
turned againft the north of Europe ; they think to cure their own 
evils, by rendering them contagious to the whole univerfe ; in 
the mldft of a general confufion, they think to eftablifh their do- 
minion, or indemnify themfelves for their loffes. Around thcfe 
powers are grouped the other flates of Europe, enflaved by feduc.- 
tion, or paralytic with terror, involuntary or blind enemies of a 
republic, whofe cxillence guarantees theit prefcrvatipn ; fome 
applaud themfelves in a neutrality, wife in its principle, but be- 
come infurficient againft the efforts of our enemies. In the midft 
of thefe, the French nation rifes as the centre of all the afFeftions 
and all the enmities, ready to put a glorious period to a juft and 
terrible war, the fate of which is decided by the courage of the 
French, and by the deftiny of human kind. 

Citizens, what remains for us to do; whilft our republicsui 
phalanxes are preparing for new vidlories againft enemies irre- 
concileable, or not reconciled to us, we ought to prefent to Eu- 
rope the expofition of our principles, and a pledge of our wifdom, 
to colled around us thofe governments who have not joined in an 
impious coalition, and generoufly receive in our arms thofe iiates 
who have broken the fetters of the Jeague. 

Thofe who purfue an uncertain, and timid policy, fhould be 
made fenfible of their true interefts, and not be left balanced be- 
tween a war full of terrible dangers and endlefs woe, and a peace 
which may ccft many facrifices of vanity and prejudice. We 
mijft carry to the conquered countries confolation and happinefs. 
We muft ihew to aftonifhed Europe a vanquifhed people, render* 
ed independent by our triumphs, entering into liberty and our 
alliance. We muft reconcile to our caufe the friends of humanity, 
ai»d create a law of nations, prefent it to our enemies, fix a term 
when the obftinacy of thofe who fight againft us without a motive^ 
(hall juftify meafures of feverity, and accumulate on their guilty 
heads all the refponfibility for the misfortunes they (hall have oc- 
cafioned, and the floods of blood they may have fpilled. 

A part of this talk is already accompliihed. 'l^he people call 
for peace, governments returning to wifdom defire it, important 
negotiations are adlually entered into, or are ready to commence, 
and in a (hort time corruption, delufion, and defpotifra will no 
longer ftifle the voice of humanity and reafon. 

In this ftate of affairs, the queftion is not to difcnfs the mode of 
pacification : that ii> already indicated to us by the force of events. 
One negotiation for a general peace is iir.poiTible J while we ftil 
are contending with enemies, dcpielfed but haughty, weakeneJ 
but enraged) jotothing could infure to us the duration or folidity cf 

fuch 
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fuch a treaty ; we (hould not find a guarantee for fiich a jpeaoQi 
either in the will or in the weaknefs of our enemies, in di^ 
midft of fo many negotiators, we being alone, and againft all| 
fhouIJ be always obliged to aim at dividing them. From hence 
the chimera of an univerfal peace is feen ; the impoffibility of 
bringing to an agreement fo many powers, whofe proje&s and 
views are fo oppufite ; it is therefore only by peace with indin« 
duals that we can arrive at a general peace. 

Then, while thofe of our brethren whom the love of glory anf 
the voice of their country have induced to rally rovnd the colouis 
of liberty Ihall march to ne.w exploits ; a crowd of citizen foldieis 
recalled to their homes, thoufands of hands reftored to the fields,' 
and the workfhops which call for them ; commerce once moic 
flourlihing, manufactories re-peopled, new fources found for pn>- 
viding fubfiftence, communications again opened with a part ef 
Europe, the return of abundance, the prodigies of reviving credit^ 
the fpirit of induftry re-animated, the efforts, the labours, the ffic- 
cefles of every kind of a great people proud of its own work^ af* 
fured of being happy and turning towards the arts of peace all the 
gifts of nature, and all the adivity of genius : fuch is the hap- 
pinefs which is in our hands, and if I may fo fpeak, within the 
reach of our will : fuch are the benefits which France and Europe 
expe£l from us, we deflre, at the fame time, all that is juft, ho- 
nourable, and ufeful. 

Create confidence in Europe, after having aftonifhed it, and let 
us not give to governments an eafy pretext for calumniating us 
further, and for accufing us before the nations, whom they dcceivei 
of being inexorable conquerors, and not deliverers, and of wifli- 
ing their deftrudion, while fighting in the name of humanity. 
But in lidening to the voice of juflice, and preferving ourfehres 
from the delufions of ambition and the infligations of vengeance, 
we will not forget what we owe to the profperity of the country, 
and the fupport of the Republic. This peace ought to deftroy Ae 
feeds of future wars, to fix and guarantee reciprocal interefts, to 
avoid fnares, and to fecure the rights of nations. It is in the na^ 
ture of the war that we have been forced to fuftain, it is in the ex- 
perience of paft ages, and in the forefight of thofe to come, that we 
muft feek the conditions of our treaties. The prefent generatioii 
has not undergone fo many trials, and made fo many facrifices» 
without being certain of reaping the fruit of them for pofterity. 

We do not contend for any wretched quarrels of minifters, for 
ridiculous pretenfions gf rivalry, for the ufurpation of titles and 
diftant pofTeflions ; thefe arrangements of con venience, or of craft; 
thefe artificial balances of reflitutions and indemnities; thefe gua- 
rantees which guarantee nothing, thefe eventual promifes, appear 
little worthy of the duties which the deflinies have impofed upon 
the French Republic. Whilft all the principles of natural nght 
have been contefted, whilft the foundations of all political fodety

If there 
txtfted in Europe a right of nations^ of acknowledged principlel 
Wf independence, a freedom of trade and navigation ; if there ex- 
ii^ed a check againfl the ambition of ufurping powers, and a gua» 
NUItec for the fecurity of weak ftates, then the conditiohs of peace 
irotikl be eafiiy diflatcd and accepted; thcrt we (hould have no 
Wmt to maintain; but the ncccility of infuring the repofe of Eu- 
rope, and bf preserving you from the future evils meditated by 
|rour enemies, didatb meaRires adapted for the attainment of thli 
tnd you dc(ire« 

We might here fcall your attention to the fate bf the conquered 
countries, if the qtieflions for your dcciHoh on this important 
[>oint did not require an extenfive examination^ and to be mad« 
the fubje£lof a particular report. 

The natural bolindlaries of the Republic are thb Alps and the 
Pyrenees, the two feas, and a free country which has been our 
ally for two centuries. Towards the hohh (he borders on foreign 
pofTeiTiOns^ the demarcation of which, andthejealoufy of govern* 
Inents, have caufed ages of wart It is on this quarter that Aullria 
attempted to take poifeflion of the ci-devant Lorraine, England 
of the port bf Dunkirk^ and that4he navigation of the Scntldr 
ferved the latter as a pretext for her hoAile exploflons. It is in 
thefe countries, now flibjcd to our arms, that a great humbcr of 
rivers, after watering our departments, take their courfb to the 
fea, and Invite us to commit to them the produce of our foil and 
of our indudry. You will examine whethel" the counfcis of na- 
ture and the experience of ages, do not demand that you (hould 
trace, with a ileady hand, the limits of the French Republic ; 
Mrhether the execution of this grand defign oiight not to be the 
bafi^ and true guarantee of tmiverfal peace ; and what trc thti 
ftneans of reconciling the conditions of particular treaties with 
this principal idea. However this may be, Europe mult know, 
that you are not directed by views of aggranditemcnt, but by the 
f^ntiment of your repofe ; that twenty-five millions of men af- 
fociated for liberty and for happinefs, do not covet fome hundred 
fquare leagues of territory, through that inflinft of conqued^ 
which may guide a defpot or an ariftocracy confecrated in a fenaae ; 
and, that having taken up arms for their independence, they oueht 
not to lay them down till after having fecured the duration of that 
independence by every means which nature offers them, and 
which may prevent the return of war by providing for the well 
niMlerftood interefts of other i>ations.

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You fee, citizens, from the explanation of the views we bn^ 
pointed out, the greatnefs of the obligation you have impoM 
upon the committee of public fafety, in charging thenn widi the 
dircdion of foreign relations. Imprefled with a lenle of oat 
duties, we have experienced Ibme difficulties and foicfeea ochentf 
which it is for your wifdom to remove. 

It would feem at firft that the committee of-public fafietjfi 
charged by the decree of 7th Fnididor (14th Auguft) with the 
diredion of political operations, is fufficieiilly authorilU to fig% 
in your name, and without your ratification, ail diplomatic -tret- 
ties ; to take all the preliminary mcafures; to agree upon ail die 
conditions ; and that they ought only to prefent to your confiden- 
tion treaties, which, to be definitive, require your aflleat. TW 
mode adopted at the time of confirming the treaty concluded wjtk 
Tufcany juftitied this opinion, and feemed to trace out the iineof 
our duty for the future. 

In fa£t, citizens, you felt that it was impoffibie to treat widi 
the plenipotentiaries of foreign governments in the body of the 
national reprefentation, and that thence was derived the necdt. 
ty of delegating the power to negotiate and fettle the conditions cf 
peace. You felt that there was no danger in this delegation, b^ 
caufe the power to negotiate, fuppofing a fuperior power to a^ 
prove, modify, or reject the treaties agreed upon, the refufal of 
your alFent annuls them in fa£l and right. You felt tliatof pewe 
and war, adls of the foveteign, could not I>e lefolved upon ht 
by the power to which the people have confided the exeicife o( 
their fovereignty, the intereft of the people required that tlie not 
rfllicacious means for the fuccefs of the war fliould be given to i- 
committee organized in your bofom; and that all the obftades d 
peace fliouId be removed by fecrecy and difpatdu It is after 
being imprefled with thefe principles, by reflcding on the eailnF- 
raflmcnts which almdft always retard the progrefs of n^ociationsi 
on the provifional engagements they may require ; on tlie sefoti 
and ifelerity which infure their fuccefs ; tluit important doubu 
have occurred to our minds, and that we have felt the neceiSty sf 
fubmitting the folution of them to your wifdom. 

Definitive treaties are fometimes preceded by pieliminary con- 
ventions, which l>eitsg limited to a determined objed^ have far 
their end accelerating the negotiations. Thefe conventions naf 
be looked upon as real treaties ; but confideriog tliat tliey ais 
limited, both with refpedl to their duration and their objefi, aai 
that they prejudge nothing on th^ main queflion, they can onlj 
be clalTed among the means employed for arriving at a definitive 
treaty. 

As an example, we may cite to you armiftices, neutndizatioasi 
of fomc city or territory. Thefe provifional fiipulations paHld- 
patt more or lefs of the nature of military cmveationSi tlie con- 
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tfution of which are often withih the comp^ence of generali. 
They are determined by localities^ by the circumdances of the 
asoment^ and muft be followed up with prompt executioli. 

In authorizing the committee of public fafety to negotiate and 
4raw up treaties^ it was alfo your intention to authorize them to 
fake all the meafures that may prepare and facilitate them ; and 
tf we come to aft: you for an explanation with refpeft to the pre* 
tiininary conventions I have jud mentioned, it is becaufe the 
fmalleft doubt on the extent of our powers is fufHcient to make 
H^ have recourfe to your authority. 

There is another difficulty, the folution of which requires ^ 
ticw meafure. Definitive treaties are often accompanied with 
certain particular ftipulations, for which the feal of your autho* 
rity appears neceffary, and which, neverthelefs, it would be im- 
poflible to execute if they were known. How prefent for your 
ratification treaties, or articles which cannot be fubmitted to pub* 
lie view ? And how execute them without the expreffion of your 
will, without which they are not complete ? We will explain our 
ideas by fome examples. 

Let us fuppofe that the Republic, in confideration of fervices 
rendered or in ftipulation for fervices to be rendered, grants to 
ft power any fum, either as indemnification for the pad, or as a 
Tubfidy for the future; the pofition of this power may be fuch, 
Omt all the utility of fuch a treaty would be ^eftroyed by its being 
prematurely made public. 

Let us fuppofe again, that by virtue of this treaty, a fquadroii 
was to join the naval forces of the Republic, ancl to be received 
into our ports ; it is again clear that making it public might 
give to the enemy the means of oppofinginfurmountableobflacles 
to the arrival of the fquadron. 

Finally, let us fuppofe that the bufinefs were to bring fome 
^tes friendly or neutral, to a fyftem niore aftive and more cx- 
trnded, or to make a treaty for eflefling a diverfion» and you will 
iee th^t in all thefe cafes, there may be occaflon for ftipulations 
of which the advantage would difappear with the fecrccy. 

We add, citizens, that the timidity of fome governments, or 
their diplomatic habits, may determine them to infift upon pre- 
cautions that might appear ufclefs to yuu, who, to a fenfc of your 
greatnefs and power, join that charafter of candour and opcnnefs 
which loves to have the whole world witnefs <5f its aftions and 
defigns. You will (hew fome indulgence for the diplomatic fyf- 
tem of Europe ; accuftomed to the falfe light of cabinets ; its weak 
eyes dread the day, and we muft not expofe it to the noiijntidc beam 
of publicity, but by degrees, and as it gathers ftrcngth. You 
will confider the circumftances in which you are ; ihcfe command 
mu to employ and tp authorife the moft extenfive means of aft- 
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ing, means more powerful and more npid thait in Am ovfimqp 
flare of things. 

Is it faid that fuch tranfuflions mu(l be baniflied ? We uufwii 
that to wilh to infult France in the politics of Europe^ which 
the is called todircfl ar.d to reform, is to mifconceiTe her defiiiiy ; 
that her adion ought to have no bounds but thofe which jafikt 
^nd humanity prcfcribe ; that to maintain the contrary is to at« 
tempt deftroying foreign connexions, to pcrpetuatjC war, ui 
seduce the whole diplomatic fyftcm to the law of the ilrongefi. 

It is not only to render homage to priucipleSi but to givetQ 
our political operations the neceilary latitude, qiiicknefs, and fo- 
lidity, that we mull find the means of putting the committee of 
public fafety in a fituation to profit of all the advantagies which 
circumftances and events prefent, while at the fame time the JUh 
tional convention (hall prefcrve the exercife of thofe powers f 
which it neither can nor ought to delegate. 

When the Englifli ipiniftry infringe an exifting law, or trvnck 
en the rights of parliament, chey obtain an ad of indemnity, tbit 
is to fay, a fubfequent approbation, which faves the refponfibilitj 
of miniilers« You will not take for a rule the procecdingp d 
the EngliOi parliament. The formality of an z& of indemnity 
ivould not leave in all their integrity the powers of which the 
people have made you the depofitorics, and it would not accosd 
with the candour and the delicacy of thofe among you who an 
placed in the committee of public fafety. Means more fimpk 
prefent themfclves. When employed upon a£ls which muft in- 
difpcnfably be fubmittcd to your ratification, but which it is of 
importance to keep fecret for a time, the committee will an* 
Douncc that there is occafion for a political operation which 
cannot yet be made public, but which requires your approbation* 
Then twelve commiffioners (hall be nominated, whoy after having 
deliberated in common with the committee of public (afety» (hatt 
report to the national convention on the two following queftioDih 

Is the operation propofcd conformable to the principles d^ 
creed by the convention, and to the intcrcfts of the I(epublic 1 

Ought the operation to be kept a fecret ? 

If thcfc two queflions are decided in the affirmative^ thecoovta* 
tion fljallauthorife the committee of public fafety to follow up thl 
operation; and) by the advice of the commiffioners^ luy fix I 
period at which ^ \fu\)\ic account ftiall be given of the negociatimi 
and the meafurcs conneflcd with it. 

Such, cinzens, i$ the expedient we propofe tq you with !•- 
fpeA to a£ls which piuft nccelfarily be fubmitted to you by tht 
Vional convention, but which it is of confequence to keep fecrel 
lill the pi opcr time. 
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It remains fo> us to fay a word upon a difficulty ot form wMcV 
will frequently occur in the courfe of negotiations, and which tl 
ia therefore neceflary to clear up. 

The committee of public fafety receive in your name fuch dt* 
plomatic propofitions as may be made to them ; they negotiatf 
; in virtue of the powers you have delegated to them> and after- 
;, wards prefent their work for your decifion ; but will they purfua 
; the fame courfe when the Republic fliall treat by the organ of si 
j; aainifier plcni potent iary^ authdrifed to negotiate, conclude, ao4 
I iign treaties, according to the orders, inAru£lions, and approba« 
it tion of the committee of public fafety ? Reafon and diplomatic 
c pfage induce us to think that the (ignature of the members of 
7 the committee ought not to appear in treaties of this nature, am} 
» fhat they ought to be fubmitted to your approbation as foon ^9 
I they are figncd by the plenipotentiaries. 

We have laid before you, citizens, our feveral grounds of 
doubt, and pointed out what appears to us the proper means of 
iremoving them. Your wifdorh will examine them, and you 
will decide, whether or not they bear the character you wiih t(3i 
^ve to die diplomatic tranfadtions of the Republic. Prefcribe 
to the committee of public fafety the courfe they ought to foW 
low ; adopt a mode according to which principles may be re* 
fpe£ted, convenience obferved, and foreign governments induce4 
to open the negotiations they wi(h. 

It has been (aid, that it is more laborious, mo^ difficult to go<« 
irern than to conquer; may we not add that there a^ealmoft as man]r 
^fficuUies in negotiations i When we refledt on the fcruples, oi| 
the fears which environ them, on the ohftacles which crofs or 
^acken the progrefs of treaties, and which have fo often retarde4 
the peace of Europe, we (hall not hefitate to acknowledge that 
the negotiator (lands in need of being diredled and fupported it^ 
the career which opens before him* 

It is truth confirmed by reafon and experience ; it will deter- 
iniiie you to give to the agents you (hall choofe yaur entire con(i^ 
4ence, bedaufe you feel, as well as they, the importance of their 
fiindions. 

Citizens, if it were allowable to fpeak of ourfelyes, when we 
are difcuffing the grand interefls of our country, we would tell 
you that the weight of an uncertain ^efponfibility is every inftant 
^ifturbing delicacy, difquieting confcience, and (lopping the moft 
important operations by banifhing fecurity ; we would tell yon 
that men cannot be attentive to their duties, and tormented with 
fioubts at the fame time ; and that after having laid our doubts 
before you, we expe^ a decifion which may be the rule for the 
prefent, and law for tlie future.

1. The committee of public fafety, charged with the dirediorr 
of foreign relations, negotiates, in the name of the Republic, 
treaties of {>.*ace, truce, alliance, neutrality, and commerce, K 
agrees upon the conditi'>ns' of them. 

2. It takes all the necclliiry mcafnres for f;|icilitating and aoce- 
4erMini;,tUc conclulion of fuch treaties. 
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3. It is authorifed to make preliminary and particular dipxiW 
iionsi fiCh as thofe of armiftice and neutralization^ relative there-^ 
to, during the time of negotiation, and fcci'et conventions. 

4. The fecret engagements contra£ted with foreign govern- 
fnents can have only for their objeft aflbring the defence of the 
Republic, or augmenting its means of profperity. 

5. In cafe of treaties containing fecret articles, the difpofitions 
of fuch articles can neither be contrary to, nor derogate from the 
l>pen articles. 

6. Treaties are figned either by the members of the committee, 
Mrhen they havd t/eated dlredlly with the envoys of foreigq pow- 
ers, or by the minifters plenipotentiary, to whom the' commitr ^ 
tee has delegated powers to that efte£l. 

7. Treaties are not voted till after they have been examined, 
ratified and confirmed by the national convention, upon a report 

xfrom the committee of public fafety. 

8. Neverthelefs, conditions agreed upon in fecret engagements 
are to be executed as if they had been ratified. 

9« As fooA as circumftances permit rendering public political 
operations which have been the fubjeft of fecret conventions, the 
committee of public fafety gives an account to the national con- 
vention, of the obje£i of the negotiation^ and of the meafures h 
has taken.

PRdCLAlViATlON. 

WHEREAS, fince my proclamatiom at the ifland of Mar- 
tinique, bearing date the 30th day of ^7arch lail, whereby the 
offic(5rs of the courts formerly eftablifhed for the adminiflration of 
diftributive juftice, during the government of his late mod 
Chriftian Majefly, now neceflary to the exercife of the (everai 
fun£lions thereof, have been dire^ed to be recalled, until his Ma- 
jefty's royal will and pleafure fhall be known ; the Britifh arms 
have fpread farther conqueft, and this colony is alfo added to his 
Majelty^s empire> the reduAion and pofleilion of which make it 
neceflary to refort to fome temporary regulations, in like manner, 
for the good of his Majefly's lervice, and the comfort and con* 
venience of his nejv fubjcds of this ifland ; I do therefore think 
proper to iflue this my proclamation, allowing and commanding 
all civil oflicersof the cburts above mentioned and herebcfore 
efiabliflied uhder the lej^lly regulated government of their late 
fovereign for the determination of caufes between individual and 
individual, to give in their names to Sir Charles Gordon, colonel, 
commanding this ifland, that the proper fleps may be taken to 
place them m the execution of their ancient duties.

Sculiarly neceflary at this jundure that each ifland ihould pof* 
fs a force fufficient for its prote^ion againfl predatory attacks 
df an aflivc and deftroying • ehemy, fully acquainted with the 
flrength or refources of all bjur Welt India colonics. 

That the poffcdion of an ifland for a few days by the enemy, 
by fuch an enemy as the whole civilifed world has now known 
for the firft time, might produce the deftruftion of private pro- 
petty equal in value to many millions, and which at this time 
contributes largely to the fupport of the public revenue. 
• That your memorialifts arc fcnfiblc the pofleffion of the French 
iflands is a folid fecurity againft permanent conqucll of thofe 
belonging to Great Britain ; and that if unfortunately any parti- 
<;ular ifland fhould be captured, the enemy would not be able to 

}lold it long ; they therefore do not folicit proteftion for fuch 
fland againil powerful armaments cmploy.eci to contend for em- 
pire in thofe feas, but only wifli to be prepared againft predatory 
attacks. 

That your memorialifts are given to underftand the number of 
troops in each feparate ifland is at this time far fliort of the peace 
eftabliihment, and unequal to reflft an enemy not more powerful 
than the armaments which have lately made a defcent on Guada* 
loupe,' unlcfs early meafures betaken to provide for the refpec* 
tive fecurity of all the iflands, by increafing the garrifons of each, 
by ftationing a naval force at thofe iflands^ where it qnay be fafe 
during the hurricane feafon, fo as to be re^dy at all times for 
purpofes of defence, or to convey intelligence of any hoftile at- 
teinpts to the place where the main Britifti force may be ftationed^i 

That your memorialifts feel deep and unfeigned regret in being 
obliged to prcfent another cflential matter to the confideration of 
your iCirace, impofed upon them by a juft and reafonable regard 
for tlieir own intcrcft, and by a duty equally urgent upon their 
feelings, which they owe to themfelvcS) and friends wd ^or^f 
Ibondents refident in the colonies, 

' That when the information was firft received in this country 
that a contribution or commutation for reltnquiftiing an aflumed 
^fght to a general pltmder of all property in the captured French 
ii^pds in the Weft {pdies was claimed ap4 iufpfcedj your me-f 
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morialifts did not give perfcA credit to it, efpecially as the cobi- 
munication was confined to one or two mor^ mercauitile houfes: 
that they, however, felt fo much alarmed, as to defire the mttl^ 
men who had received the letters refpefling it would lay hefixe 
his Majefty's miniilers, the information they had received ; when 
they had the fatisfa^lion to nnderftand from Mr. Pitt, thatdus

That your memorialifts, not as public cenfprs, but as a body 
deeply intereded in the due obfervance of thofe diftinAions b^ 
tween public and private property, by which in modern times the 
rights of conqued have been qualified, humbly conceive^ that the 
man who in the moment of danger exerts himfelf for the protec- 
tion of his country, does not thereby fubje£l to military execution 
all his property, wherever fltuated, within the range of the con« 
queror's fword ; and that the late deviation from the general mk 
of public warfare hitherto obfcrved by civilifed nations, is of a 
nature eventually to have very fatal confcqucnces to your memo* 
rialids. 

That if the fortune of war fhould give to the enemy the poflfeT- 
fion of any of our i (lands, the fevcre meafures lately enforced 
againft the inhabitants of the French conquered iflands may be 
retaliated, and extended to the ruin of your memorialifts, and the 
inhabitants of fuch iilands as may be taken. 

That when Grenada, one of the Britiih iflands, w^ taken by 
ftorm the lad war, the coniifcation of private property, or acqpi- 
mutation providing it (which is nearly the fame thmg) was ikK 
attempted, and the private exertions of individuals exercifuig 
public power were redreifcd in all cafes which were proved ; thtt 
the brave and fuccefsful exertions of the Britifli officers aiid fol- 
diers entitled them to the grateful praifcs of your memorialifts 
and of the public in general ; but that their pecuniary compenla- 
tion fhould not originate in an aA injurious to the rights of in« 
dividual^, and of dangerous example for your memorialifts, whdc 
property will be expofed to fimilar invafion, if the fortune of war 
ih(.'jld fubjedl any of our iflands to the power of the enemy. 

That your memorialifts will not prefume to enlarge farther 
upon the injurious tendency of fuch rigorous and unexampled 
exertion of the right of conqueft againft private property; but 
they cannot forbear to fugged, that if Great Britain means to de- 
rive advantage from the conqued of the French iflands, it muft be 
the highed impolicy to deprive the proprietors of thofie CQands 
of the very limited means for cuhivating their landsj wbkh their 
internal didradipns have left them. 
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i . That whether in any and what degree the honour of the BrU 
R ti(h nation may be aflFe£ted by this alarming change in the mode. 
G of carrying on war, the confifcation of the property of the inha» 
I bitants of the conquered places is a queflion of too much deli* 
iij cacy for your memorialifis to enter on ^ but that th^y ^re im« 
,t[ pelled by their own intereft to make this reprefentation againft 
b: an zGt, which, if adppted as a precedent, muft eventually provo 
k ruinous to your memorialifts themfelves. 

6 Your memorialifis, therefore, pray your Grace to reprefent to 
4 his Majefty the neceiBty of immediately fending fuch addi-i* 

tional military and naval force to the Weft India iflands as 
may fecure them from the danger with which they are me- 
! naced ; and of giving fuch orders, refpeding the contribu* 

tions impofed, and other exa£lions on the inhabitants of the 
c^onquered iflands, as may conciliate their minds, and pre* 
vent the conduct of their conquerors being hereafter, in cafe 
pf'a reyerfeof fortune, quoted as a precedent to authorife 
the ruifi anddeftruaion of his Majefty's faithful (ubjtAsp 
who by the fortime of war may happen to fall under the 
power of an enemy which they may be unable to rflift witl| 
fuccefs.

lieral inteireft of the Britifli enlpire, and to the peci^ar policy of 
the prefent war; but that they. cannot forbear moft \cimidHyto 
folicit your Grace's attention to the dangerous predicament iQ 
which the properties of yotr menribrialTfts are plak6d1>j^^h{)j ex- 
treme a£l of military rigouV, agaiiift the private rights of the

landcrs) the town and forts were fo abfolutely at the difpbfal of

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not manifeft their dcfire of furrendering ; but that immediately on 
the retreat of the people of colour and negroes from the town, 
they did, in a quiet and peaceable manner, fubmit td tbe autho- 
rity of the King, and put themfelves under his Majefty s protec- 
tion* 

That your memorialids are further inftru&ed to (late, that tbe 
JSiid inhabitants and proprietors whom they now reprefent» relied 
with the moit implicit confidence on the fecurity held forth in the 
above-mentioned declaration of his Majeft/s commanderSy where- 
by a full and immediate enjoyment of all their lawful property was 
folemnly proniifed, granted, and infured to them. 

That your memorialifts are further inftru£led to flate, that in 
defiance of the above-mentioned declaration, in violation of tbe 
Britifh faith, thus folemnly pledged, and contrary to all the rules 
of war, as carried on by civilized nations, all the produce and 
proviHons in the town of St. Pierre, as well as in fome other 
parts of the ifland, were ihortly after feized by order of the com- 
manders, and without any court of admiralty being firft held, with< 
out any previous adjudication or form of trial whatfoever, fold for 
the benefit of the captors. 

That your memorialifts earneflly entreat the attention of his 
Majed/s minifters to the terms of the declaration ifTued the iftof 
January, 1794; and humbly fubmit, that the folemn promile 
held forth in that declaration was direfily addrefled to individuals, 
not to the armed force by which the ifland was held in oppreiGon; 
and that if the voluntary and early fubmiflion made by the white 
inhabitants of this ifland is not to be confldered as giving them t 
title to the benefits of that folemn promife, unlefs a formal capi* 
tulation had preceded their fubmiflHon, this declaration of the 
commanders In chief mud have become a cruel mockery, in cafe 
the adherents of the pretended convention had precluded the poT- 
fibility of capitulation ; and has, in fafi, proved an unwanant- 
able delufion to the loyal and unfufpeding inhabitants, whofe 
eager fubmiflion overlooked what they had reafoa toconfider ast 
needlcfs precaution.

THAT your mcmorialifts have very confiderable property and 
debts due to them in the feveral idands iu the Weft-Indies, lately 
fnbjedt to the crown of France; and which, in the courfe of the 
prefcnt hoftilitics, have fallen under the dominion of Great Bri- 
tain. 

That the faid property and debts originated and were due to 
them prior to the commencement of the war, in confequence of 
commercial tranfaflions and dealings with ihofe iflands; authorif- 
cd'and fandVioncd by the free port a£ls, and particularly by the 
commercial treaty with France in 1787, 

That the late indifcriminate feizure and general confifcation of 
Wpft-lndia produce found in the iflands of Martinique and Gua- 
daloupe, with their fcvcral dependencies, alfo the heavy contri- 
bution levied upon the unfortimate planters and merchants of St. 
Lucia, who willingly fubniitted to the firft fummons from the 
commanders of his Majefty's land and fea forces, is matter of 
moft fcrious concern to your mcmorialifts, and will grievoufly 
affedl their property. 

That your mcmorialifts, conceiving that the horrors of war, 
at all times dreadful, arc by fuch feverities rendered doubly dif- 
trefling anddeftruflive ; and, in faft, they apprehend, if it were 
humane and political in his Majefty's minifters to prohibit the 
continuance of fuch violent proceedings, and the levying of far- 
ther illegal contributions in the conquered iflands, as it moft un- 
doubtedly was, it is not the lefs neceiTary, your mcmorialifts 
humbly conceive, to order a reftitution of the inglorious booty 
acouircd by our commat^^lens, and now in the bands of their 
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agents in the Weft-Indies and in Europe, becaufo it inll ffiD 
farther tend to confirm the confidence of newly-acquired fubjcfii 
in the wifdom, equity, and moderation of his Majcfty*s couodls 
and government, and in the good faith of the Britiih nacioDi 

But were all thefc confulcrations laid afide, your memorialifb 
beg leave to recal to your Grace's recoUedion the declaration 
iifucd on the firft of January, 1794, before any hoflile attempC 
was made on any of thcfe illands; by which, with all the foleiii- 
jiitics of the moll impoflng formalities, Sir Charles Grey and Sir 
John Jcrvis guaranteed to fuch of the inhabitants of the difiisreot 
illands as (hoiild peaceably fubmit themfelves to the authority and 
protection of his Majcfly, not only the mod uninterrupted pcr- 
jonal fccurity, but the mod ample and immediate enjoyment of 
llicir legitimate ri^^lus and properties. 

Your memorialills, therefore, upon any known principles of 
rcafon and judicc, cannot cor.ceivc that the inhabitants of the 
conquered illands have n:erited fuch a:; impofition, which^ in its 
confcqucnccs, equally and indifcriminatcly involve in one gene- 
ral confifcation Briiilh and rreiich property — the friendly with 
the hoflile, and the peaceable and welUdifpofed fubjedl with the 
turbulent and feditious. 

Therefore, relying on the juftice and humanity of hif Maje- 
liy*s mini Hers, your memorialills flatter themfelves, on a 
couiide ration of the premifes, they will be induced to give 
the neccifary orders for a reftoraiion of the payments made 
on account of their illegal icontriburion, and a public d'tfa- 
ifo-jual of the principle upon which fuch impolitic proccedinp 
are founded.

My Lord, 
WE take the liberty of troubling your Grace on the fubjcA 
of the memorials which have been prcfented to your Grace by 
the Weft India planters and merchants, and others, refpe&ifng 
our proceedings and condu^l, as commanders in chief, upon aod 
fubfequent to the conqueft of the French Weft India iflaiids.— 
Some of thofe memorials were prefented during our commands 
in the Weft Indies ; and, if we are correclly informed, they were 
preceded by pcrlbnal commimications made to his Majefty's mi- 
ni fters, upon the authority of private letters from merchants and 
traders in the Weft Indies. How far thcfe reprefentations aod 
memorials have been afted upon by his Majefty's minifters, ve 
are uninformed ; but from the nature of the allegations contained 
in them, and the objefts which the memorialifts profefs to have 
in view, we aflTurc Ourfelves that we cannot be countenanced, if 
they are, it places us in this lingular dilemma, that inthedif*

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irge of our public duty, as commanders in chief in the Weft. 
3ies, we could not avoid either difobeying the inftrudlions and 
ftrating the views of his Majefty, or *expofing ourfelves to 
ifure, by difappointing the wifhes and expcftalions of mcr- 
ants and traders connc£led with the Weft Indies. 
The Weft India merchants appear to be apprehenfive only of 
5 confequences which may refiilt to them from any precedent 
abliftied by our condiR% upofi which the French government. 
»y a£l towards them, in cafe of a revcrfc of fortune : — " Shotikl 
B fortune of war (they fay) be rcverfed in that quarter, and any 

the Britilh iflands be captured by the enemy, (an event to be 
•prehended from the reduced ftatc of the Briti(h forces in thofe 
ands, and from the untoward accidents which have prevented 
e departure of the reinforcements provided) retaliation, how- 
ler temperate in its principle and extent, will be little ffiort of 
(tal ruin to the fortune of your memorialifts, and to a very 
jnfiderable portion of his Majcfty's fubjefls." 

The ground upon which this complaint is founded, wc take to 
3 totally diftinft from that which has been more generally and' 
loft loudly urged (which we ftiall cbferve upon afterwards) vlz^ 
i'hat the property of emigrants, or thofe who were friendlv to. 
le Britifli government, and contributed to their aftiftancc, as far 
s they were enabled, or allowed to do, to the conqueft of the 
•"rench lilands, was fubjeflcd to indifcriminate confifcation. The 
ear of retaliation muft arife, not from our treatment of the cnc- 
nics, but of the friends of the French government. The apprc- 
jenfion ftated is, that in cafe of a reverie of fortune, that goveru- 
nent may treat our fubjccls as we have treated their's. To this 
ift can give no other anfvver, than that the peculiar nature of 
lie war, and the orders tranfmittcd to us by his Majefty's minif- 
ters, lett us no difcretion as to the treatment either of that go- 
vernment or its fupporters. Upon a reference to our fecret 
inftruftions, your Grace will perceive that government to be 
qualified as an ufurpation, having no legal authority, and its fop- 
porters as rebels and traitors. We are directed by an order of 
council to prevent foreigners reforting to the iflands without li- 
cence ; and that order, by a letter from one of his Majefty 's con- 
fidential fcrvants, is explained as " clearly marking the intention 
5f the Britifh governrhenr, to keep out of the conquered iflands 
dl pcrfons whofe principles were in the leaft degree to be fuf- 
>cfted ;" and he adds, '* i hope you have driven out of them all 
>crfons of this defcription." We certainly afted in conformity 
n the policy here laid down in many inllances : — The fubjedls 
»f the French government, or the pretended national convention, 
s it is termed in the proclamation, were, in many inftances, fent 
way, and their eftates fequeftered ; this became necelFary for the 
Ctfurity of thofe iflands, which in all our letters and inftru<Sions 
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had taken fuch mearnrcs a;; Merc tnoft likely toobtaii{a fair price 
for it.- Many of thefe adventurers had been long in the haWt of 
carrying on commerce with the French illands, fwbether illicit 
or legal is not for us to determine) and were deeply conneded 
with merchants and planters in Martinique, who, by their lefift- 
ance to the Briiilh forces, or by difregarding the proclamstioD of 
the I ft of January, iiad fubjefted their property to confifcatioib 
By way ot reminding your Grace of the fource of thefe com- 
plaints, and of the regard paid by the perfons making ihcra to 
truth and candour, we beg leave to fubmit to your Grace's pc^ 
ufal the following extraft from one of the firft rep re fen tat ions fenl 
to this country upon the fubjefl, and which, we are informed, 
was laid before his Maje(!y*s miniilers on authority not to be 
queilioncd.

OUR Mr. only returned laft night from Martiniqiffi 

ijphere he went to fee what could be done in the way of fpeculatioo. 
He found a wonderful coUeclion of people frotti all the iflands, 
but every one equally difappointcd. All the produce on board 
the velFcls and in the ftores, even to the length of powder and 
pomatum (hops, are confifcated. 

I'he fale began with fugar on the loth day. Fine claj'J 
fold from 60 to 67 per cwt. and being captured goods, goes home 
fubjeft to the foreign du^y. — The produce has been all appraiM 
by gentlemen from th^ different illands \ and it is the diredions 
from the Admiral and General, that the agents do not let a at 
of it be fold under that appraifement, fo the full value will be 
obtained, oiherwife it is bought in for the capturers, and it is 
thought the greateft: part will fall into their own hands \ they lb 
mirch exj)ccl fo themfelve?, that the Ihips will be the laft of Ac 
fales, in order that they may buy in what is wanting to cam 
home their produce. After this is all over, the fum of ^^'.250,000 
fterling is to be demanded from the towns in Martinique ; and 
all the produce on eftates made previous to the day of iurrenderrs 
to be made prize of. — Such extraordinary plunder (for we cannot 
^ive it a better name) was never knr>vvn before on the like oranj 
other ocrafion in civilized countries. — At St. Lucia they are t9 
levy immediately the fum of ^.300,000 fterling, in lieu of evert 
thing elfc, and no produce or any kind to be (hipped oiF the ilisnii 
by the inhabitar.ts until this money is raifed ; fo that, indcpt'th 
dent o^ hair tlie ruin of tlic people in both places, n;i payments 
can tliis year be expti'lcd bv the merchants in the EiTglifli illand^i 
who havf very lari^e fiims due to them for neijrocs, &c. fold be- 
fore the V. ur.

Mo man who reads this Ibtter can be at a \ok to iifcavet tfja 
fepotive in which it originated. — After all the reprobation it coo« 
tpins of the conduA of the captors, and the wonderful degree of 
pikUanthropy difplayed for the unfortunate fuiFerers, it mews a 
pretty ftrong difappointment at the ivriter's not being able to dje* 
rive advantage from the plunder he execrates, by gurchafing ii at 
IR inferior price. Jn fhort, if the captors had permitted the ad- 
venturers who wifhed to Speculate in the captured prope^y to 
liave purchafcd it at half its value, the confifcatipn would have been 
ipproved by them^ and the complaints now urged againft us 
vrould never have been heard of. It never occurred to the inha* 
kitants of the iflands that any thing more had been dqne by the captors 
ttan what was ujual in fimilar cafes, or that complaints to his 
kfajefty's minifters would be likely to benefit them, until thefe 
Botions were inftilied into their minds with a view to gratify the 
refentment and promote the interefted views of difappointed 
Brilifh adventurers, — But, independent of the very laudable mo- 
tives in which the reprefentation juft ftated originated, the effen- 
tial parts of it are in p9int of fad totally fal^, — Inftead of all 
die produce in the ftores at St. Pierre, even to the " length of 
powder and pomatum (hops," being confifcated, not a fingle 
ounce of property of any defcription, except the produce of X\}fi 
ifland found in the town, was moleiled. We were fo rigid ia 
enforcing a fix\&. difcipline in the army, that two men who had 
wBbtA in breach of orders, in plunderfng or attempting to plun- 
der fome of the inhabitants of St. Pierre^ were tried by a CQurt 
martial, convidted, and executed. — What isfaid as to all the 
produce of the eftates made previous to the capture of the iflai\d 
being taken as prize, is equally unfounded in fa£t, as not a fingle 
hc^ihead of produce was taken front any of the plantations. — ^^9 
to the allegations refpeding the contributions intended to be levied 
€M) the iflands of Martijiique and St. Lucia, we fhall prefeptlv 
lal^ the liberty of requeuing your Grace's attention to a cori;eft 
ilatement of the faAs. From the inftance we have given of th|e 
regard paid to truth in the reprefc,ntations made from the Weijt* 
Indies, your Grace will not be furprifed at thofe ftatements be- 
ing followed up by memorials from the merchants and agents here^ 
equally unfounded in fa£t, and deflitute of cs^ndour. 

The tranfa£lions which we have hitherto detailed or referred to» 
relate principally to Martinique, that bein^ the only ifland from 
whence the captors have derived any advantage frpm the captured 
property. After the conqueft of that ifland, St. Lucia was the 
next objeA of attack, and was regularly fummoned to furtender* 
The fummons was rejeded. The Britifh troops landed in diSe* 
rent places on the ift of April, 1794, and all the dij^erent forts 
and batteries were completely taken pofleilion of on the fou^h. 

But akhough there was no force on the ifland to make an eifeflual

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refiftance aglinft that Tent to attack it, and the ihhabi|anti Kid 
known for near three months that it would be attacked^ yet every 
refiftance was made that the force of the ifland was capable off 
and no town, fortrefs, or any defcription of the inhabitantii 
either capitulated, furrcndercd, or propofed to furrender upon 
the terms offered in the proclamation of the ift of January.^ 
The ifland being conquered by force, the navy and army did not 
confider the inhabitants as entitled to the terms offered by the pro- 
clamation, but on the contrary » as liable to be treated as enemies, 
and fubjcclcd to all the confequcnces of conqiieft.«-— >Under thii 
imprcflion the navy and army conceived they had a right to treat 
all the produce of the ifland that had been manufa&urcd.and fcnt 
to the town of Caflries (the fliipping port) and alfo that upon thi 

{plantations in the poifeiHon of the agents of the RepubliCi ai 
iabic to confifcation, which, at the time of the capture^ extend- 
ed to a conflderable part of the crop of the yean-^-Some mer* 
chants, who had been appointed by the commanders in chief to 
a6l as piizc agents, fiiggeftcd to the principal planters and oier- 
chants, that it would be a beneficial meafurc for them to ofir 
the navy and army a fum of money to waive their claims to a cos- 
fifcation of the produce ; and that it would eafily be raifed by way 
of affcflment or contribution on the different towns and efiates ia 
the ifland, in proportion to their property or value, and paid bf 
inftahnents at different periods. — Two commercial houfes in Gre- 
nada, that were very much connedcd in St. Lucia, took an SC- 
live part in promoting this arrangement. 

The firft Aim mentioned as an equivalent for the captors waif- 
ing their claims to all confircation whatever was £. 300,000^ 
which fell infinitely Ihort of the value of the colonial produce then 
upon the ifland, — This fum was, however, by negotiation and 
>expIanation, reduced to a moiety, and an agreement was entered 
into by the principal inhabitants for the payment of £• 150,000 
by inftalmcnts (viz J — £. 50,000 in 1794, the like fum in 1795, 
and the remainder in 1796.— The houfes of Baillie and Coi and 
Munro and Co. of Grenada, propofed to come forward as fine- 
ties for the ifland,^ and to give bills on London, dated firft Aupift 
1794, payable at 6 months fight, for the amount of the nrft 
£. 50,000. — This propofal, which held out to the captors the 
certainty of a large fum of money, without the trouble attending 
th<^ feizurc, condemnation, and fale of enemies property, was 
accepted imder the idea that they would experience no further 
trouble or difficulty about it. The gcAtlcnien, who had pnmicd 
to give bills for the money, fuggefled from time to time fucli or- 
ders or proclamations as they thought would be moft likely to 
carry into effe£l the arrangement agreed upon $ but inflesd of tk 
captors deriving any advantage whatever from this planofa.coD* 
Iributioni not a finale (billing ever did or mill cgmc into their

believe a fum of ^.10,000 or ^.12,000 was cblledled In 
ifland in part of the propofed contribution, and towards p^y- 
itof the firft inftalment thereof; but not one (hilling of it was 

received by the captors ; and upon its^ being intimated to us, 

the receipt of any fum of money under the denomination of 
:ribution would not meet with his Majedy's approbation, we

inally acceding to the idea of a contribution, to have been

>rs. — For not content with fecuring the property which was 
rly liable to feizure and confifcation, and afterwards getting 
ived from the contribution which was propofed as the confi- 
tion for reftitutibn, they have loaded us with every Ijpecies ot 
im and r«proach, which the moft rigid exaftion of the con- 
Lition, or the moft general confifcations could have excufed. 
ill the reprefentations made from the Weft-Indies, and foU 
ed up by memorials to his Majefty*s minifters, the intention 
been fubftiiuted for the a6l, and urged againft us as fucb^ 
1 long after it was notorious that the idea was totally aban- 
:d.'-ln doing this the memorialifts anxioufly fuppreded the im- 
ife property liable to confifcation, which Was given up by th^ 
ors, who certainly have the greateft reafon to complain. The 
e of the property found on (hore, which was fairly to be con- 
•cd as prize or booty, was very large. — The captors have been 
auded of the whole of it, by an infidious offerof a contribution ; 
r acceptance of which is afterwards turned againft them, as an 
Jion of the moft tyrannical kind, — In acceding to the idea of 
ntribution, they loft figlit of their real interefts.-^ — They did 

forcfee the fraud artfully meditated to be praflifed upon 
1 ; they did not forefee that, letting the property efcape with- 
any prefent or adual confideration for it, they gave time fbr 
ial and ex parte reprefentations againft them, and gave thofc 
whofe fnare theyliad fallen an opportunity of procuring a re- 
tion of the whole proceedings : by permitting the removal of 
^rize property, the captors furniflied the inducement| at the

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time they removed all ground for the claiiio)ir tint biB baeA rtiU 

againft them. 

The preparatory arrangements gave time to (hip away the fiih 
duce that was the fubje£l of confifcation, and the period ftipufaled 
for the firft payment gave ati opportunitj for a communkSitiei 
with the mother country, fo as to try whether^ by calumny aid 
clamour, fupportcd hy falfehood and mifreprefentationt a difin- 
probation of the mcafure on the part of government could be ob- 
tained. The pjan fo completely fucceeded, that the only refnft 
experienced by the captors from the projeded contribution if t 
heavy expenfe, charged hy fomc of the agents who firft planned 
and then defeated it, for commiflTion and charges, and every fpe- 
cies of opprobrium and obloquy that interefted malice or xefent- 
ment could fuggeft. 

The idea of contribution iirft originated at St. Lucia in the 
manner above dated. It was afterwards fuggefted, that the plan* 
ters in Martinique ought to pay a certain fum in confidenitioD cf 
the produce upon eftates poifeifed by republican agents, or hj 
perfons who had taken an adive part in refi (ling the Britiflifor- 
ces, who rejeficd the terms offered by the proclamation of the id 
January, not having been feized or confifcated. This fuggefiioa 
originated from the fame quarter, and in views of the fame os« 
ture, that produced the plan of a contribution at St. Lucia* 
Various preparatory oiders were iifued, but the memorials pic- 
fented to your Grace feem principally to confine their animadvcr- 
(lons to thofe of the loth and 2 ill of May ; upon which we beg 
leave to fay a few words by way of explanation. 

The ifland of Martinique having been conquered by force, 
without any capitulation or compad having been entered into 
with its inhabitants, we apprehend the whole property of the 
idand became liable to feizure, and at the difpofal of bis Majefty« 
As commanders in chief, we have already faid, that we conceived 
it to be our duty to proted his Majefty's rights ; but in doingTo* 
we did not enforce tfiem to any thing like their full extent. The 
property that was, in fa£l, feized, was confined to the produce of 
the ifland found in the towns carried by affault. It was afterwaidi 
fuggeflcd to us, that if we gave up the remainder of the property 
liable to confifcation, we (hould deprive his Majefly of an oppor* 
tunity of rewarding the navy and army to that extent whkh hit 
rights afforded the opportunity of doing. Anxious to do juftice 
to the fleet and army, and at the fame time defiroiis of alieviatiBg 
the fituation of the inhabitants, who, by their condud, had incurred 
a forfeiture of their property, we liftencd to the propofal of a 
compofition to be r^ifed by way of contribution. In doing thift 
we, perhaps, overflepped the flridt legal line of condud we 
ought to have purfued, as the compofition ought to have been 
popfilied to and received from the proprietors of the property 
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Ikble to tonfifcalion. But it ought to be remeftibered, that it 
waaourwiihto alleviate and not to aggravate the irtuation in 
which the inhabitants had placed themfelvcsy by rejeding tho 
teirms offered by the proclamation of the id January; and by ac^ 
ceding to their propofal of a'contribution^ we were told we ihould 
So that. By the terms ** general confifcation," we muft be un« 
dcrftood to mean a confifcation of the property of the inhabitaiit# 
who had not entitled themfelves to the protedion offered by th# 
proclamation of the id January. In fhort, none of them aC'* 
ceded to or accepted the terms offered by it ; and we believe your 
Grace will find the legal confcquences refulting from that conduct 
placed their whole property in the difcretion of his Majeily* 
7hat being the cafe, we were called upon, as his Majefly's re* 
prefentativcs^ to fecure it> fo far as we (hould deem it confident 
i^ith his royal intention. The claim, therefore, to a general 
confifcation will not be found unwarranted, according to the 
rights of war. So far, therefore, from complaining againd us 
for having dated fuch a right, we think the inhabitants ought to 
cenfider themfelves as favourably treated in its not having been 
enforced. 

The proclamation of the 2id of May was founded upon the 
fame idea as that of the loth. But there is one exprefEon in it^ 
which feems cither to have been mifunderdood or drangely per- 
yerted by the merchants, &c. who have made complaints againft 
us* We mean the part where it is propofed '^ to raife a fum of 
money adequate to the value of the conqued." We trud we are 
jtot to have our condudl decided on by a rigid criticifm upon the 
language of our public orders : that the a£ts done by us, and not 
the phrafeology of a paper we may have figned, will be attended 
to. But if we are to defcend from the dations of general and ad* 
miral to anfwer verbal criticifms, we need only fugged a fmall 
variation in the language of the paper we are fpeaking of, to 
^render it perfedlly confident with the idea fuggeded, viz. that of 
accepting a compofition for the reditution of property liable to 
confifcation. Jf, indead of the words, ** adequate to the value of 
the conqued," your Grace will be pleafed to fubditute the words. 
*< adequate to the value of the property liable to confifcation,** 
nothing will be found in that paper inconfident with our ideas of 
the rights of the crown, and the plan of accepting a compofition- 
upon declining to enforce them. It can never be fuppofed that hf 
the words *^ adequate to the value of the conqued," we meant 
the value of the ifland, and all the property in it. Even the 
gentlemen who complain againd us do not impute to us fo extra- 
vagant an idea. <* The value of the conqued" mud be underdood 
g^ referable to the property, which the conqued of the jfland had 
made the fubje£l of booty, and which the captors conceived had 
t)een conferred upon them by his Majedy's feparate indrudiont 
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to Sif Cliarles Grey. But whether the contribution which Ibde 
proclainalions propofcd to levy was jufl or unjuft, eithar in prii^ 
ciplc or extent, we did not exped that it would now be made a 
fubjeA ot'inqiiiry, as ti'it a ftngle fanhing was cnllefied.' Tbt 

tfO}t& was, in hA, abandoned long before it wu known that 
it Majcftydifapprovi-dof coiitribniioiis; no lofsor injury ofiDr 
kind v/aa in point of fafi fiilbincd by the inhabitants; nor han 
Hiey thenifL-lves exprcllcd any difconteiit or dilfatisfaQion, thou^ 
■dcantage has been taken of ihefc proceedinf!s to load us witk 
even' fort of malevolent niilVeprcrentution and abiife. 

Wc llijU now rtqncll yuiir Cirace's niteiitiun to the memorial 
ftgnt:d hy Mr. '1 hclluiron. Gy way uf imprefting your Grace 
with a jult idea of the candour of ihc mi:morLalin, the firll pan- 
pa ph charges Hs wiih having cxtaiftil jniiilticc and opprtlHui 
towards the inhabitants, wiilunit giving ilic name of any one 
fCTfon that has been injiireii, or inflaiictng a Hnglu fa£l or'tranf- 
ailion to warrant fo Itriinj; ati impiiiatiun. It is not ufual fw 
men in high rerponlihk'litiiatronK to be charged, in general tenn^ 
with the cxcrcifu of injtiltii.'i: and upprcllion, without a found*- 
lion being laid for fiii.ti a cliarpo by a Itatcmcnt of fails, from 
whence it can be fairly dcdiiccd. Here the charge is boWlf 
made nt ihc oiitrcti anil when thi- fnhfcqiii-'nt detail of fat^s {ifanr 
thing (latfd in this paper dtfcrvc-s tliai appellation) comes to be 
examined, it will be I'onnd compul'ivl of cither politive fitlfehoodi 
or wilftil inirreprcfL-ntaflons, It is not a little lingular) thai the 
name of no one inhabitant of Martinique lliould be brought fn< 
ward as having aiitli(iri'/cd this complaint. As to the nippoM 
faffcKiA, whether tliey wire planters, merchants, or traden^ 
whether they were Frcnehmfn, cicoles, or perfons ot' colour,' 
what is the nature or extent uf their lulTcs, and how fullained « 
occalioncd, the incuiorial is totally Ci\vnt. Mr. Thclluflbn lltRV 
that the perfons he rcprcfenls were not adherents io the naiioml 
coDTCntian, nor did iheyoppofe the proclamation uf the ift jaiHK

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to the anfwcr given by the mayor of St. Pierre to our ruirnnan^ 
and the detail of the conquefl of the i(land<:ont2iined in onrptib- 
lie difpatchis. Your Grace will find that the town of St, Pierre 
•was the lalV place taken, except Fort Bourbon and Fwt RoyaL' 
The aid-de-campt wlio carried the fummons to St. Pierre on the 
6th of February, iriftead of being received and liftened to, was in* 
Allied, and not permitted to enter the town, and the mayor gave, 
the watch word for refiftance and defiance. So far were the itihabi* 
tants from being well affcftcd to the Britifli government, that they 
Btianned fome of the batteries near the town, and feveral armed 
vcfTels were under the neceifity'of firing upon the town, to deter 
them from giving further fupport to the adjacent forts, at the 
time ihcy were attacked by the Britifli forces. Their fuppofcd 
quiet and peaceable fubmillion extciided no further than to their 
not engaging the Britiih troops when they entered the town fwonl 
in hand, after having taken the furrounding forts by aflatilt, and 
when farther refiftance would have been fruitlefs. To the alle- 
gation that rtaies the inhabitants reprefcnted by Mr. 7 hclhiUbii 
to have relied with implicit confidence on the fecurity held forth 
by the proclamation of the i ft of January — loofe and general as it 
is — we feel no difticulty in giving a pofitive contradidion, as no 
defcription of pcrfons in the ifland ever intimated, at the time^ 
the moft diftant idea that they confidered, or were in condition to 
confider themfelves entitled to the benefit of the proclamation. 
It was public and notorious to every man in the illand, both 
Britifti and French, that every foot of it was conquered by force; 
but relying upon thefe fads not being fo generally known in this 
country, and encouraged by their coneflions in the Rritilh iflands, 
and thofe which they have recently formed in Great Britain, itU 
not improbable that fome of the inhabitants may have been fince 
induced to authorize thefe falfe reprefcntations, in the hope of 
i>btaining reftitution of the prop«rty which their refiftance to the 
firitiih forces expofed to feizure and confifcation. Not content 
wth ftating the condufl of the inhabitants to have been the dired 
revcrfc of what it in fa£t was, the mfemorialift proceeds to alledgc, 
that all the produce and provifions in the town of St. Pierre^ and 
in fome other parts of the ifiand, was ferzed and fold for the 
benefit of tbe captors. The property that was feized on (hore 
^e have accurately ftated. Not an ounce of provifions was in- 
cluded, except the produce of the ifland, fuch as has been nacned^ 
ihotild be deemed fo. In (hort, the whole memorial is founded 
in falfehood and mifreprefentation. It is neither fandioned by 
names, nor fupportcd by any document or evidence of any de^ 
/cription ; and yet, upon fuch fpurious and anonymous authority, 
we are grofsly calumniated, ^* as having violated Britilh faith 
folemnly pledged, and adled contrary tp all the rules of war, as 
Carried on by civilized nations." 

Whether 
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Whether the terms offered by the proclamatioii of dit ift rf 
January, i794-> are to be confidered as addrefled Id individnab 
onlyt or to the body of the people, is immaterial ; for no in- 
dividual from whom an ounce of property was taken • ever iati« 
mated a wilh to accept the benefit of it until ^fter his place of 
refidence was in poHellion of the Britifh troops.^— His profeffions 
#f regard for, and attachment to, the Britifh govemmeotp might 
perhaps then become vociferous ; but what would have been laid to 
us if we had given credit to the profeffions of fuch men ? Had the 
fame opportunity offered at Martinique that afterwards occurred 
at Guadaloupe, all thefc profefflons would have vaniftiedy and the 
perfons making them have been found amongft the lupportenof 
the invading enemy. 

The fir ft memorial of the Weft India planters and merchaoti 
appears to us to be rather a remonftrancc againft the condud of 
bis Majcfty's minifters than a perfonal attack upon us-^wc there? 
fore confider it as not calling for an anfwer on our parts ; but 
the other, which refers to that we have juft obferved upon, aad 
calls the attention of his Majefty's minifters to the proclamations 
of the ift of January, and the loth and 2ift May^ we confider 
as demanding our attention — It manifeftly proceeds throughout 
upon a fuppofition that the fa£ls ftated in the other memorial 
are true, and that the inhabitants of the conquered iflands bad| 
by their fubmilTion, entitled thcmfelves to the benefits oflered br 
the firft proclamation. We are not much furprifed to find falfe 
allegations and unfounded calumny ftated in a memorial that may 
be fairly faid to deferve the chara^er of anonymous ; but we can- 
not avoid exprefling our aftonilhment to obferve the Weft India 
planters and merchants adopting it. Had they ppfTefled no means 
of afcertaining the truth or falfehood of the matters ftated in it, 
fome apology might be made for their doing fo ; but the OMnner 
in which the iilands were taken being matter of public hifioiT» 
there is no excufe for their adopting a falfe reprefentatfon. It 
was only necelfary for them to refer to the Gazette, to difcover 
that the memorial prefented by Mr. Thelluifon was pofitivdy 
falfe ; but it feems the planters and merchants did not wilh to be 
undeceived, as there would, in that cafe, have been no c«dour fcr | 
their putting the interpretation upon the proclamation of die if 
January, which they have done — His Majefty*s proclni — ""^ 
held out an encouragement to fubmiftion to his arms, not 
ward for a refiftance to them. They do not treat this i 
gs containing an alternative, but as offering unqualified tciflUt 
which the inhabitants of the conquered iflands were to hwe the 
benefit of, be their condu£t what it might, whether tliey fvb* 
mitted or whether they refiftcd.— In this refpeA it is moiB no* 
candid, than the other memorial ; and, in fiatins tl^ domind 
made by the proclamation of the loth and aift Idfj^ it faep 
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pact Vrith it in faiirnefsy by fupprefling the faA, that not cms 
IhiUing was ever colle£led under theoi, and that all idea of con- 
iiibutioD was abandoned many months ago. This fzSt was 
^ually well known to the memorialifta as thofe which they have 
dated, and could Only be fuppreifed with a view to give their 
icomplainr a degree of plaufibility, which a fair reprefentation 
would in no degree have warranted. — All this indultry and an* 
ktety to pervert the meaning of pulilic papers, and to mifrepre«» 
icnt or fupprefs the hfXs requifite to a proper judgment of their 
true operation^ muft have proceeded from a confcioufnefs that a 
fair interpretation of them^ and a candid flatement of all the ma-^ 
Serial fa£ls, would have ihewn that there was jio jqft ground for 
complaint. Taking the complaint in its flrongcll fepfe, when 
the lad is afcertained, it amounts to no more than that the com* 
ktianders in chief, having been under the neceflity of Conquering 
the illands by force, conceived the conqueft to give the cap- 
tors a right to fubiiitute a general contribution for a confifca* 
tion of property, which the condiid of the proprietors had ex- 
pofed to forfeiture, but which contribution had not been paid. 
Had it been fo put, the Inquiry called for «wouId have appeared 
ridiculous. 

/ The memorial from the Liverpool merchants feems of a very 
lingular nature. — It calls upon his Majeily*s minifters to difavow 
principles which were never redticed to pradice, and for a reilo- 
ration of payments that were either never made, o^ I'^ng ago re* 
turned. — Though it gives a falfe colour to what has been in the 
conquered illands, it is not quite fo deftitute of truth and candour 
as the other two, upon which we have juft obferved, and in that 
refpect only differs from them.--^We (hall here difmifs the fub^ 
jcdt of thefe memorials with this (hort obfervation, That if there 
had been any fair and jud ground for complaint, which the me-» 
morialiils could have eilablilhed upon inveiligation fo as to en- 
title themfelves to relief, the courts of juilice would have long 
ago refounded with their clamotirs for redrefs, and his Majefty's 
mtniftcrs would have been the la(t perfons applied to.-«Confci- 
XMis that their complaints are unfounded in fa(^, and their claims 
linfupported by any colour of law, they fubftiiute mifreprefen- 
tition and calumny in their place, and endeavour privately to 
ruin and difgrace the chara6lers of men, whofe condud they 
have not ventured publicly to attack. 

With refpeS to the pcrfonal requcft made to your Grace by^ 
die Weft India merchants on the 12th inilant, as itatcd in the 
minute of the conference fent us by your Grace, we cannot avoid 
obferving> that it falls far Ihort of what is called for by their me- 
morial. That paper rather infinuates than charges mifcondud ; 
but in the prayer of it your Grace is called upon to inftitute gn 
inquiry isto our public coodu£i» ^* in order to afcertain how far

that after xndircfily fuggefting to vour GiacCi (hat the nationsl 
charader and the public jtiArce of the country have been wouad- 
ed by our condudi, nothing more is aiked than a difcvowal'of 
fuppofcd principlcsi which were never rcdaced to praAke^ and 
of the terms of a prochmation which are wilfully milunderftood 
or perverted, for the pnrpofe of giving a colour to the clamour 
raili-d againfl us. In mort, the merchant9» finding that the pn^ 
of their memorial is not warranted by any thuig they have to 
urge againft us, wiAi by indirect means lo pievail upon your 
(trace to advife his Majefty to ccnrnrc our condtiA in the wajr 
mofl difgraccfnland hrimilialrng to us, viz, by a public difavowil 
and difapprobation, not of an nil done by us, but of an inten- 
tion that wun not carrrrd into effed, and which intention is it* 
fclf grofsly mifrcprcfcntcd. Hie merchants have noe Ihewn 
fuch a difpofition of forbearance towards us as to induce your 
Grace to beticve, that if they couli) have prmcd us guilty of mif- 
condudythey wcnild bafe rcforted lo an attack upon an unexecuted 
inti-ntiou, and have confined their applioatioa for redrefs to i 
difuvowul of opinions entertained by m with refpeA to the rightj 
and ptadite of wur. If wc have aAed illegally or unjuftly, the 
courts of juitice arc open to the partifs who may think themfelvtk 
injured ; and, from the (Hrpofiiion fhewn towards us in the ane- 
snorials prefrnted to your (iruce, it is maniftrft that tendernebto 
t)% is not the motive whii h has hitherto withheld the claimants fruai 
fu'king redrefs in the or(rinary way. 

Since our retnru to this conntiy, we have tnailc all the ia- 
quiry in our power with rcfped to thr praAice Mi fbnner warsi 
where any ill^nd or place has been (^aiikd by alTault \ and, inflead 
oi difccrverin^ that wc Ivive exceeded former prafiice with refpcA 
to the fei'/.tuti of b(K)ty9 wc find that we have fallen very far 
ihort of it. )ii hrs IVIajef)y'& frparate inflru<Slions to Sir Charles 
(trey, JircAions arc ^;ivrn wHIi ref)K-dt to the diviliosi of any 
booty that ii)i^;ht l)r taken on fliorc ; and we therefore prefuOMQi 
that it nuifl have bren his Maj city's intention that ftich p ro penji 
as by the ri;;his and prn««)ii:e of w;rr became veiled in the CfOWOf 
Ihoiild be fei/.rd and difiributed between the army and navy as 
booty. We liave always ttnderflood it to be admitted as a general

us at Martinique have been m^d^ in every war for many years 
pad; as for inftance, at Vigo in jypa, at Peyla in 17459 at Se- 

* nend in 17599 at the Havannah in 1763, at Omoa in 178O9 and 
^ lit ot. Euftatius in 1781. The property taken at the laft-men- 

~ tioned place included all the goods and effei^ts, of every defcrip- 
' ^ion, found upon the iiland, except fome inconfideraMe quantitien 
given up to a few individualsi and yet no in&ru£lions >v^re givei^ 
to the admiral and general for making fuch a fei:^ur0. It wa^ 
however afterwards approved by his Majedy, and a grant made 
pf the whole property taken in favour of the,captorSi 

In the conference between yonr Grace and the t^erchquts it 
feems to have been taken for granted, that the proclamations 
complained of by them were inconfident with that of tho ift of 
January. If your Grace will refer to the latter you will find, 
that in the event of the terms offered by it not being acceded to, 
all perfons adling in defiance of it were to be treated ** as cne« 
mieSi and cxpofed to all the evils which the operations of war 
should neceffarily bring, both on tlieir perfons and pofleilions." 
In this predicament were all the inhabitants of the conquered 
ailandsy and confequently all our fubfequent orders ought to bi^ 
^onfidered as iflued againft perfons fubie£t to all the rights anH 
feverities of war. And although yoqr Grace feems to have been 
of opinion, that in exercifing thofe rights we were unauthorifedi 
by any " power," other than the force we commanded ; yet upox^ 
a re-confidcration of the fubjeS, we are perfuaded your Grac^ 
i/fill find, that we poiTeffed all the power vefted in his Majelly as 
ibsrereign of the ftate, who£b force we commanded, .and were not 
only warranted, but in duty bound, to exercife the rights of war 
jn fuch manner as we (hould think moft likely to meet with his 
|bfaje%'s approbation, rirg^rd being had to the indrudions with 

* -which he had honoured us. In the fituation in which we were 
placed, much was left to our difcretiop* His MajeAy pointed 
out to us the objeds he wifhed to accomplifli, but the means 
were left to us ; and with refpe£l to all inferior objeds, they 
were left to our management, without any inflrudions whatever* 
If we have exceeded or gbufi^d the powers delegated to us, wc 
are not only aipenable to his Majcfly in a court .military, but to 
ail individuals in the ordinary courts of juftjce. We afe per- 

, fuaded, that neither your Gr;^ce, nor any othjer of his Majesty's 
xniniftcrs, will think us objefis of cenfure on the ground of mere 
ufiexecyted intentions, evei^ if they ihould be found to have ori- 
ginated in error or miftake. We are convinced, that it never 
occurred to the inhabitants of the captured iflands, that we had 

* treated them with unwarranted feverity, until the idea was fug* 
gefted to them by Britifh traders, who had ii^terefied views to'a^;- 
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fwer. Our condu A was approfed by the princi phatOB nl 
the public officers of the iflands, as jrpur Grace Dpeicdvekf 
the teflimonials which we take the liberty to fubjoin. VarioM 
inirrcprcfentations having been circulated as to the Talue and a* 
tent of the property feized, it is proper that your Grace flKnU 
be informed, that the whole which was taken, both afloat tod 
on (hore (excepting arms and military (lores) produced only 
£. 183,000, our proportion of which, (hould it not be diminiflid 
by claims or litigation, or by dilhonoured bills, will be J^. tl>437 
each. — We trufl your Grace will excufe our having entered it 
fuch great length into the difciiflion of the fubjed, as we confr 
der our perfonal honour, and the reputation we have hithott 
held in fociety, as fenouily attacked.

BY the rcfolvesof the fiiperior council, which I hafe the hau- 
teur to tranfmit to you, Sir^ you will fee that the court, in ap-i 
pointing me coinmiilkry for the purpofc of carrying on a regular 
correfpondcncc with you, has efpecialjy dircAed nne to inform 
you of its opinion on the meafures taken by his excellency Sir 
Charles Grey to fccure the trnnuuillity of this colony. 

The court hat had Tome rcaion to believe, Sir, that perfons^ 
moved by various motives, have endeavoured to throw fome 
blatnt on the operations of his excellency concerning the indivi-* 
duals font away^ and whofe refidcnce in this ifland would have 
hazarded the fafety, not only of Martinique, but of all the 
Wed Indies. The court thinks that it is its duty to undeceive, 
as much as it is in its power to do fo, his Majefiy*s mini(lers« 
that they might not fuffcr themfelves to be impofcd tipon ; and 
this is what I am diredcd to let them know through you. 

The proclamations iirued by the commanders in chief at the 
time they attacked Martinique, and which, probably, had been 

Eenncd agreeable to the dircdions they had, thefe proclamations 
ad beforehand declared the meafures that have been taken fmce 
— full of clemency, while they held forth a pardon to all thofe 
who would oppofe no refiflancc, and even ihclfered them from 
the criminal profecution of the law, for all the heinous and fan- 
guinary adls of which they had been gitilty — they in the mean, 
time had made, however, a fpeciai refcrve, which they declared 

* to be unavoidably fulfilled, viz» the fending away all guilty 
people, and all individuals dangerous to fociety, in a country 

'. where his Majeily's intention was to re-elbblifh the reigaof 
good order and laws. 

So evidently neceflary was this meafure, that it fcems needlcfs 
%o prove it — and indeed of what was compofed the fet of peopU 
of which his excellency Sir Charles Grey lias endeavoured to ex- 
fllecate the colony f Whites moilly (laincd with crimes, ad in- 

' Hfgators or agents uf dedrudlion or conflagration-— people of co« 

Sour entirely loH in guilt ; and ilaves armed againtl their maftcrt. 
[i certaini>y would have tuct the ti^encral wifh, if in each of thofc 
clalibs the public punilhmcni ot fomc of the moft guilty indi- 
viduals had ferved as an exan)plc to terrify the audacity of 
whoitifodver would prefume to involve again the colony w frelb 
dtilurbartces i but by forbearing to put in forCe fuch feverity, ad- 
vantngeot^ ai it was, it became the more necelFary to retriove 
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fo many people^ whoFe impunity could only entice i lend Id 

mil crimes again. Could any tranquillity be expected in ikl j 
colony by forcing the colonics to remain flirrounded by all thoff 
\vho had murdered their relations, their friends; who had^oh^ 
dered and committed to the flames their property, and who wen 
ftill in the fame difpofition of mind? Could the ccmimanden fal 
chief, with the fmall forces they had, preferve under the domiiuoa 
of Great Britain this country, where fo many individtials avonel 
Oill publicly thefe fehtiments, contrary to the new govemmefltf 
and declared) in an open manner, that they expe&ed nothing hH 
a little ailiilance from the convention to be mafters again^ aM 
deliver up the coionids to the guillotine? And Ihould this be 
looked upon as a bareaf!ertion» let the truth of it be judged byf 
rexledion on the events of Guadalotipe. This colony, which hil. 
juft palfed to the firitith government , had been only partly cknd 
as yet of the dangerous individuals it contained-^A fmall ani»* 
ment from the Republic arrives ; the republican chiefs are at fifft 
at a lofs ; they heiitate» and ate almoft ready to quit the ceafti 
but from every point of the ihore they receive information ; thijf 
are apprized of the weakuefs of the garrifon, and of every cir- 
cumitance that may be favourable to their enterprise ; they are 
invited to make an attempt ^ they da it^ and are foon joined bf 
all the perfidioTis enemies which Guadaioupe (liU coilcealed« ana 
by all thofe who had not been removed far enough not to mert 
again at the iirft opportunity. 

What has been the confequence of this ? You know it toe 
well, Sir. By thefe events the fafety of the old and new (iof- 
fedions of Great Britain in the Well Indies has been and is liill 
in peril. 

Tlierefore it is new very evident (for all thofe who are not led 
by particular iiitcreil to think, or to feem to think otherwife) thtt 
far from having exceeded the line of precaution necetlary on that 
point, authori y has remained within it. 

Let us now examine what has been the conduA of Sir Charles 
Grey in the manner of fulfilling thefe mcafures : 

Gnided by th.it love of juiiice which diitingiiiOies him, by that 
goodnefs which is the foundation of his character, lamenting the 
meafures equity and public fafety obliged him to take, hehtt 
negleded nothing to come at the truth. He has taken every 
pollible precaution to prevent private animoOty from harii^ 
any influence on thofe operations ; he has fpared neither hia timc^ 
nor pains and trouble, to difcover the errors into which he night 
have been led. Sometimes, through the apprehenfum of 4ieiiig 
unjufl, he has preferred rather to be lefs prudent, and in thk 
contelV between his opinion and the goodnefs of his heaity tke 
Utter has always had the advantage. With regard to the pio- .

gMM, he has done etrefy thing that vrzi htimandy poffibTe to 
ftnt dfepfWtition Wife f egulatioiis, the exccurton of which 
b&if imni/led to honeft andabfe men, hav^ eflabliflied orddf 
fAat departinent-^haVe contiftualty fought the means of prd- 
-^tion, aAd prepared things in fuch a tnanner, that the intend 
^ of his Majefty on that fubjedl will be> eafily fulfilled wheA 
kbowii.

To his Grace the Duke of Portland, One of His Majcfty's prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State* 

Memorial of the Weft India Planters and Merchants^ 

Sheweth, 
THAT your xticmorlalifts arp under the greatcft alarm for the 
fafe^of ihc Weft India colonics, owing to the prefent weak ftate 

of 
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bf their (tefchce, stnd the very imminent dangers with which ther 
are threatened, both by external attacks aad the internal diilemi* 
nation of French principles. 

That the fydcm of general emancipation) introduced by the 
French among their own negroes, and which they have eodci- 
voured to communicate to all the Britifli iflands, has created a 
Tery formidable acceflion of ftrength to themfelves, as was lately 
experienced in the iiland of Guadaloupe, and that temporary ex- 
ertions of more than ordinary vigour, are thence become necef- 
fary for the defence and fafety of thofe iflands. 

Tiiat your mcir.orialiils cannc/t biit, upon this occafion, advert 
to the rcprefcntations they have fo urgently made to his Majefty's 
fecretary of Aate, dating the confequences which might be ex« 
pedled to refult from the unprecedented conduct of Sir Charles 
Grey and Sir John Jervis, on taking poffeffion of the Ffench cap- 
tured iflands ; which condudl they mud confider as the primary 
and efficient caufe of the progrefs which the enemy has lately been 
enabled to make, whether in the recovery of a part of the French 
colonies, or in the plunder and dcvadation of our own: that your 
memorialids fee in the late proclamations of the French commif- 
fioners not only a confirmation of this opinion, but great occafion 
to dread that tlie violent proceedings of the Britifh commanders 
may be retorted with aggravated fe verity, whenever the fortune 
of war ihall afford an opportunity ; and that it is with deep re- 
gret your memorialids now reflect, that had an early and public 
difavowal of the proclamations and proceedings in queftion been 
made by the Britifh government, a great part of the recent cala- 
mities might have been prevented. 

That from the late public events which have taken place in 
Europe, as well as from many local circumflances in the Weft 
Indies, your mcmorialifts have reafon to apprehend that the

I HAVE received, through Lord Penrhyn, your memorial, 
praying for a (hong military force, both by fea and land, for the 
general protection of the Britidi Weft India iilands, and a fepa- 
ratc garrifon to be Rationed in each illand ; alfo for a public dif- 
avowal of the proclamations iflued during the command of Sir 
Charles Grey and Sir John Jcrvis. 

The anfwcr already given by Mr. Secretary Dundas, and tho 
exertions which have been, and which continue to be, made for 
the proledlion of our Well India polfeflions, render it unneceflary 
for mc to dwell upon thofe parts of your memorial which relato' 
to the military fupplics you require* 

With regard to a public difavowal of the above proclamations^ 
I cannot help referring to my letter to you of the ^oth of April, 
as containing the molt dired^ and conclufive tedimony of the

I HA\'E received your Lordfhip's note, accGmpanying the 
memorial of the Well India planters and merchants, praying 
for a Ur(Mig military force, both by fea and land, for the gencr^ 
proteclion o\ the 13riii!li Weil India iflands, and a feparate gar- 
rifun to be llatloncd in e;ich illand ; alfo for a public difarowal 
of the proclamations iirucd by Sir Charles Grey and Sir John 
Jervi?. 

I feel miicii fatiifadlion in recollefling that at no period, fincc 
the ccmmcnc;-mciit of the war, has there been any deficiency cf 
exertions in fi:n:il]iing the Well India pollellions with fuch i 
fupply of both naval and military defence as the national foKc 
of the conntiy ^vclild admit of; and if at anytime thefe exer- 
tions have not, in all rtfpcdls, had their complete ciFefls, it has 
arifcn from circumiiancts in which it is impoilible to impute any 
blame to his Majeily's minifters. Thefe exertions will be un- 
remitted ; but you are aware that, in fending reinforcements to 
the Weft Indies, the feafon of the year muft of neceflity be at- 
tended to ; and permit me to take the liberty of fuggcfting to 
the confideraiion of the \\ eft India planters and merchants, how 
far fuch frequent public difcullions on their own fuppcfed weak- 
nefs is not calculated to increafe, rather .than diminifh their 
danger. 

I am well av.are that the prefent warfare is, in aimed every 
rcfpe£l, different from any that ever exifled ; and that there is 
too much rcafcn to apprehend, that the objeft of the enemy with 
whom we are engaged is rather a plan of favagc devaftation, than 
of conqueft beneficial to themfelves ; but I cannot admit that fuch 
a plan originated in any of the iianfaclions of Sir Charles Grey 
and Sir John Jeivis ; it being an abfolute certainty that the fyf- 
tem is the natiiral ccnfequence of the principles on which the 
prefent government in France is founded, and exifted long before 
cither Sir Charles Grey or Sir John J<;rvis were employed in ikc 
Weft Indies. 

With regard to the proclamation to which your refer, I think 
it unneceifary for me to add any thing to what is dated in the 
k*rtr from the Dul^e of Portland. It is notorious that -thefe 
procl:;matiorfs v. ere abandcned or annulled almolfas fopn as ihcv 
were i lined ; and it muft be m.ere pretext if fuch life is made of 
therti as yuu feem to apprehend. I objefl, therefore, to the 
piopofition of ilie Weft India planters and merchants, bccaufe

K>wer to be fettered by the longufurpaiion of an an\bitious houfe, 
n the height of your profperity, furprifed Europe 'by the afFefl- 
ng conifaft between its pageantry and titles, and the impotence 
){' its power ; with that government, in (hort, which^ inverted 
vith the fovereignty of the Batavian people. Hooped at the fame 
inie under the domination of a foreign court, and under the ab- 
bliitc will of a miniller who ferved it. 

We fliall addrefs to the national convention, with earneftncfs, 
he decree of which you have made to us the free and friendly 
:ommunication. It will difcovcr in your declaration of the rights 
)f man, in the proclamation of the fovcrpignty of the people, 
ind in the abolition of the Stadtholderfhip, the principles which 
t has long fince manifefted, but of whicii it will never require 
he application in other flatcs, faithful as it will always be to the 
blemn engagement it has made, not to intermeddle in the govern- 
nents of foreign nations. 

Your refoluiions on the re-organ izr'. ion of your army, and on 
:he rc-eftaftlilhment of your marine, will not cfcape its prudence, 
It the moment that you propofe an alliance. The national con- 
tention knows how to value the courage of a people who fought 
eighty years to be free. It will not lofe fight of the talents and 
triumphs of your feamen; it knows what ought to be expedled 
from Batavians on that clement,' where they have fo often con- 
quered for their liberty ; from which they have wrcfted the foil 
they inhabit, and which thus atteits, at the fame time, their va- 
lour and their indullry. 

Iff as we wifli, the treaty of alliance propofcdbythe States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces, and of which ilie requeft ought to be 
renewed by the folemn deputation that you fent to Paris, is ap- 
proved by the government, and confccrated by the convention, 
you ought to depend on the unalterable fidelity of the French Re- 
public to its engagements. You ought to reft alFured of the power 
and energy that it employs to guarantee the independence and 
the liberty of the allies. You will have no more to fear trt>:n the 
wicked attempts of that political ambition and periidy, which,

Sub^anee if a Proclamation to the Dutch People^ from the Pro/vlfional 
Riprefentatives of Holland^ dated 26th March ^ 1795* 

WHEREAS we gave to the inhabitants of Holland, in our 
publication of the 4th of March, a true defcription of the melan- 
choly fituation of the finances of the country t every one mud 
cafily have been convinced of the neceflity of reftoring them, in 
order to extricate the country from the diftrefs in which it is 
plunged, and to defend it vigoroufly againft the threatened attack 
on the part of a nation which feemed formerly to be the friends 
Qf the 3atavianS; but which has already done great damage to 
them, ar>d is now taking the neceflary meafurcs to attack them, 
as an avowed enemy, by force of arms, and to deftroy them en- 
tirely, if poflible. But whereas it is impoflible to refill the enemy, 
if we do not put our army and navy on a refpeAable footing, and 
whereas this cannot be done without fptne confiderable fi|ms of 
money, &c. &c. 

Every inhabitant is therefore ordered to furnifb, in the fpace 
of one month, all the uncoined gold and filver or plate which he 
pofleiTes. Spoons and forks are excepted, as well as medals and 
pcrfonal ornaments, provided thefe laft do not exceed in value 
300 florins. The receipts (hall be deduded from the fums which

WHEN the French, preceded bj vi£)ory, made their e^try into 
the United Pit>vinces ; nvhen they ourriech thither the freedom for 
«vhich they fought, and to which you afpired ; vthflfjr then ilfo 
wiihed it might be eftabliihed among you with propriety; juflico 
is its companion, happlncfs is its end. Prudence reflated thi

Such were the objeAa of its 
jnftitution ; but it forgot thefc, when, in confidering its meetings 
as political, it deliberated on public things, ferved as an inflru- 
ment to the paflions, advifed or exercifed vengeance, violated the 
niles of proceeding, and did not leave to the executors of the poblio 
authority, the care of executing it. If you have objeds whom jot 
ticc demands, let the law pronounce on them ; let the guilty only 
be punifhed, and do not fufi'er the innocent to fear being infolved 
in a general condemnation. Your exidence, fts a poliflied nalioHi 
depends on your refpeA for perfonal fecurity ; your credit, your 
commerce owe to that their exigence ; it is by that you are power- 
ful ; your enemies wi(h to dedroy it ; coniider as fuch, whoever 
makes the lead attempt againd that fecurity which ought to he en- 
joyed in the midd of yon: equality of rights is cdaMifhetl amdng 
you ; maintain it then by yuur fraternity; attack your true ene- 
mies ; equip yourvcirels; let your youths pre fen t themfclves to 
gather laurels on the frontiers. What I are the fortrefles of Bour- 
tange and Bcnthcim Airrendering to the brave and generous troops 
who brought you liberty while you abandon yourfclves to tearing 
in pieces the interior ! 

Irhe French will only feel troubled by your abufes; the!l^ 
principles oblige them to reprcls all adlions of violence; their 
gcnerofity obliges them to prevent perfonal vengeance; their at« 
tachment to the laws forbids them to fuffer any illegal deed; their 
fird wKhcs are not only to fee the people re-edablidied in their 
natural rights^ but to dcdroy the hopes of the aridocnUs and to

It will fuffice only, that it be promifed with guarantee, to fuU 
fil afterwards fuch of the articles, the execution of which could 
not be complied with at prefent. It is but by flow and infenfible 
gradations that the French may flatter themfelves to reftore their 
internal happinefs ^ then no anarchy, no civil war, (hall exift— ' 
the French, reftored to themfelves, become mild, humane, tender 
parents, kind and fenfible friends, and reviving, by their aflivity^. 
agriculture, arts, and commerce, will aftonifh the univerfe both 
by their former fauhs, and by the manner in which they fliall 
have made a reparation for them* — They will not take up arms 
again, but to defend the limits they fliall have acquired by their 
valour, and to which their wifdom will confine them. 

Let fuch a projeft of pacification be fubmitted to all Europe ; 
let its expreflions be duly weighed, and it will be feen thefe arc 
true Frenchmen, who, with the olive in hand, prove they wifti 
the happinefs of the people, as the only foundation of the peace^ 
and would fign fuch articles with their Mood.

J Report on the /i^ion between the Brltijh and French Fleets in the 

I Adediterranean^ delivered by the Committee of Public Safety to the 

I^ational Convention of Frante in the End of Murch^ '795* 

A^ITIZENS, the committee of public fafety has ordered me to 
^*^ lay before you the different difpatches which they have re- 
ceived, relative to your naval force in the Mediterranean. The 
force, confiding of fifteen fail of the line, fix frigates, and three 
cutters, left Toulon on the nth of Ventofe, (March ift) at two 
o'clock in the afternoon. It was under the command of Rear* 
Admiral Martin ; the reprefentative of the people^ Le Tournier 
of La Manch, was on board the admiral's (hip. The chief ob- 
jeA was to find out the Englifli, fight them, drive them from 
the Mediterranean, and reftore a free navigation. Every mea- 
fure had been adopted by your committee, and by the reprefenta- 
tives of the people in the fouth, to facilitate the execution of 
this plan ; and though difficulties have been hitherto experienced, 
the events that have taken place do not induce us to think, even 
now, the execution of this plan is impradicable. Whatever 
malevolence, always eag^r to exaggerate the flighted checks, may 
affirm, the fortune of the Republic is not to be defpaired of by 
fea more than by land. After five days fail, the wind being 
contrary, the fleet came in fight of Corfica. On the 17th, at 
(even in the morning, a (hip of war was perceived coming out 
of the gulph of St. Fiorenzo, and attempting to, double Cape 
Corfica, in order to join the Englifh fquadron, then at anchor 
in the port of X/eghorn. This fhip was.the Berv\ ick, of 74 guns. 
Three of our frigates were immediately ordered to give chace ;

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L*AlMfte» cMiminded by the brave Lejoifle, I lie van, aaA^ 
maniiiivring with great (kill, came up with . the enemy's iil^ 
attacked her with intrepidity, and did fo much daoiage taker 
maih and rigging, that, after a quarter of an hour's engagOMtty 
the Berwick ilrnck her flag in fight of the French fleets whkk 
was then in fi^ll cliace, and was on the point of fuccoiuing the 
attack of the frigates. So glorious a beginning inftjfed the utmoft 
joy into all hearts, and every perfon predidted the moft fucoefsM 
events. The ilect kept on its courfc till the 2^ Ventflfc^ 
(March 13) when divers occurrences took place» which were 
attended with difadrous confequences. In the firft place, te 
Mercure, of 74 guns, was fepa^rated from the fleet in a gale of . 
wind, in which fhc loft her mizcn maft% The admiral's Aipi 
Le Sans Culotte, of 120 guns, was alfo fcparared from the fleet 
on the night of the 23d Ventofc — the caufe of this reparation 11 
not yet known. The deputy L^tourneur and the admirail wcie 
not then on board^ having previoufly gone on board the frigate 
La Fripone, in order the better to obferve and direA the navsd- I 
operations. At length Le Ca-Ira, which had conftantly embaff* ' 
i^fled the fleet by falfc manoeuvres, fell on board the ViAoiiei 
and carried away two top-mafts. The Fnglifh fleet was then in 
fight, and both fleets were ftanding towards the cape of Noli. 
The blunders of the Ca-Ira expofcd her to the fire of the enemy's 
van; during two hours Hie fuftained an engagement ' with the 
whole van. Thf^ frigate La Veftale was then ordered to take 
her in tow, which (he did with equal fkill and courage. SooDi 
however, an erroneous manoeuvre of the Cenfeur, and her eb- 
ftinacy in pcrfifting in it, notwithlUnding the orders (he had re- 
ceived, placed the Ca-Ira in the fame fitiiation t>f daneer fsen 
which (he had been juft extricated, and alfo involved the Genfenr. 
This (liip, which was at the head of the line, had received oideis 
to make fail for the purpofe of feconHing the Veftsile, aind^f CO* 
vering the Ca-Ira, during the period of her being in tow* At 
firft the captain of the Cenfeur took no notice of the order. Tfce 
admiral and the deputy then went on the poop to repeat the er- 
dcr. The captain thought that this ordef had alfo for its objeft 
the taking of the Ca-Ira in tow. In vain did the frigate A*Aie- 
thufe carry an order to him to refume his ftation in The liaet 
The fecond order was as ill executed as the firft. At break of 
day on the 24.th, (March 14th) the Cenfeur and Ca-Ira were fe- 
parated from the body of the fleet, and very near the enemy*! 
rear. It was at half pad fix that a bloody afiion commenced 
between $11 the £ng1i(h fleet and a part of our's, which UflM 
till two o'clock in the afternoon. The Britifh fleet was eom- 
manded by Vice-Admiral Hotham ; it confifted of thirteen &il 
of the line^ four of which were three-deckers, nine frigatee, and 
feveral cutten > the fleet had alfo been joinedi fince its faHiiig 

froo 
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Leghorn, by two Neapolitan fliips of the line. Our fleet, 
It firft, amounted to fifteen fail of the line. 1 he abfence of the 
Mercurs and Sans Culottc, the only three-decker we had, re- 
iHced the number to thirteen. At the beginning of the adion 
jur fleet was becalmed, and rendered uynable to fuccour the Cen- 
ftur and Ca-Ira. The onemy's fleet, on the contrary, had the 
idvantage of a light land breeze, which enabled it to execute anf 
noanoeuvre. It was in this pofition that our two fhips were 
hJMvily canonadcd by three fhips of the line, one a three-decker. 
They returned, however, a furious and well-direded fire. Our 
hMdmoft Ihips now beginning to have the advantage of a light 
wind, the admiral gave the fignal to form the line of battle adem 
of the Duquefne, for the purpofe of refcuing the Ccnfeur and 
Ci^Ira ; here the fame difobedience of orders was manifefted by 
the captain of the Duquefne ; this (hip, inftead of obeying the 
Ggnal, pafled to the windward of the Britifh fleet, inftead of 
placing herfelf between the fleet of the enemy and our two fliips- 
rhe Duquefne was followed by the Viftoire and Tonnant, which 
fuAained the fire from the enemy's line. The fliips, however, 
returned a vigorou^ fire, which did nauch damage to thi enemy. 
Thcfc were the only ftiips that could come into aftion ; the reft 
of the fleet was becalmed, and could neither follow the three fliips 
nor fupport them. During all this time, the Ca-lra and Cen- 
fcur were cxpof(?d to the fire of three of the enemy's fliips, which 
they returned with exemplary courage. They carried away two 
of their main-mafts, and their mizen-mafts. I'he enemy's three- 
decker, however, fo raked tlie Ca-Ira, which was already dif- 
abled, and fo damaged the Cenfeur, that ihe flruck as foon as 
(he had lofl her main-mafl. 

Thus terminated an aftion, in which courage endeavoured to 
repair as much as poflible the errors arifing from want of con- 
duA, inexperience, and obltinacy. The ihips proved that they 
vrcrc defended by Frenchmen, and we ihall foon be convinced, 
i*iat, every thing confidered, the Englilh obtained no real ad- 
vantage over us, though they took two of our (hips. After the 
combat, the reprefentative of the people refolved to retreat, for 
the purpofe of carrying our damaged mips and the Berwick into 
port. The Berwick was found at anchor in the gulph of Juan, 
with the Mercure, which fortunately arrived there after her fe- 
paration from the fleet* The whole fquadron then anchored at 
Hyeres^ except the Viftoire, Berwick, and Timoleon, and the 
frigates Alcefle and Mincrve, which the deputy thought proper 
to fend to Toulon, for the purpofe of putting afliore their fick, 
and repairing their damages. Such are the difpatches received 
from our colleague to the 26th Ventofe (March i6.) 

The courier of the day before yefterday brought us another 
Mter from Letourneur, dated from Hyeres, 2d Germinal

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(March 22] : — Th(i letter informs us of the fafe arrival of it 
fine (hip Lc Sans CulottCy about the fate of which wc were ex- 
tremely wncafy* This (hip feparated in a thick fog, and rhocgii 
chaced by five English (hips, arrived fafe at Genoaj and after- 
wards proceeded to Hycrcs. 

Tiibcau ajid Beflfroy, the deputies, have iflfued a proclamatioa 
in the fouth, calculated to quiet the minds of the people with le- 
fpecl to this combat. 

A letter from Rover, the deputy at Toulon, fays, that one of 
our failors bclt^nging to the Cenfcur, who got away by fwim- 
mingy has brought an account of the finking of the Ca-Ira. 
Other letters to the marine and colonial coromiflion by the civil 
commilTary, and the head engineer at Nice, inform u%, thatlLe 
ihores of that port are covered with the wrecks cf a 74 gun (hip; 
on a piece of m^fl has been difcovcred the letters ///ici— Tbefe 
belong to none of our fliips. I'he culiom of the EngliOi uto 
put the names of their f]»ips on various parts of the ihip. This 
piece of mafl probably belongs to an Englifh (hip ; and as there 
was in the Englifh fl^et a (hip called tiie Illuftrious, of 74 guns 
there is every reafon to pre fume that this (hip, which was much 
damaged in the adtion, has funk, as well as the Ca-Ira. — ^Thu 
the calculation is — 

Loft by the French 2 (hips, (Cenfcurand Ca-Ira.) 
Loft by the Englifh 2 (Berwick and lUuftrious.) 

The Ca-Ira has funk ; the Cenfeur remains in their potTciEon 
a mere wreck ; while we have the Berwick, a new (hip of the 
fame force ; befides the honour of having fought with five (hips, 
a fleet of thirteen fale of the line, which had all the advantage of 
wind, and was beiides reinforced by two Neapolitan (hips. Such 
i» the detail which your committee has received. 

It appears that great fauhs were committed in this cmife, not 
on the part of the crews, who (hewed themfelves full of ardour 
and difciplinc, but on the part of feveral of the commanders.^* 
Into the conduct of thcfe otficers your committee mean to direfl a 
fevcre inquiry. I'hey who have failed in the performance of 
their duty ihall be ftvcrely puniilied ; cowards and inexperienced 
men (hall be difmincd, and their fituations (hall be given to men 
of courage and experience. The fame fpirit of juftice ought to 
ii.duce yon to reward, by a public teftimony of fatisfaAion, fuch 
of the failors as on ^liis cruife bravely fuftained the honour of the 
national Rag ; particularly the failors and officers of the frigate 
L'Alcefte, The aciion which (he mainta^med with the Engli(h 
Ihlp the Berwick, is one of the moft memorable naval aAions of 
vhich hiftor)- ir:a!ces mention.

It is .for attaining; this cnvl tluit the reprefohtatives of the people 
'.idthiTs to the inhahitaikts of the communes the fcheme of tiie 
liibJoinLu table, invitin;; them to carry to their refpe^ive muni- 
cipalities the rcijuilitions which have been made from every one 
individualily r.r ci^llct^lively.

Art. I. EVERY pcrfon living by the labour of his hands, ar^* 
lifts, men of letters, farmers, merchants, mechanics, and bankers^ 
domiciliated in the conquered countries, prior to the entry of the 
French troops, and who may have abfcnted themfelves, arc au« 
thorifcd to return to their homes. 

2. They iliall be immediately reinflated in the pofTeflion of 
their effeds, and the fequeftrations impofed upon thofc efFeds 
ihall be removed. 

3* In cafe any part of their property (hall have been difpofed 
of, they (hall proceed by petition to the central adminiftrations, 
which, after having confulted the adjacent adminiflrations, (hall 
give an account to the adminiftration of the people. 

4« The deputies referve to themfelves the power of pronoun-^ 
cingonthc individual appeals which may be addreffcd to them by 
thofe wlio are not comprifed in the iirft article, after they (hall 
have received the reporl of the central adminiftration, 

5* Nevcrthelcfs, fuch pcrfon^ as may have returned into the 
conquered countries, at the epoch of the promulgation of the pre- 
fent arret, (hall be provifionally re-e(labli(hed on the difpofal 
-of their cfPeds. 



Report by Rewbell to the National Convention ofFraHlfie on the loth 
of Aprils lygSf ^* ^^^ Treaty of Peace concluded with Pntjia, 
(fee the Treaties,) 

AT. length you are on the eve of reaping the fruits of your 
^^ principles. Some of the powers, who appeared to have fworti 
the deftru^ion of a Republic, governed by tyrants and tormented 
by fadions, are now eager to fue for peace, fmce you have proved 
that judice and humanity are the only guides which dire^ all 
your meafurts towards the happinefsof the people* The com* 
mittee of public fafety has followed up your intention of pro- 
curing a partial peace, and now prefeots for your rati(ication the 
treaty which it has concluded with theKingof Prudia. fLoudap* 
flaufis.) We have not forgotten for a moment, that if the with of 
the French people be for peace, it is for a glorious peace, fuch as 
can neither tarnifh their dignity, nor endanger their interefts. 
It was alfo neceflfary to bind, by its own interett to maintain this 
peace, a government which now renews the fentiments of friend- 
Ihip which it never (hould have forgotten. Any other peace 
Vox- III. Ff would 
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trould neither have been folid nor durable ; it wonld ontylaic 
been the (hadow of a peace. You will judge in your wifiloai Oi 
reading the treaty » if your committee has accompiiflied its bbjc& 
Though you have not yet pronounced on the limits of the tern* 
tory of the Republic, your committee has thought it its doty 
to a£l in this refpedl according to the apparent opinion <tf the 
nation ^ but the principal point was to're-eitablifli, and even im- 
prove our external connections. With this view wc thoDgjhlil 
our duty to reltore the commercial intercourfe bettrecn Prnfii 
and the Frencli Republic, and even to extend it^ by l e m of iag 
the theatre of war from the north of Germany. 

The prctpofition for it has been made by the king of Pmffia. 
He will acquire by this a great weight among the ftates of tk 
empire of vvhich he has been the benefador ; and we thoag^C 
it advifable that a power, now become our friend, (houM have 
£rnpreponder:lnce in the circles of the empire, which OEiay be a* 
crcifed to oiur advantage. We are ready and willing to admilf 
that every account proves the Pruffian nation has never allowed 
any occafion to efcape, in the whole courfe of this war, of teftify- 
ing their affeclion and efteem for us ; which even their fuppolei 
intered has not been able to diminifli or alter. 

It muft not be dilFembled that your committee of public lafisty 
has been expofed to all the obftacles which the diftance of the 
place of conference and the diplomatic forms would natmally 
give birth to ; but feconded by the indefatigable zeal of your aoH 
bafTador in Switzerland, it has overcome them all, and he hn 
been afliAed by no other arms than thofe of republican freedom 
and honedy, which end in carrying convidion to all minds. 

This pe^ce, citizens reprefentatives, is not the only one 
tinder the meditation of your committee. Continue to employ all 
your energy and wifdom to deftroy the plots of the malevolciiC- 
The emiifaries of our cruel enemies know but too wdl die 
wilhes of other governments for peace, and endeavour to pieveiit 
them from treating by promoting convulfions among uu 

People of France ! renuiin inacceflible to all perfidious in- 
fmuatiuns of robbers who inflame and' rend the bofom of their 
country ; be convinced that it is thofe who fuflcr vrith the Boft 
conftancy, who will carry us vidorioufly throu^ this terriUs 
ilruggle in which we are engaged ; think on the eternal misfor* 
tunes that may be occafioned by one movement of impatienoe ; 
take the confident and impofing attitude which becomes fires 
men ; fbew yourfclves calm and firm ; depend on tbe courage of 
your repr^ieptativcs and aiTure yourielves of your ourn happincis 
and of thaiftf your moil remote poftenty.

Tallierfs Report to the National Convention of. France ^ on the Ex^k 
cejjiscommitted in Spain, delivered on the ibth of jlpril, 1795. 

*^L70UR committee of public fafety with grief lays before yoi| 
^ the excefles and the crimes which, under the reign of ter^ 
for, in obedience to the orders of our lafl tyrants, have fullied tho 
conquefts made in Spain by one of our armies. Your committee 
knows its duty, and the power with which it is invefled by your 
confidence. But it has not thought proper to take upon itfelf 
alone the remedy of thofe crimes and exceffes, and therefore it 
thinks that a fudden a A of national juftice, which it has framed^ - 
ought to be decreed by the whole of the national convention^ 

The province of Guipufcoa, which is occupied by the army of 
the Eafiern Pyrenees, and the province of Bifcay, adjoining it, 
are worthy of particular interefl, on account of their produdions, 
but more efpeciallv on account of the character of th^ir inhabi-^ 
tants. In the midfl of general fervitude, they have prefcrvcd 
many traces of liberty ; they have conflitutional laws, fome of 
which preferve a flriking refemblance to our ewo» and which ar^ 
one of the mofl powerful barriers which the reafon a^id the cott«> 
rage of the people have preferved againfl defpotifm io favour of 
their rights. You will judge of the general' fpirit of thoft laws 
Vy the tenor of the fecond^ which runs thu$ ;

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<< If any aeent of arbitrary power fhall prefcDt himlelf is 
the province! the firft citizen who may meet him (»ught to oida 
him to retire; if he refufe, he ought to be again ordeiedi and 
if he refiife a third time, he ought to be killed.'** 

Thechara£ler of the inhabitants of thefe countries is as efier- 
getic as their laws. Formed for liberty, and naturally open and 
full of affedlion and efteem towards the people who nght for i^ 
tliey are, of all thofe, on the territories of whom the Repdtdic 
has carried her arms, the perfons who have beheld 01^ appmck 
with the lead alarm. Your committee will preferve fiknce 
to the details of the horrors committed in thefe countries by Ac 
chief miniflers, and by their fubordinate agents: it will hold its 
tongue, tor reafons which your wifdom will perceive, and wl 
confine itfelf to meafurcs of accommodation only* 

In Catalonia, at the approach of our armies, the cities, tk 
towns, and the villages, were deferted; the people fled widi all 
the moveables and goods which they could cany, and burnt thofc 
which they could not take with them : fuch was their terror, or 
their hatred, that they would only deliver to our vidorious phi- 
lanxes a country void of fubfiftence and inhabitants. The peo- 
ple, of Guipufcoa remained, on our approach, peaceable in 
their homes, or elfe they prefented themfelves before us, rejoicing 
in aconqueft which promifed them the reftoration of their ri^ti, 
for it was far from their thoughts to imagine that they would not 
obtain, from a free and generous people, that which the moft 
flavifli and ferocious nations do not rcfufe to the people whomthej 
conquer, namely, the precife execution of the conditions uader 
which they furrender: but the fyftem of blood, of madi^efs, aad 
of deftnifiion, which then oppreiTed France, alio Ipread it&if 
to our conqueils. Behold the details of a part of the crimes and 
excefles which have been committed; — ^it will be diflicult for yoi 
to remain unmoved by the recital. 

The city of St. Sebaftian opened its gates without refiftance^ 
the dates of Guipufcoa were aflembled, and were ofieriag np 
their vows in favour of the French Republic. An arbitrary aa 
fyou (hall know in due time and place from whence it procee d ed ) 
diflblyed them. The members chofen from among thole inhabi- 
tants who had gained the confidence of the people by thdr pa- 
triotifm and their probity, were arreftcd, and fent to Bayonnet 
where they' were imprifoned in the citadel. This ad of defpo- 
tifiti began to exafperate the people, and other excefles concuncd 
to alienate their afFedion. The capitulation of St. Sebaftian was 
fcandaloufly violated : the magiftrates were driven away> and in 
their place were eflablifhed a municipality of men whole leaft 
vice was their immorality ; the churches were fliut, the-priefls 
arreded, and even the religious perfons were dragged from their 
convents^ heaped on carts, and delivered to a picquet of huflan» 

irho 
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ivho made them crofs the conquered .^ountnes^ and conduced 
them to Bayonne, where they were imprifoned and treated in 
the moft barbarous manner. 

You will feci the impredion which this feries of injiiftice, of 
violence, and of atrocity, would make on a people To attached 
to their religious opinions, and renowned for their refpe£l for 
the faith of their treaties. All who poflTeffcd the means of flying 
abandoned their homes, and France was apprehenPive that in 
Guipufcoa, as in Catalonia, (he would have conquered deferts 
only. 

Such was the condu£l purfued in Guipufcoa. Let us fee ho'nr 
Bifcay "was treated. Several columns advanced into the interior «€ 
the country, with chains in one hand and firebrands in the other: ' 
a great number of villages were burned, as well as many towns^ 
among which were Arracia, Oudarrow, and Bcrriatua, fituated 
in vallies in the midd of mountains, where peace till then had in- 
habited. The people of Bifcay faw, for the firft time, the 
French and the Republicans; — did I fay French and Republi- 
cans! — Thofc who committed fuch atrocities are unworthy of 
bearing thcfc honourable titles ; — and they fawexercifed whatever 
ivas mod execrable, in deitru£lion, debauchery, or pillage* 
Wives and daughters were violated, the unfortunate and defence* 
lefs, who on the knees implored their lives, were maflacred; and 
they even carried away and mutilated a pried, and then fent him 
back again. 

Thefe abominable atrocities met with the reward they de- 
ferved. The Bifcayers, who, like the inhabitants of Guipufcoa^ 
would probably have received lis as broilrers, have rifcn in a mafs, 
and we have not now more exafpcrated enemies. They occupy, 
to the number of 14 or 20,000 men, the defiles and the woods, 
from whence they fuddenly fall on our brethren in arms, and 
avenge in their blood the fufferings which their relations have ex- 
perienced. I know, and Kurope knows it as well as we, that 
nothing is impoflible to our republicar; phalanxes, and that when 
you order it, they can cafily, notwithftanding the energy which 
vengeance has given to the Bifcayers, overcome their refiflance; 
but armed for the moft facred of caufes, fliould we fufFer it to* be 
ftaincd with atrocities, and that a few villains (liould render the 
name of Frenchmen execrable among a people who might havo 
blefTed us, if the jufticc of the agents of our government had 
been equal to the valour of our armed brethren? 

If the excefTcs which we denounce to you had not had any 
other cfFe£l than to excite complaints, and to caufe the tears of 
the opprcflbd to flow, they would have been equally criminal, 
and it would have been, not alone for your humanity, but fot 
your good policy, not to have permitted them to go unpMuillicd. 
riicrc isi I know not bow^ curfes which attach to cnj.hv and 
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injtifticcy and winch, fooncr or later, draw down vengeaifce oa 
fhc g'^vcmmcnts under which they have been committed with 
imjMiuiiy. 

Th<; Tame means which have obtained your committee the 
knowledge of the crimes it has denounced^ might have fervedfor 
bringing ihc guilty before the tribunals; but it has rejcAed them; 
it has thougl.r it its duty to give to this acl of national juftice all 
poilible validity. Deeds which have foiled the glory of the 
French name ought not to be expiated by the interpofitiun of a 
part ot the reprcfentatives of the people. The committee thinks 
that it becomes the whole national convention to difavow thcmy 
ami to order reparation. It is in this view that your committee 
propofes to you the following decree: 

The national conveutioni after having heard the report of its 
committee of public fafcty, 

1 . Difavows the cruelties and injuflic? committed by the agenti 
of the late government in the conquered countries in Spain^ 
and cfpccially in the provinces of Gu'p'.ifcoa and Bifcay* 

2. A proclamation Ihall be publifhed, in which fliall be de- 
clared the principles of humanity and judice which ought to 
have been obfcrvcd in the conquered countries^ efpecially in 
Guipufcoa and Bifcay. 

3. The committee of public fafety is charged with the draw- 
ingupof this proclamation. Ic fliall alfo decree topurfueand 
bring before the tribunals the oppreflbrs of thofe countries, and 
ihall caufe to be fet at liberty the inhabitants of Guipufcoa who 

*have been arbitrarily imprifoncd, ai)d who yet may remain in a 
ftale of arreft. 

Thefe decrees were adopted in the midfl of the greateji applauft. 

Charles Delacroix moved, that the report and the decree be 
printed, and tranflated into Spanifh \ and that the guilty expiate 
their crimes at St. Sebaflian. 

This motion was agreed to. 



Trcchmat'ion from the Committee of Public Safdy of the Freneh 
Con'jcntlony to the Inhabitants of the Provina of Guifufcoa. 

THE French people, forced to wage war by the coalition of 
the pov.ers of Lurope againft their liberty and independence, 
.nftcr having driven them out of their territories, were obliged 
to follow them into thcir's, for their own fccurity, and in order 
to iXiWv.w indemnities from them, to which the French people are 
* tiritlcil. — Hut in conquering a territory formerly inhabited by 
their cr.cmii*^, they have not forgot the principles of bumuity 
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and juftice "which a generous and free people ought to bring with 
them v^here they come. This was the reafon of the nationiil 
convention having haftened to difown the horrors committed by 
the armies of the Republic in the conquered countries in Spain, 
^nd particularly in the province of Guipufcoa. The agents of 
the tyranny which has almoft deftroyed France, have been the 
caufe that the name of the French has been tarniihed in fome 
places. Thefe were blood-thirfty men, who carried defolation 
into foreign countries, after they had done the fame Jin their owa 
country. 

The revolutions of the 9th Thermidor, and the 12th Germi* 
Hal, have annihilated the guilty hopes <5f thofe perfidious men^ 
and juftice to all will, in future, be the conftant order of the 
. day. The <!:ommittee of public fafety is anxious to let the inha- 
bitants of Guipufcoa know the decree of the national "conven- 
tion, with refpeA to the injuftice done by oiir former govern- 
ments. They think it their duty to proclaim, in the moft fo- 
lemn n\anner, the principles which guide the, operation of the 
prefent government of France. 

. All the treaties, capitulations, and conventions, concluded be- 
tween the agents of that government, and thofe of the conquered 
countries, ought to be moft religioufly obferved. All private 
property is facred: he who violates it is a robber, and muft be 
puniflied as fuch. The inhabitants of the conquered country 
snuft be governed according to their own laws and cuftomSj and 
no innovation is permitted to be introduced. 

The French people having proclaimed public worfhip, do not 
difturb that eftabliihed in the conquered countries ; the French 
people w^(h that public and religious opinions be refpeded. The 
French people revere old age, proteft infancy^ refpcS conjugal 
fidelity and modefty, and puniih with feverity thofe who violate 
.them. If thefe principles have been violated in a conquered 
country, the mhabitants are invited to find out and accufe the 
guilty to the reprefentatives of the people with the armies^ and 
they may be afTured that juftice (hall be done to them.

really miraculous engagement, where we had only five eng 
againft fifteen, it colt the Englifli the Berwick, 0/74, convi

Orders by General the Duke of Richmond^ 

Brighton^ Jpril 20, i ^95* 
TpHE King having been pleafed, in confequence of the prefent 
-■• high price of bread, to dire£l that his forces, as well in quar- 
ters as in barracks, ihall, from the i8th day of April, 1795. re- 
ceive their bread at the fame rate as it will be furnifhed to them 
in camp, the ufual camp ftoppage of five-pence per loaf is to be 
made from each non-commiflioned officer and private foldier; for 
irhich a loaf of fix pounds weight, and as nearly as poiTible of the 
[ame iquality as thofe delivered in camp, is to be furnifhed tvtry 
four days, and the difference between five-pence and whatever the 
aiarket price of bread may be for fix potinds of bread of the above- 
nentioned quality, is to be paid to the bakers by the paymafter 
iS the corps, and charged in his public accounts. 

In places where it is not ufual, or it may not be convenient 
o bake loaves of fix pounds weighty the commanding officer may 
>rder loaves of other fizes to be purchafed, taking care to obferve 
lie proportion above-mentioned, and that each nun-cOmmiffioned 
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dflF.Cer nrd private foldicr receives in kind one pound and a half of 
bread prr day, and nays no more for it than at the rate of five* 
pence for fix pouncfs, 

The cominunding officer will alfo, if not already done^ divide 
all his men, ( x .^;. thole who are married, into regular meftsy 
from fix to ten or twelve, as nriay be convenient, and fee thatfo 
niii*:h of the pay -is is direfted by his Majefty's regulations to be 
laid out i[i food for the fojdiers, be driAly fo applied. 

''riic ofTiccTs arc frequently to vifit the oieflTes, to fee thai they 
arc properly conducted. 

Ills Miiji lly h:is alfo been further pleafed to (ignify his pleafufCi 
that in confcqucnce of the prcfent high price of provifions, con- 
trads ihoiild be immediately entered into by the commandiflg 
officers of rcgiiiients, for the fupply of meat for their corps, un- 
der certain regulations to be tranfmitted from the fecretary at 
war, fo as that the expenfe of meat to the foldier Ihall not ex- 
ceed four-pence halfpenny per pound* The commanding officen 
will therefore proceed to enter into contrads accord ingly, andlk 
regulations from the fecretary at war will be tranfmitted to them 
as foon as received. 

The Duke of Richmond trufts the foljjiers will fee, that, while 
every attempt at diforderly proceedings will be refilled with vigovi 
and punifhed with feverity, every attention is paid to'their nal ' 
wants, when properly and regularly reprefented through theif 
officers ; and he is confident that thefc repeated proofs of his Ma- 
jefty's gracious attention to their fitaation will animate them with 
frclh zeal for the caufe of their king and country, in which they 
are engaged ; and that each militia corps in particular, jealous n 
its own honour, and lamenting the difgrace which one has brought 
on itfelf, will fee the neceffity of maintaining the moft ftrifl dif- 
cipline, on which the efficacy and credit of any army nuift fo 
much depend.

Declaration of hh Afajcjly the King of Pruffia, to bis Af§fi Hi^ 
Co/icagtiiSy Co- States of the German Empire^ and Alcmbirs rfm 
(krmem'ic Lra^ucy vjith refpc^i to the treaty of Peace comclttAdhi* 
fxeeu him and the Republic of France^ on the ^tb of April^ i79S' 

TJIS MaitPiy the king of Pruffia, &c. finds himfelf now in ifal 
^^ h'jppy iituation of being able to announce to his moft htfhc^ 
Aates of the high and mighty German empire, an events dv 
agreeable and happy confcaucnccs of which fo nearly CQMTO 
3 Ac 
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tbe whole of Germany. The tinccrtain and dangei'ous war, 
which but too long for fufFering humanity has fpread to fuch an 
extent death and de(lru£iion around us, is now terminated on the 
part of his Majefty. A happy treaty of peace between his Majc- 
hy and the Republic of France has been figned, on the 5th of 
April, 1795, at Bade, and has afterwards been ratified by the re- 
focftive cohtrafling parties. This treaty grants to the Pruifian 
ibttes a reftoration of tranquillity and welfare, opens an eafy road 
for the dates of the empire to attain the fame beneficial and hap- 
py objedl ; and already gives to a great part of Germany prote£lion 
and fccurity againfl all the misfortunes and the ravages of the 
ivar. His Majefty, in expefting with the moft jutt confidence, 
the confent and approbation of the whole of the empire, does not 
delay a moment to develope, with the utmoft candour, his mo* 
lives, his fentiments, and his wifhes in concluding peace. 

His Majefty flatters himfelf with the confciouinefs, that zU 
though his condud, in this meafure, has been forced, in fome 
degree, by the imperious circumftances of the time, it has been 
as pure, and his views as liberal and difinterefted as they hav^ 
been hitherto, with refpedl to the great concerns which have em* 
ployed the efforts of all Europe. His Majefty is able, with con- 
fcious fatisfa^lion, to fubmit his conduA to the judgment of hU 
obfcrving cotemporaries, and to that of fcrutinizing pofterity ; his 
intereft in the whole of this war has never been his individual in- 
terefi ; he has taken a part, not from views to his own advantage 
or benefit, but wholly from pure motives of zeal for the general 
welfare, and from patriotic wifhes for the fecurity and deftnce of 
our attacked and oppreiTed mother-country of Germany. 

His Majefty in thefe liberal views, and in the general concern 
of Germany, has not only faithfully and perfeSly fulfilled his 
obligations as a member of the Germanic league, and as a ftate of 
the empire, but has far exceeded his power, by making extraor* 
dioary facrifices ; by the moft unexampled exertions, by ftraining 
every nerve of the powerful body of the PrufTian ftate$« His 
Majefty has carried on a bloody war for three long years with s 

i^reat and choice army, at adiftance from the Pruftian ftates, in t 
oreign and almoft exhaufted territory, amidft flie moft extraordit* 
nary dearth of all neceifaries-— amidft the greateft poifible obftacles 
of every kin^, and fubjcd to an jmmenfe exportation of fpecie 
from his own dominions, in a conteft againft an enemy, powerful 
on account of its forces and its fucceifes in the war. 

His Majefty has employed every means, and exhaufted every 
eflfbrt, in order to remove from the German territories the devau 
Uting torrents, and the enterprises of this dreadful enemy ; and 
at all times has directed his efforts fo as to deferve to be confider* 
ed the protedor and faviour of Germany. Pofterity will un^ 
loubtedly ftiew itf$;lf thankful to the Fruftiaa armiesi for having 
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favcd the German cmpirci in the beginning of this wvi fromtli 
firtl powerful and rapid invafion made by General Cuftinei befoie 
any declaration of war had been iflucd by the empire or any ho* 
(lilc preparation had been made ; when, after that powerful enemf 
had nilhed and penetrated almoll into the very heart of Germany, 
the courageous Pruilian armies, with their wonted difcipline ani 
military iVill, fuccccdcd in driving them from the territories of tk 
empire, in re- conquering from them the fortrefs of Mentz ani 
the opulent town of IVankfort, and in re-uniting and fecuring the 
Cicrniai) empire, which had already been torn afunder. 

Tollerity will bo thankful to thofc troops, who, during three 
campaigns, in which the armies of the allies on the banks of the 
Rhine, on the ris^ht as well as on the left, met with the greatefl 
misfortunes, have always perlifled in defending the banks of that 
river, and have proved themfelves the unfliaken rampart of the 
heart of Germany, which they defended with the greatcft courage 
and perfcvcrance ; and who, wlien pcrvcrfc fortune had loft to 
the allies the United Netherlands, and when the undefended north 
of Ciermany (UxhI open to the entrance of the viAorious enemv, 
liartened to the j>laces where dani^cr threatened in the moll formi- 
dable Ihape; aiul at hl\ fucceeded in faving and fccuring, together 
"with the Wellphalian dominions of his Majefty, all the neigh" 
bouring circles, as well as in defending the countries of the em- 
pire, iituaied behind that new theatre of the war. 

In this fervice of the common caufo of all Germany, thePnit 
fian blood was fpilt in great abundance, and the ftatcs of Pruffii 
totally drained of fpecie, even at a time when the king was partly 
involved in another war, and when the provinces of the other ex- 
tremities of his monarchy were obliged to defend themfelves againft 
the infurrcdions and incurfions of the neighbouring Poles, in 
which defence his Majcfly was afterwards forced to employthB 
remainder of his armed forces. 

Every obfervcr, well acquainted with the real power of the 
Prudian dates and their refources, muft, from the ftrained bn* 1 
very of the troops in the hoflilities carried on, on both (ideSf-in ' 
this depopulating, deiirndtivc, and fatal war, principally at fuch 
a diltance from the Pruilian (btes, have conchided that at lall (he- \ 
very nerves of the body of the Pruilian monarchy woiikl become ; 
veakcned, and the continuation of a foreign and diftant war muft 
at lall become entirely impollible. 

His Majeily has often communicated thcfe circumftances (or 
the inforniation of his high colleagues, the members of theGcr^ 
manic lcaj;nc, and his co-llatcs of the (lerman empire. This was 
particularly done in tlie beginning of lall year, when his Majcftj 
vas obliged openly to Jtc/iur * to the German empirci that it wai

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become entirely impofliible for him fmgly, and wittiout afUftancc, 
to continue to bear the heavy burthen of this war ; an J that if the 
empire would not undertake to fiipply his troops with every thing 
neccflary, he would find hinifclf forced to withdraw his troops 
from the campaign, and to abandon the emfiire to its fate. But 
his juft demands, in this refpcdl, were every where received with 
coolncfs, difapprobation, and even contempt. This ill fuccefs 
of the jull and well-founded claims of his IVlajeRy, tended to dif- 
guil his liberal mind, and he began to meditate on the means df 
extricating his dominions from the dangerous fituation in which 
they were involved. 

At that period propofals of fubfidies were fortunately made to 
his Majedy from the court of Great Britain, which fatisfied the 
claims of his Majefty, and which furniflied him with the means of 
continuing the war. His partaking in this war hitherto 'had al- 
'ways been the difintereftcd refuit of a true attention to all hiscon-? 
ncdtions, and union with the other ftates of Germany, and par- 
ticularly of his zeal to oppofe the deftrudion that was likely to 
be fpread by the faction which at that time was raging in France, 
and to countcradl tiie horrors which the latter carried to the ut- 
inoll pitch; evidently proving his Majefty to have afted merely 
from a pure patriotic attachment to his mother country of Ger- 
many, and from a profound fenfibility, which induced him to en- 
deavour to ilrcngthcn its fliaken foundation, and with all his ener- 
gy to recover its declining preponderance. His Majeily thtt\ 
.embraced the propofitions of Great Britain, and the diftreired em- 
pire continued to enjoy the proteftion of the Pruflian arms. 

The fubfidies, however, were but a very limited relief to the 
efforts of his Majedy in the continuance of the war ; they did not 
continue long enough ; at la(l they difcontinucd entirely, and the 
whole burden of the war fell again upon his Majedy alone, an4 
upon his means of carrying it on. i 

Had his Majefty at that time abandoned the empire, according 
to his previous declarations, to its own feeble defenfive force, its 
fatal dcftiny would foon have been decided, particularly at that 
period when no dawn of peace had yet made its appearance ; whci^ 
every where on the German frontiers, and in the advanced coun- 
tries of Germany, nothing but misfortune was raging ; when 
every where a forrowful conjcdure predidlcd the fate undergone 
by all the dates of the empire beyond the Rhine, and that the 
created part of unprotefted Germany would become fubjcd to the 
lame fate with the Imperial Netherlands, notwithftanding their 
liaving been defended with the mod extreme and energetic exer- 
tions ; and thai the United Netherlands, which at that time were 
threatened in the mod dangerous manner^ would alfo f^U into thp 
jiands of the cont^uerors. 
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The kiog* however, at that very crifis, perfevered as the aAne 
defender of the German empire ; his army marched at one iuk 
to the moil threatened parts, at another to that of the open pam 
of the north of Germany, which latter they fecured agsunft the 
fupcrniimerary forces and the vidorious armies of the advaodog 
cntinv. 

But thefe continued faciifices, the march of a numerous army 
of his Majeity to Weilphalia, and the difficulties of providing 
that army with the fcarce necelfaries, and particularly with coni| 
in territories but little fertile, and totally exhauded, formed the 
lad eftbrt of the PruHian ibte in favour of the war. After i 
continual and immenfe draining of finances from the Pruffian 
territories, which laded for three years ; after an uninterrupted 
warfare, weakening and dii.iinifliing the troops; after the Pnit 
fian territories on the other bank of the Rhine had fallen into the 
hands of the enemy ; the fenfiblc influence of thefe events upoa 
the population, the provillons and welfare of the other provinces} 
rendered the continuance of this war entirely impoflible for iut 
. Majedy ; if it was to he fupported merely by means of hii 
own capacity, and the refources of his dominions. 

And what other remedies were at that time offered to his Ma- 
jedy ; when the empire itfelf even refufed to furnifli provifions 
for the Pruilian troops who were combating for its defence and 
fecurity ? And^even at prcfcnt, when the troops in exhauftcd 
W^phalia ran the rilk oi fighting againd the moft formidable 
enemy, under the difadvantage of an infudiciency of provifions, 
and when the neighbouring and opulent dates, who eagerly wifli« 
cd for defence, far from granting them provifions to iill their 
magazines, even refufed permiflion to export provifions from 
their territories. The extraordinary and monftrous expeniesof 
his Majedy, in confcquence of the re-conquefi of Mentz,* and of 
other extraordinary undertakings, in which the Pruffian army 
alone executed that which was the duty of an army of the em- 
pire, have remained unliquidated, although the treafure for the 
operations of the war of the empire is dedined particularly fir 
fuch objects, and to which confiderable contributions of the Ro- 
man months t (fo called) have been furniflied by the (everal dates

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cf the empire, and which even upon repeated claims of his Pruf- 
fian Majefty, deduding what is due to the fame contributions 
from his own dominions, have yet remained unfatisfied. 

What afliftance in this warfare could his Majefty exped for 
the future from any other power of the allies ? Particularly as by 
the reduftion of the United Netherlands the number of the 
powers combating againft the enemy of the empire, were fo ex- 
tremely diminifhed, and that by this means, the weakeft fide of 
Germany had been opened to them, through which they eafily 
Gould penetrate into its very heart. Every where traces were 
feen of the continual mifcarriage of the arms of the allies, which 
€ven left no hopes for a future poffible fuccefs. Every where 
the moft tptal exhauftion was difcovcred, as the natural confe- 
quence of extraordinary exertions. 

Even his Imperial Majeiiy, upon whom depended the moft 
powerful exertions of the war, havjng in it fuch a manifold prcf- 
fing ^nd immediate intereft, who could, in a more eafy manner^ 
ftjrnifh.ftrong forces, in the middle of laft year, made no fecret 
in declaring * to the German ftates, that he was unable any 
longer to fave that empire, without a particular adiilance in mea 
and money. What refources then remained to the empire, . 
which could expe£l only to be abandoned to itfelf, and to the 
weaknefs of its diminiihing power of defence? This defence, it 
is true, was increafed by a quintuple armament ; but it could 
expeS no greater efFe£l from this meafure, than from the triple 
contribution, particularly fince fo many countries of the empire 
had been conquered by the fuperiority of the French arms, of 
whofe afliftance the empire is now deprived, and fince the prin- 
cipal ftates of the empire are at prefent exhaufted by the misfor- 
tunes and the expcnfes of the war, and fome others are too 
impotent, and in no ftate of defence ; in this war, as well as in 
preceding ones, the experience is confirmed, that the formation 
of the meafures for a war of the empire muft always be deficient 
and weak, on account of its being compofed of fuch a numbec 
of divided parts, in order to form the whole, that it can nevet 
have adlivity fuflBcient without the afliftance of other powers. 
To thefe confiderations, and to others, particularly in confe- 

Suence of the conclufion of lait campaign, where on one fide the 
efperate crifis feemed to threaten the moft dreadful events, was 
added the important event on the part of France, where, upon 
the ruins of the deftroyed fyftem of terror, a mild and moderate 
government was feated upon the throne of power, who iirft dif- 
played their wife fentiments on the neceflity of peace for theic 
country ; this in Germany could produce but one wifh^ and could 
awaken but one defire. 

m 
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When, therefore, after three dreadful years of death and H 
firndlion luive entirely cxhauded the war refources, and hsif 
made all turchcr hopes of fiiccefs vanifh ; when it appears cktr 
and unqiiciHonahle that the powerful hand of Providence hii 
given to the niif^hty liream of cntcrprizes, hoftile to us, fode- 
cidLcl a fuperioriiy, mid rendered all future attempts againft it 
fruitlefs ; and when at the fame time wc fee the enemy not dif- 
inclined to peace ; and when all hopes prediS to us that we cer- 
tainly Ihoiild obt;iin more by means of the latter than by an ob- 
ftinatc continiiati'jn of a dertruclive war; what choice is left to 
us ? Would a wife and hunianc monarch, after this profpefti 
ever proceed in and continue the horrors of a war without any 
object of fucccfs or profpcrity r Have not there been provinces 
enough unpeopled, and filled with mifery and mourning ? Hu 
not futfcring humanity been yet rendered fiiflictently miierable? 

The King oi Pruiha, therefore, declares his fincere wifli that 
reft and tranqiiiliiry may foon be rellored to the Pniflian dates, 
and if pollible to the whole of the German empire. The latter 
has even exprell'ed the fame general wiih, having already opened 
a formal deliberation of the diet of the empire. — Whole circlcsi 
and feveral of the moll diltinguilhed princes of the empire, have 
even applied to his Majefly to make a common caufe with them» 
and to negotiate for a peace. By means of the patriotic zeal of 
a number of ilates, for their own as well as for the gener^il inte« 
rell of the empire, cnfued the celebrated conclufum •of the diet 
of Katilbon, by which the empire, with dignity and moderationy 
exprefles its wilh for a peace, requclting the interference, for 
that purpofe, of the principal head of the empire; and applying, 
fecondly, to his Majefly of Pruilia, in order to invite him to co« 
operate in this important enterprize. 

This co-operation of his Imperial Majefty, in which his Ma- 
jcfly the King of Pruflia was only to be the fecondary, has been 
delayed ; and, on the contrary, all (leps have been taken in order 
to enforce the contributions of the dates to the armament for this 
campaign, however weak and hopelefs they may be ; and it 
feemed to have taken the turn, that notwithflanding the folemn 
declaration of the ilates of the empire in favour of a negotiation 
for peace, it is condemned to continue involved in this uhfof- 
tun ate war. 

His Majefty the King of Pruflia, however, in a war of ttecc 
years, had made the greatefl: exertions in the defence of the em- 
pire, and the greateft facrificcs, in order to procure its welfare and 
fecurity, but has, after this continued experience, found a)l hisef* 
forts fruitlefs. It is impoflible for his Majedy to facrifice his exif- 
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Wnce), 6t to expofe tus €olle6livc ftate^ to deftnidioxi^ in ordec tA, 
'pirtake of experimental and delufive operations in W8r» the belt 
poffible refuh of which cannot be equally beneficial with a pre» 
lent negotiation for peace ; and e^jpeaally when all that regard^ 
nis external and internal interefts, all the. facred. obligations nirhicli 
his Majedy owes to the welfare of hisprovinces, who^ wifbing 
tor peace and tranquillity, demand preflin^ly of his Majefty for 
thp prefent to renounce a war, the progrefs of which 6ui only 
produce irrcpara\>le deilru£iion«* 

His Mnjefty^ therefore', did not luffer the opportunity to paO 
liway of commencing a negotiation for peace to be carried on ai 
Bafle between his and a French plenipotentiary ; his good inten- 
tions iiavc been ble(Ted with a happy fuccefs, and his Majefty is 
now able to enjoy the pleafure of a fovereign — si father to his 
fubjeds ; that by this treaty of peace he has rcftored to his ftatea 
tranquillity and undifturbed welfare. 

To the German empire alfo his Majefty has, in this important 
occurrence, difplayed his patriotic attention and particular care*' 
His Majefty is not in the immediate power of procuring a formal 
and real peace to the empire, for to this would be required the 
principal head of that empire, and a dire^ authority on the part of " 
all the ftates, to give Sufficient legitimacy in the eyes of the 
•French government, and particular inftrudions for the articles of 
the negotiation. In. the meantime his Majefty, from his own 
humane A^ntiments, refpe£ling the deplorable fituation of the em-^ 
pire, ;;nd in confequence of repeated applications made to him 
by feveral of the moft diftinguiihed ftates, has done all that laid 
in his power, in order to. open a road by which the whole empire 
as well as all the fcparate ftates^ might arrive at the pinnacle of 
their wilhcs. 

For this purpofe an -article has been exprefsly inferted in the 
treaty of peace. that his Majefty has concluded with the French 
Republic^ which allows, within three months time, any ftate of 
the empire to enter into a negotiation for peace with the Repub- 
lic of I'^nince, through the mediation of his Majefty. A pecu- 
liar agreement has alfo been entered into between the two con-

known to the other party. Dciepcaux, Dreuzy, and fonie. 
other chiefs, who commanded in the departments of Mayennep 
}^oire, and la Sartho, informed of the peace, came to hiantes, 
and figncd it. Stofilct protired of their ablence to fend a great 
many emiiraries fo the right bank of ttic rivefi in order to-ttX« 
cite commotions ; to prevent the inhabitants froi^t making peace^ 
and to deprive ihc chiefs who had figncd thc'treatyof 'the confi- 
dence which tiiey had hitherto enjoyed. This meafure was at- 
tended with the defired eflcdt. Dofepeaux and the other chiefs 
who returned to the ca|itons, cfcaped death only by rcfuming 
their commands. On this account, their party remained de- 
moted to Stofflet, and hoflllities were continued. 

The peace of Rennes, on the ill Floreal, confirmed what 
CaumVtJn had done in the name of thv army, of Brittany, but 
did not comprehend the other departments, ft was aiiotoriousl 
fa£l that they were riot to lay down their arms until StofI)%t had, 
inade peace. If proofs were wanting, it woiild be ca'fy to prove 
that fincc the treaty concluded with Charettc and Sapinaud, no 
hollilities have been committed in that part of La Vendee which 
they occupy, that the inhabitafus have returned to their habita- 
tions, ancl that they have refunied their former peaceful occiipa.' 
tions. ' I^ was by the vigilance of Sapinaud that 90,000 rations - 
of bread, deflincd for the republican army, clbapcd the rapacity 
pf t|ie robber;;, who were in ambulh to oblai^i poflefliori of it.

Wc acquaint you with the names of the brave Frenchmen 
killed in that engagement — they leave after them families without 
fupport, but with titles to the national benevolence. If theco«> 
lony has enjoyed the firft fruits of their labour, it has been the 
firft to reward it by a public and voluntarv fubfcription in tkeir 
favour. The frigates are now repairing tne heavy damages they 
have fufFcred. We put in requifition all the afliftance to be got^ 
either in men or provifions. It will not be long before they can 
put to fea again* The crews are full of fpirit, and eager to meet 
^atn with the Englifli. We are ignorant what is become of them; 
but we have fent a corvette in fearch of them.

HIS royal and fercne highnefs, the archduke, grand duke of 
Tufeany^ having nothing more at heart than to Tee rc-e(tablifhed, 
in the ufual diplomatic forms, hiscorrefpondence with the Frencli 
Republic, in adding to the declaration made by him, propriomotUp 
the 4th of November laft, nominates his chamberlain, and knight ^ 
of the order of St. Etienne, count Fran9ois Xavicr Carletti, for 
his envoy extraordinary to the governnient of the French Repub- 
lic, and authorifes him, if he obtain the power, to refide at Paris 
in this character, as long as the miffion with which he isxharged, 
in the aforcfaid motu proprio^ (hall render neceflary, giving him to 
that tti'cdl the mod ample powers to treat of every affair relativp 
to Tufcuny, and efpecially for the reftitution and fending to the

^ In the National Convention of France ^ on the i^th of Afar ch 1795, 
the Prejident announced the entrance of Ai, Carletliy Afinijlcr' 
Plenipotentiary of the Grand Duke of Tufcany. Carlettl fhen en* 
tered the Hall in the midfl of the loudefl Applaujcy and having 
placed himfelf by the fide of the Deputies, /poke as follows : 

Citizen Representatives, 
INTRUSTED by the grand duke df Tufcany with a mifIK)r;i 
to you, to endeavour to reftore to the Tufcan government that pre- 
cious neutrality, which unfortunate occurrences obliged it to fuf- 
pend, contrary to its wifhes and its intereft, I regarded this public 
trufl, the firft I ever accepted in the long courfe of my life, as the 
moft highly honourable to a friend of humanity, of his country and 
of France. The day on which I figned a treaty of peace with the 
French Republic was the moft glorious of my life, and the day on 
-which the intelligence arrived at Tufcany, the fignal of univerfal * 
joy. Organ of the fentiments of my country, which is happily 
ilcftined by nature to take no part in the military and- political 
contentions of great powers, it is highly pleafing to my heart to 
be able to aiTure you, that the government and inhabitants of 
Tufcany have always preferved for you, notwith (landing the 
events that have taken place, all the regard which is due to your 
powerful nation. As to myfclf, I will exert my utmoft care 
during the period of my refidence here, more and more to ce- 
ihent the good underftanding which ought to exili between the 
two dates. May the peace now concluded between France and 
Tufcany be an augury of other treaties more important to the tran- 
quillity of Europe, a tranquillity of which it itands fo much \vl 
need.

The Prtjuicnt repiicelj 
Compelled to luivo rccoiirfo to arms to defend liberty attacked 
by a great combinuiion, the French people have every where car- 
ried the (lanJards of viflory into the territories of their cnetnies. 
Their own independence was the only conqueft to which they af- 
pirrd. To be fiec, fuch was their will ; to rcfpcdl the government 
of their neighbours, fuch are their principles; the juftice of their 
caiife, their power and their courage, fuch are the eternal pledges 
of ecuriiy. They are not infatuated with their fucccifcs; but 
they will not allow thenifelves to be deprived of the fruits of them; 
they will not be barren for humanity. They value them fomuch 
the more hi|^;lil}, as they will be the heralds and guarantees of the 
pence of l''n rope, and the happincfs of all nations. The blood 
-which has been ilted will never (lain the laurels of the foldiersof 
the Iv I public ; it vill rcU on the heads of thofe ambitious courtSf 
vhere fome periidious individuals meditated the deitrudtion of a 
generous nation, in order to fubjugatc all the reft. Happy the 
luiiions, \\\wc j;:wernnicnts, frugal of the blood of their fubjefis» 
have been \\ ifc enough not to enter into a league formed by am- 
bition and pride. Some there arc, whom their pofitiony and an 
almoll general impulfe, which they could not refiftt forced to 
break a neutrality conformable to tjicir wiihes and their true intc- 
reils. Such is the government of Tufcany ; but its wifties have 
always bun lor the re-ellablifhment of that neutrality; it never 
pcrleouled ilie I'rench fettled in its dominions; it expelled from 
its bofoni the coimterfeits of our paper currency, fo (candaloully 
protev'lid in other countries.

SINCE the letter which we addrefltd to you on the ad of this 
month) the political and revolutionary movements that the inva- 
(lon of Holland has occafionedi have taken a confiftence^ day by 
day, more folid and important* Thefe movements appear hitherto 
to have been confined to a municipal regeneration ; but they have 
been fu'ccefliveiy extended to the itates of the provincet» and thofb 
of Holland are already rc-compofed. The men whom Pruilian 
defpotifm had e(hibli(hed in office^ againft the national will /and 
by force of arms» are removed^ and replaced by energetic and pru- 
dent patriots ; no violence, no tumult accompanied this chatnge ; 
and no other difference of opinion is manifel^ed thaa in the 
confidence which is given tO| or withheld from different public 
fundionaries. 

The regeneration of the body of the States of Holland is of tht 

freateft importance ; this provmce, the moil confidcrable of the 
Jnion, as it is equal in value to two thirds of the United Pro* 
vincesy has a proportionable influence in the political affairs of this 
Republic ; almoll all the ports depend upon it, and its determina- 
tion in the prefent revolution neceifarily draws with it that of aU 
the other independent provinces. 

This day new deputies of this province take their feats in the 
States General ; thus this body will in a few days be entirely, or 
at lead in a great degree, renewed ; and the French Republic 
may expeft to lay the firft foundation of a folid and unalterable 
union with the Dutch nation. 

The men who compofe the new authorities were, for the mod 
part, in place before the invafion of the Pruilians, and they have 
done no more than re-enter into the ilindlions which have been 
delegated to them according to the legal courfe of their confii- 
tution ; they have all the charaAcrs of legitimacy which were 
wanting to the creatures of Pruffia and the Stadtholdcr. This 
alfembly has for its prcfidcnt citizen Peter i^aulus, formerly mi- 
nider of the marine, a warm patriot, who was removed on the 
invafion of the Prufiians, and who upitcs to a pra£tical knowledge 
of the maritime rcTources of his country, experience in her no« 
litical relations with the powers of Europe. His colleagues, like 
himfelf, perfeAly accudomed to public bufinef<, appear to us 
equally capable of contributing fuccefsfully to an union of the 
intereds of the two nations, and of powerfully fecnnding the 
common efforts that we ought to make againd England. 

Their intention is to put afide all quedions, which tend to 

alter their prefent conlUtution, (the dadtholderate excepted, 

^ ' which 
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which they rcjefl) until a more tranquil time (hall permit tk 
Batavian people to i\\ their attention upon this matter, and to 
make the retbrm which Ihall appear to them convenieat. 

The powers grantcil to the deputies fcnt to Paris are about to 
be aboliihcd, together with the regimen of 1787 ; and by and by 
they will bear no pubhc charadlcr at Paris. We annouoca to 
you alfo that we have mode a proviflonal application to the State!

Sir, ffar Office, March 14, 1795. 

IT has been rcprefented to the king, that notwithftanding the 
orders conveyed in the circular letter from this office, dated the 
21ft of laft month, officers raifmg corps, or recruiting for rank, 
conceive themfelves dill at liberty to pay large and unlimited 
fums to perfons for procuring recruits ; by which means not onlf 
the immediate objedl of the orders referred to is virtu:>Ily defeated^ 
1)ut an encouragement is continued to a fet of people, (moft of 
them not in the army) who, under the pretext of recruiting, ait 
guilty of pradiices equally injurious to the king's fervice, and oi^ 
fenflve to the laws ; condu^iing themfelves at the fame time ia 
fo artful a manner, as to render it extremely difficult to briiig 
them tojuftice. 

His Majefty, upon ferious confideration of the feveral circum- 
ftances laid before him on this occafion, has been pleafed to fignif; 
iiis commands, that it may be notified to all officers raifing corpis 
or recruiting for rank, that the payment to any perfon whatfoevcr 
of a higher fum than fifteen guineas on account of a recruit enliil- 
ed for general fervice, and ten guineas on account of a recruit for 
the fencibles, will be confidered precifely in the fame light as if 
fuch higher fum had been given to the recruit himfelf ; and the 
officer convided of paying the fame will forfeit hiscommiflion.

ALTHOUGH his Imperial Majefty has been' difappointcd 
with refpefl to the conduft of the king of Pniffia, who feilt 
liis minirter, Hardenberg, to Bafle, where the well-known fe- 
parate peace with France was concluded, without the concur- 
rence of the ftates of the empire, his Majefty, the emperor ^ 
in order to comply with the willies of the empire, is biifily 
employed in taking meafures in order to obtain the accomplifh- 
tnent of that obje6t alfo; and notwithftanding the prefent dif- 
turbances in France, and the crifis to which the affairs in that 
country are come at prefent, fcem to w^arn us not to be too 
bafty in a negotiation for peace ; his Majefty aflures the ftates, 
that he conftantly has this important objeft in view, and that he 
continues his endeavou'rs, in order to comply with the general 
ivifhes of the ftates of the empire. 

His Imperial Majefty, however, repofes fo much confidence 
in the ftates of the empire, as to hope that, with refpedt to a 
peace, their conduft will be diredled according to the eighth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of peace of Weftphalia, and to the refolu- 
tion of the empire of the 30th of April, 1793. That they 
•will remain united according to the conftitutidnal laws of the 
empire, fo as not to feparate from the Germanic league, and 
zealoufly to continue the armaments for tbe defence of the em- 
pire, without which neither a reafonable nor a folid peace can 
be expefted.

'T^HE committee of public fafcty, after hearing the report, of 
•^ the commiflioner for foreign affairs, on the application 
made by the conful of the United States of America, for the 
relpafe of certain individuals, EngUfli, Americans, and fuppofed 
Americans, taken on board of Engliih (liips, the greater part of 
them now detained at Brell — 

Confidcring that the detention of thofc pcrfons, and efpccially 
of Engliih tatnilies, is contrary to the 23d article bf the treaty 
of 1778, fince they were taken on board of fliips belonging to. 
the United States; coniidering that the rcleafe of citizens of 
the United States is the natural confequence of the good intelli- 
gence that fubfiils between the two Republics, orders as fol- 
lows : 

I. The pcrfons named in the annexed lid fhall be imme« 
diatcly fct at liberty, with their wives, children, and domef* 
tics. Orders of rcleafe fliall be expedited for each of the head* 
of families. They fliall mention the number of perfons coni- 
pofing tlieir family, and the number of their domellics. 

II. Excepting citizens James Conccling, Philip Van Don« 
ton, and James Wilkinfon, all the others fliall be bound to 
quit France as foon as pollible. To this end, they fliall avail 
thcmfelves of the firft fliips that fail. Their orders of releafe 
Ihall ft and in the room of paiFports. « 

III. The conful general of the United States at Paris fliill 
be invited by the commiflion for foreign affairs, in the nane of 
the committee of public fafcty, to facilitate the execution of tha 
preceding article. 

IV. The commiflion for foreign affairs fliall fend a copy of 
this order to the commiflion of marine and colonies, the com** 
jiiiilion of civil adminiflrationi the police, and courts of judicoi 
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rtich of which fliall fte to the execottott of it io as.&r at dKjr'aie

Speech of Merlin of Douaij in the Name of the Commiitet rf 
Public Safety f to the National Convention of France^ Jlprll 231 
1 795, previous to the Introdu^ion of the SweAJb Amke;ffadmrm 

BEFORE the 9th Thennidor (Julv 27, 1794) it was laid in 
this tribune, that you ought only to negotiate through the 
mouths 'of cannon. Returned to be yourfelves, fince that tiim^ 
you have been permitted to manifeft your own thooghtSy 'aad 
you have more than once folemnly proclaimed your refpeA Sen 
all the diplomatic inftitutrons, which preferve the rights of oiao- 
kind. Your committee of public fatety, therefore, will not aft 
contrary to the fpirit which has animated and direded you, in 
now propofing to fix the manner of receiving foreign amhiiflBH 
dors in the bofom of the national reprefentation* 

Till the prefent timet the powers friendly to the Repnbiic 
fent to us only charges d^affairesy refidents, envoys, or miniflen 
plenipotentiary, with whom there has been no queftioo of eti* 
quette, fraternity alone having induced them to difpenfe witb 
forms. But there is a difference between them and ambaffih 
dor^i properly fo called, which requires fome diftinAion on your 
part. Minifters plenipotentiary, and ftill more, envoys^ cefi* 
dents, and charges eTaffaires^ are regarded only as the "T^tM**- 
torics and the bearers of powers for the ftates in whole aaoe 
they ad. The charader of an ambaflador is more elevated; 
he is the true reprefentative of the government which fends 
him; and as the government which fends him alwm repsefents 
the nation, which it governs, it is only in this laft analyfis^ as 
reprefentative of the nation, that an ambaflador can prefent Um- 
felf. It is the efiablifhcd cuflom among governments to give to 
ambafladors, in the ceremony of their reception, a ftate chair^ 
which is placed oppofite to the reprefentative of the fovereign, 
and in which he iits even in delivering his fpeeoh. Govern^ 
mcnts have always coniidcrcd as a particular mark of attention 

ani 
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and refpe£^i the fending $o them an zmhdffstdot. Kepuh\it$4 
above all, have ever attached a great value to it; and, for this 
reafon, France has generally maintained ambaifadurs in Switzer- 
]and> in Holland, and in Venice. 

At firft fight, thefe diftindions may appear trifling; but, 
when we confider that tjiey exprefs the degree of confidence, of 
attachment, or of refpeS, that nations mutually teftify for one 
another, it appears indifpenfable to maintain them, at lead, till 
by the confent of other governments, other rules may be efta- 
blifhed. Your committee of public fafety has, in confequence, 
charged me to propofe to you the following plan of a decree: 
The national convention, after having heard its committee gf 
public fafety, decrees- 
Art. I. In receiving the minifters of foreign powers in the 
bofom of the national reprefentation, (hofe whq (hall be invefled 
with the charader of ambaffador Ihail be feated in a chair op- 
pofite the prefident, and (hall fpeak fitting. 

II. There (liall be fixed, for his attendant?, raifed feats, on 
right and left. 

III. The preceding article (hall apply in common to all the 
minifters of foreign powers invelled with the charadler of mi- 
pifter plenipotentiary. 

IV. The prefident, in anfwering an ambalTador, or other 
n^iniftcr, fhall give him the fame titles contained in his letters 
cf credit. 

Thefe decrees were adopted.

It is agreeable to me, citizens reprefentatives^ to 
have to maintain and ftrengthen that union, by the candour and 
loyalty of which we will reciprocally give example. May peace, 
the fource of the true profperity of empires^ foon crown the glo- 
rious fuccefles of France ! May all the governments, whatever 
they may be, have a mutual refpe£): one. for the other,, and ceafe 
to be rivals, except in judice, wifdom, and generolity ! At laft, 
may the French, that intrepid people, now above the paffions 
reprobated by morality, philofophy, and politics, offer to man*' 
• kind the new fpedacle of power re-united* to virtue. (Loud 
applaufcs.) 

The President (Boissy D'Anglas) anfwered— 

Baron Eric-Magnus Stael of Holilein, ambalTador extraordinary 
from Sweden ; the univerfal applaufe which has delayed my an* 
fwer fufficiently (hews the ferftiments of thofe who furround you. 
You fee with what fatisfadion we receive in your perfon a 
friendly nation, with which you come to renew our angient al- 
liance. Participate freely with us in the firft emotions of our 
hearts, and in the enjoyment of the mod touching fraternity. . 
The generous refpedi which you have (hewn to the reprefenta- 
tives of a free people, to the natural and imprefcriptible rights of 
nations, do honour to the government which you reprefent ; they 
are worthy of making an epoch in the hiftory or liberty. It 
is Qur duty folemnly to acknowledge, that Sweden has not 
waited for our fuccefs to manifeft the beft difpofition towards 
' the French Republic. No ; long before, viftqry, faithful to 
the ciufe of freedom, had began to cut the knot of the coalition 
which attacked us ; at the period even when the greateft dangers 
feemed to threaten us on every fide, the Swedifli nation, we 
know, praifed our courage, and fecretly prayed for thofe "tri- 
umphs which we have fince obtained. It did all in its power 
for us, under a king, who wifhed to Ihew himfelf perlonaliy 
our enemy, without being prevented by the fea'r of deftroying, at 
the fame time, the beft interefts of his country. 

A chief more worthy of the taflc had fcarcely taken the reins 
of government, when we faw him haften to break, the bonds by 
-which Giuftavus the Hid. had laboured to attach the Swedes to 
the league of our enemies. He has fince always repelled, with the 
fame honefty, their corrupt manoeuvres and their infolent menaces; 
and as his attachment for the French nation is unalteredy the

i^hom you reprcferit, that it will carefully ftreiigtheii again ov 
ancient bonds, and re-eftablifli on the bafis of reciprocal mixtj 
all the advantages which ought to refult from the cobmion pm- 
perity of the two nations. 

With regard to yoiirfelf, perfpnally, Baron Stael of HoUlcini

Speech addrejjed to his Excellency M. Barthelemyy ^mbqffadgr jf 
the French Republic in Smtzeriand, by Chancellor Ochsy in Fti» 
fence of the Secret Council^ and in the Name ff the State ^ Bffie^ 
January iidy i^jf^^. 

Your Excellency, 
%€ nnHERE is a Switzerland wanting to France, and a Fnin(!e 
■■• to Switzerland." It is in this manner that one o^ the ic- 
prefentatives of the French Republic expreflcd himfelf towards 
us, and it to this principle, marked with the ftamp of a ibund 
policy, that the two nations are long indebted for a great part 
of their fuccefs and profperity. It is indeed allowed to fuppofe) 
that without the Helvetic confederation, the wrecks of the an- 
cient kingdoms of Lotharingia, Burgundy, and Aries, wouM aot 
b^ve been united to the French dominion ; and it ia bud to be« 
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fisve, that tvithout the powerful diveriion and decided interfe*^ 
reoce of France, they would not at laft have fucceeded in ilifling 
the Helvetic liberty in the cradle, or in caufing the deftiny of our 
political exigence to retrograde. 

However, the truth of this falutary principle has perhaps ne* 
ver manifefted itfelf with more evidence, than in the courfe of 
the memorable events, of which we were for fome years paft the 
peaceable fpeSators. But it belongs to hiftory to reveal one day 
to an impartial pofterity, the reciprocal relations of the caufe anqi 
eflPed which fubfifted between thefe events, our neutrality awl 
prefervation. Perhaps on a future day this fentiment of natur^ 
juftice will be admired, which, in making us to abhor all foreign 
influence in the choice of the modifications of our forms of go- 
vernment, forbid us by this very obje£l to fet up for judges of 
the mode of public adminiftration of any (late whatever. Our 
fathers have not cenfured either the grand feudatories of the Ger* 
xnanic empire, for having lowered the Imperial power, nor the 
royal authority in France, for having kept in awe the grand feu« 
datories. They have fucceflively feen the States General rc|prt* 
fent the French nation ; the Richelieu and Mazarin feizing upoQ 
the abfolute power; Louis the XlVthdifplayingby himfelf the 
ivhole power of the nation ; and the parliaments pretending to 
partake, in the name of the people, of the public authority. But 
they were never heard with a rafh voice, arrogating to themfelves 
the right of calling the French government back to fuch and 
fuch a period of its hiftory. Their wi(h was the happinefs of 
France, their hope its unity^ and their fupport, the integrity of 
its territory. 

However, what inclination the Swifs may always have had to 
tread in the fteps of the founders and prefervers of their libertyt 
it mud be confefled, that more than once it was fpared, in thofe 
moments of exalted paflions, to fee them deviate from fo fure ji 
road ; and if they have efcaped this fatal danger, the public oph» 
nion, although tottering and divided on fo many points, unites 
itfelf, in order- to attribute the honour of it to your exceliencjT^ 
and to the faithful and zealous companions of your impostai|t 
exertions. 

To blend amiablenefs of temper, the franknefs of probity^ 
and the modefty o£ true merit, to the firmnefs of the man of 
the public, jealous of the dignity of his place, and the honoiiir 
of his country ; to conciliate a prudent temporizing with the ac- 
tive rapidity of the events, and the confiderations due to our rela- 
tions, multiplied with the rights of a regenerated people, who are 
more than ever fenfible of the value of their alliance ; to prevent the 
perfidious or exaggerated infinuations either of malevolence or iiu 
trigue, or of a blind and inconfiderate patriotifm ; to allay by the 
hope of the indemnities^ which the confederate jultice prpmifes^ 

Q^^ a the 
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the rentimtnt of facrificcs of all kinds, againft which public trea- 
ties or authentic a£ls fccmed bound to have given protcAion : this 
is the fnblimc art which your exccllchcy has difplayed in your mi* 
nillry, to maintain peace, remove all difliculticSy calm refentmenrSi 
heighten the hopes, and draw pure and unimpeachable magif- . 
trates round a finglc rallying point, the fcrupulous obfervation of 
a free neutrality. 

Happy to become habitual witncnfcs of virtues fo dear to all 
hearts, the fccrct council of the town and canton of Bafle, in the 
name of our lords the burgomader and coimcil of this Republic, 
has the honour to beg your excellency favourably to accept of the 
alTurance of the rcfpcdful devotion and very lively eagernefs in 
anticipating the wifties with which each of us is fincerely anima- 
ted. The refidence of your excellency in our town announces 
a confidence which we know how to appreciate. ' It was under 
the walls of Baile that, 350 years ago, were formed the tirft ties 
which united our fate to that of France; and it is within the 
walls of Bafle that, at this moment, for the firft time, the two 
Republics folemnly yield to the efFulion of a foft fraternity. If 
we may believe the confoling reports of uncertain renown^ ano- 
ther allimilation of ancient times and our days prefents itfcif to 
all minds. It was alio within the walls of Bade that was con* 
eluded the famous pence, which terminated the laft bloody con* 
tell the Svvifs had to fuilain for the facred caufe of their inde- 
pendence. May a peace of this kind foon add to the glory of our 
country 1 Through a fatality which confounds the reamn of man» 
war was always neccllary tor the foundation of liberty. But it 
is only peace confoliJaies it by the true difplay of its energy; 
it is peace ennobles it by the pra£lice of virtue; it is peace em- 
bclliflies it by the charm of all the arts, and makes it to bo 
worfliippcd by feeling and generous hearts. How charming it 
is to prefent the olive branch of peace, when one's brow is giiC 
with the laurels of vidory ! Mcxieraiion in the conqueror chains, 
fortune to his car, and the (Irength of the enemy is lefs.tobe 
dreaded than the dclpair of the vanquilhed. But the im- 
portance of fuch great concerns as thefc makes us exceed the 
limits of our million. Let us dill have the permifllon toaflcof 
your excellency the precious continuation of your kindnefs and 
benevolence, und alfo your powerful interference in all well* 
grounded claims which this {late or its citizens may be likely to 
addrcfs to tlic fuprcmc authorities of the illuftrious French Re* 
public*

I RECEIVE, with fo miich the more gratitude and fcnfibility, 
the cxprrflionsof fcntimcnts you plcafc to bcHovv upon inc, as I 
have already the knowledge of your atTcdior.utc fiiciuKhip in my 
behalf, the fume a.s I hope you have, that of my dcfirc of fcrving 
you, and my conllant folicitude for your concerns. It will be 
dill morf animated, magnificent lords, through my Hay in ytnir 
town. The nearer I am to you, the more I will endeavour to 
draw upon you the attention of the I'rcnch Republic. 

Since I lived in your country, circmnlianccs iin<;ularly difUciiIt 
have circumvented the laudable Heveltic body ; hut the profound 
"wifdom which has chara<JU*rifcd all its ileps, has made them 
hitherto to furnuumt thefe very dilhcultics; and certainly, by per- 
fevering in ihefe principles, it will contimie to enjoy the calm of 
peace, imtil the happy period which will reflore it to the univerfc; 
and they will attain it, under the blelfings of the w6rthy people 
they govern, with the confidence and due coniideration of the 
1 rench nation, atid of all Europe ; and with the certainty that 
poderity will admire the behaviour they held in thefe critical 
times, and which (o many means have been employed to make 
the cantons depart from the maxims which they inherited from 
their ancedors, the prudence of which is confirmed by the cxpc* 
rience of ages.

ExtradJ of a Letter written to the Committee ofPrtklie Serfity hy the 
Envoy of the French Republic at f^enice, dated Venice the 14/i ^ 
Afarch, 1795. 

A SECRETARY of the fenatc has announced to me the nomi- 
•**• nation of M. Alvise Querini, as refident from diis Re- 
public, to the French government, in quality of neble^ This 
title may appear extraordinary to you and requires explanation. 

It is a conftitutional maxim with the Kepublit of Venice, 
that it (hall only have two kinds of diplomatic agents^ ambafladors 
and refidents : the fird are always chofen from among the nobles, 
and the fecond from among the citizens* The nobles are veryjea- 
Jous of their right to being appointed to embafiies, which lead to the 
higheft honours in their own (late. The number of embaffiesb 
fixed, and they do not wi(h to diminilh them. To Ruflia tbej 
fent an ambalfador, but it pleafed Catharine to fend to themooly 
a refident, and it was confequentty intended here, to (end to tte 
.court of Peterfburgh in future, a citizen, under the lame titfei 
Of this the emprefs was informed : (he made it known that (he 
would receive none but a noble, and the fenate fettlctt this point 
by fending M. Fofcari, he who is at prefent at Con(bmtinopk^ 
with the title of noble, which was fubflituted for that of amhaib- 
jdor. 

When it was refolved in the college to name a minifter to die 
]Prench Republic, infteadof M. Pifani, a difcu(fion aiofe oa his 
title ; and the greateft number of members being of opinion thtf 
they ought not to change their fyftem on account of the aaaiSQnlP 
Paris, it was agreed that M. Querini (bould these take.dbelitk 
of noble, under which he will prefent himfelf to you. .-He is or* 
dcred to depart in a jnonthi and he is making preparations not la 
exceed that term.

It however feU 
dom happens (owing to the great prclFure of bufinefsi efpecially 
at the commencement of a war) that caufes can poflibly be pre-* 
pared for hearing immediately upon the expiration of the timf 
lor the return of the monition ; in that cafe, each caufe muft 
peceflarily take its regular turn : correfpondcnt meafures muft b4 
taken by the neutral mafter, if carried within the jurifdiftion o^ 
a vice-admiralty court, by giving a claim fupported by his affida- 
|rit, and offering a fecurity for cofts, if the claim ihould be pro<» 
jiounced grofsly fraudulent. 

If the claimant be dilFatisfied with the fentencc, his pro&ot 
(enters an appeal in the regiftry of the court where the fcptenc^ 
Uras given, or before a notary public (which regularly lliould b# 
entered within fourteen days after the fentcnce) and he afterwards 
japplies at the regiftry of the lords of appeal in prize caufes, which, 
4$ held at the fame place as the regiftry of the high court of admi- 
ffalty, for an inftrument called an inhibition, and which ftiould bt 
taken out within three months if the fentence be in the high court 
of admiralty, and within nine months, if within a vice- admiral;^ 
«i>urt; but may be taken out at later periods, if a reafonabl^ 
caufe can be alledgcd for the delay that has intervened. This ine 
ftrument direfts the judge w^hofe fentence is appealed from to 
proceed no further in the caufe ; it dircfls the regitter to tranfmit 
a copy of all the proceedings of the inferior courts ; and it diredli 
Ih.'; party who has obtained the fentence to appear before the fu* 

J yerior tribunal toanfwer to the appeal. On applying for this 
nhibition, fecurity is given on the part of the appellant to th# 
amount of two hundred pounds to anfwer cofts, in cafe it flioiild 
appear to the court of appeals, that the appeal is 'merely vexa- 
tious. The inhibition is to be ferved upon the judge, the regif- 
ter and the adverfe party and his proftor, by fticwing the inftrument 
under fcal, and delivering a note or copy of the contents. If the 
party cannot be found and the prodor will not accept the fervice, 
the inftrument is to be ferved " i^us et modicy' that is, by athxihg 
ix to the door of the laft place of refidence, or by hanging it on 
^hc pillars of the Royal Exchange. 

That part of the procefs above dcfcribcd, which is to be exe- 
cuted abroad, may be performed by any perfon to whom it is 
•ooaoailledi and the formal part at homs U executed by the officer 
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of the court* A certificate of the fervice it indorfed upofi lit 
back of the infhumcnt, fworn before a furrogale of the fuperior 
court, or before a notary ptiblic, if the fervice is abroad* 

If the caufe be adjudged in the vice-admiralty court, it a 
ufua<« upon entering an appeal there, to procure a copy of thtt 
procecdint^s, whicli the appellant fcnd^ over to his correfpondeDt 
in llngl.ind who carries it to a pro^lor, and the fame Itcpsait 
taken to procure and fnvc the inhibition as where the caufebas 
been adjudged in the high court of admiralty. But if a copyef 
the prcvecdings cannot be procured in due time, an inhibitius 
may be obiained by fending over a copy of the indrument of ap- 
peal, or by writing to tlie correfpondent an account only of the 
time and f\iblhince of the fentence. 

Upon an appeul, frelh evidence may be introduced ; if upoa 
hearing the cuufe the lords of appeal fliall be of opinion, thattht 
cafe is of fueh doubt, as that further proof ought to have beta 
ordered by the court below. 

Further proof ufually confifts of aflidavits made by the aflei^cJ 
proprietors of the goods, in which they arc fomctimcs joined by 
their clerks and others iictjnainted with the tranfadlion^ and vritli 
the real property of the goods claimed. In corroboration of thefci 
affidavits may be annexed, original corrcfpondence, duplicates of 
bills of lading, invoices, extrads from booJcs, &c. Xhefc papen 
mull be proved hy the aflidavitsof pcrfons who can fpeak of their 
authenticity ; and if copies or cxtra<^ts, they fliould be collalcd 
and'ceitiiied by public notaries. The affidavits are fworn before 
the magid rates, or others competent to adminiiler oaths in tht 
country where they arc made, and authenticated by a certiiicatt 
from the.liritilli conful. 

The degree of proiU' to be required depends upon the dcgHt 
•oi fufpicion and doubt that belongs to the cafe. In cafes of 
lieavy fufpicion and great imirortance, the court may order what 
is called '< plea and proof," that is, inftcad of admitting affidaviti 
and documents, introduced by the claimants only, each party il 
at liberty to alledge in regular pleadings fuch circumftances as iWf 
tend to acquit or to condenui the capture, and to examine wifnefti 
in fuppoi t of the allegations, to whom the adverfe party mxf 
adnuMillor interrogatories. I'hc dcpofition of the witnefles lit 
taken in writing ; if the witnelles are to be examined abroad»a 
comniiilion i lines for that purpofe ; but in no cafe is it ncccBsff 
for them to come to England. — Thefc foletnn proceedings ait 
not oticn re for ted to. 

Standing conuniiiiDns may be fent to America, for the geocial 
purpofe of receiving examinations of witnelfes in all cafis what 
the court may tind it ncceiiary for the purpofes of juftice^lod^ 
crcc an inquiry to be conduced in that manneft 
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With rerpe£t to captures and condemtiatlons at Martlniooi^ 
which are the ftibjeds of another inquiry contained in your-nbtet 
we can only anfwer ta general, that we ar^ hot. informed* of' Uie 
particulars of.fuch captures and condeipoations ;: but^as we know 
of no legal court of admimlty efta.bliihed at Martinico, we aim 
clearly of opinion that the legality of any prizes taken thciv 
muftbe tried in the high court of. admiralty of England upoa 
claims given in the manner above defcribed, by fuch perfooa at 
jBiay think thcmfelves agerievjed by ihe faid capture* . i

On Thurfday the iid of jfanuary^ 1795, Earl Fitzwllllanij Lcri 
Lieuunant of If eland j opened the Parliament of that kingdom v/ith 

the following Speech* 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 
IN obedience to his Majefly's command, I refort to your coun- 
^ cilsat a period which, in a peculiar manner, calls (or the wit 
dom and energy of parliament. 

His Majeily's determination is fixed ; as long as he is fupport* 
cd by his faithful fubjcds, he never will be wanting to them or 
to himfelf ; his Mnjelly has nointercft but that of his people ; 00 
views but tor their happinefs; noobjedl but their general fafetj. 

The uniform tenor of your condud has demonftrated, that yno 
will not only be defirous, but zealous to fecond and emulate the 
magnanimity of a fovereign, formed to lead a nation that has ever 
been as firm to affert its liberties, as affedionately devoted toa 
government which maintains its own authority, for the fole pur- 
pofe of fupporting thofe liberties. As you are thus cordiallt at- 
tached to that fovereign, and to the conftitution which it is Us 
glory to protc£t, I have to announce to you, with true fatisbc* 
tion^ that you will hear with equal pleafure, the intended mar- 
riage of his royal highnefsthe Prince of Wales, with, the Princefi 
Carolina Amelia Elizabeth, daughter of his mod illuftrious high- 
nefs the duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh ; a princefsof that 
illuftrious houfe to whofe mild and conftitutional fway thefe king- 
doms nre highly indebted for the bleflings they enjoy ; this mar- 
riage promifcs the perpetuation of the fame bleflings under ths 
fame houfe, 

I have it alfo in command to inform you, that his Majefly hat 
concluded a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, with 
the United States of America, in which it has been his Majcfty's 
objcA to remove, as far as poflible, all grounds of jealoufy wi 
mifunderflanding, and to improve an intercourfe beneficial to both 
ftates. As foon as the ratification of'this' treaty fhall have beet 
exchanged, and I fhall have received a Copy of it, I will difefiit 
to be laid before you, in order that you itiay confider if it will be 
necellary to oiake any provifions for c4rryii% into effect 41 treaty, 
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in whieh the commerce of this kingdom is fo materiallf and ex* 
tenfively interefted. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe t{f Commons f 
I have directed the' eftimates for* the public fervice^ and the 
Hate of the public accounts, to be laid before you. 

His Vlajefty has that alFured confidence, grounded on a long 
' and uniform experience of your loyalty, and your zeal for his fer* 
vice, and the good of your country, that I think it unneceflary to 
prefs you, in any particular manner, to make a provifjqn ade- 
quate to the prcfent awful fituation of aflFairs. 
" It is with pleafure I acquaint you, that the provifion will, in 
fome degree, be facilitated by the circumftance, that, during ihe 
cxiilence of fuch a war as the prcfent, the public /revenue, toge- 
ther with the commerce of the kingdom, has kept up, and" has 
even been augmented : advantages which are due to the care and 
vigilance of our fovereign, in the general prote^ion provided by 
' him for all his fubjeds. 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 
I earnedly recommend to yon a continuance of th^ laudable 
. pains you have coniUntly taken to cultivate all your ^Qmedic 
advantages in commerce, in manufaAure, and in fuch pub* 
' lie works, as have appeared dire£led to prornote thofe impor- 
tant obje3s. Thefe are the true foundations of all public reve- 
nue and public (trength. Your endeavours have had their fruit. 
The great ftaple manufafture of thjs kingdom has incrcafed be- 
yond the mod fanguine expeftation — ^an advantage principally 
owing to the condant fuperintendance and wife provifions of the 
parliament of Ireland; and next to thofe, to the aifurcd, liberal^ 
and moft merited ertcouragement, which it- receives in the rich 
and extenfive market of Great Britaiu'-^a circumftance tending to 
cement the union, and to perfect the harmony, which happily 
fubfifts, and I truft will fubfift for ever, between the two kingdoms^ 
Attached as you are to the general caufe of religion, learning, 
and civilization, I have to recommend to your confideration the 
ftate of education in this kingdom, which in fome parts will ad- 
mit of improvement,' in others may require^fome new arrange- 
ment. Confiderable advantages have been already derived, under 
the wife regulations of parliament, from the proicftant charter 
fchools, and thefe will, asufual, claim your attention : but as thefe 
advantages have been but partial, and ascircumdances have made 
other con fiderarions, connected with this important fubjeft, high- 
ly neceflary, it is hoped that your wifdom will order every thing 
relating to it, in the manner mod beneficial, and the bed adapted 
to the occafions of the fcveral defcriptions of men, which com- 
pofe his Majeily's faithful fubjcds of Ireland.

The dl& 
turbers of the peace of Europe will fee, that, bound indiflblubl|r 
together, in intereds — in principles — and in afFe£lion» Great 
Britain and Ireland difregard their nienaces, and are determined^ 
binder Providence, to check the courfe of their exterminating an^ 
bition. 

If any thing could be wanting to complete my fatisfadiion ^ 
this happy and aufpicious commencement of my adminidration, I' 
ihoiild find it in the flattering terms in which you exprqfs your 
approbation of my principles and pad condu£i, and in the gene* 
^us confidence with which you anticipate future benefits to be 
derived to this kingdom from my loyalty to my fovereign, and 
from my inviolable attachment to the rights and liberties of the 
-people. 

The dake which I have in your country, you naturally con- 
clude, ought to bind me, in a peculiar manner, to its intereds; 
but fuch confiderations are languid and cold, indeed^ when cocB'^ 
pared with the ardent defire I feel to recommend myfelf, in this 
new connexion which I have formed with you, to the approba« 
tion, the edeem, and the afiedtion of the whole of Ireland. 



On Tuefdajy Afarch 24Jh, 1 795, h!s Exetllency having come to the 
Houfe of Lords in State^ the Right Honourable the Speaker di' 
livered the following Speech from the Commons. 

THE Cotxmions attend your excellency with their fupplies, 
ivhich go to the utmod extent of every edimate and defire laid 
before them by his Majedy 's mimders, and are mnch larger than ' 
have ever been granted in any one feifion ; but it is their detei;- 
mined refolution, at all times, to dand or fall with Britain, and 
that refolution is now, if poffible, dill more drengthei^ed by every 
circumdance of foreign and internal confideration in thefe cvent- 
lul tianes.

and oiBcers, is the admiration, and will be the iaivation of this 
kiiigdoni. 

It is owing to the unexampled profperity and growing le- 
fources of the nation that they have been enabled to raife the large 
fain which they now offer to his MajelW, without laying much 
burthen on the people, or lefTening thofe bounties and (pecu- 
niary encouragements under which our trade and manufaAures 
have increafed and arc increafmg ; and the fame caufes have 
allowed them, ainidfl thcle liberal l\i{>plieSy to gratify his 
IVIjJLlly's paicrnal b-Micvolcncc, and their own anxious feelings, 
by iclicvin^nll the poorer cl:iiies from the tax of hearth-money. 

Satisfied, however, that thofc rcfources and that proffkrriry 
cannot be permanent without an cffcctu::! attention to. the fo- 
briety of the people, to their morals and peaceable fubordi- 
nation to the laws^ thev have bv an arrangement of duties, 
which promifes a!fo an increalc of revenue, relieved the brewery 
from all red rid ion of taxes, fo as to give it a decided advan- 
tage over the (illlillcry, and thcrebv dilcourage the too fro 
quent or immoderate xifc of fpirituous liquors — a meafure 
which mxiil conduce to fohriety, tranquillity, and content, and 
under which the people, encouraged to regular induAry, and 
the confequeht acquiiition of wealth, muft feel the blefiingsof 
the happy conflitution under which they live, and cheri(h and 
preferve it from all change and innovation.

fafe to the liberties of the people of Great Britain, than the ty- 
l-annicaly capricious, perfidious, fecret, intriguing, and r^filefs, 
ancient monarchy of France, or than any other monarchy 
they could there eftablifli : but, even if I were of a dircft op- 
pohte way of thinking, I would not be guilty of the grofs in- 
juftice of attempting to force a monarchy upon them contrary 
to their inclination.

ilrong declarations of delirc to negotiate, recently made by his 
Majeiivs intimate alhv the Emperor^ as head 6t the Germanio 
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body, and (erioufly maintain a doubt of that capacity to negotiate 
"which fo many powerful and independent ftates have acknowledged, 
and to whofe decilion his Majefty has added the acqui^fcence, and 
in a manner the authority of this country by a late mifSon to the 
continent to negotiate an exchange of prifoners. For we hunibly 
conceive that a nation cannot abfolutely be thought incapable of 
maintaining the accuftomcd relations of peace and amity, which iS 
treated with as capable of preferving and performing the ftipula- 
tions which may be entered into for the humane and civilifed 
purpofe of alleviating the rigours of war. 

That we humbly beg leave to afliire his Majefty, that in thus 
anxioufly recommending a fpeedy negotiation for peace, we da 
not merely contemplate the general* advantages which this coun- 
try always derives from a ftate of repofe and public tranquillity^ 
But as we have feen with grief (whilft we have been occupied 
in confidering the capacity of the prefent government of France 
to treat) fucceflive defertions from that general fyftem of alliance 
on which his Majefty and his people chiefly grounded hopes oi 
fuccefs, fo if this reluQance to treat fliould continue, we cannot 
now help anticipating with poignant regret the eventful mo- ^ 
ment when Great Britain may be reduced to the fad alternative of 
either providing for the expenfes of all the allies, or of fingljr 
maintaining a protradted and deftruftive war in a caufe not origi- 
nally her own, and in which this country was embarked with the 
aflurances of the adive and zealous fupport of almoft every Eu- 
ropean power. 

That it is with confidence we therefore truft, that his Majefly's 
gracious and benevolent mind will be imprefled by the feparateand 
combined efl^e<Ss of thofe powerful confiderations which we the 
more anxioully prefs upon his Majefty, as we approach his throne 
under a fincere and irrcfiftible convi£lion, that the fenfeof the na- 
tion with whom his Majefty is engaged in hoftilities, as well as 
the difpofition of its prefent government, affords no unfavourable 
opportunity for negotiation ; and that an ardent apd uni^erfal 
wifli for the reftoration, on fair and honourable grounds, of the 
bleilings of peace openly avowed by many of youi; Majefty's al- 
lies on the continent, pervades with equal influence the minds 
of your Majefty 's loyal, faithful, a^d afFeSionate fubjefls at 
hpme. 

The addi'iji was negatived ^ by a majority o/" 53 againji 8. 

On Saf%fdayy June the 2jth, 1795, hh Majefty went in State to 
the Rouje of' Peersy and delivered the following Speech from 
the Throne to both Houfes of Parliament. 

My Lords Qnd Gentlemen^ 
'X^HE zealous and uniform regard which you have ftiewn to 
-*- the general intcrefts of my people, and particularly the 

3 Prvi'e 
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prudent, firm^ and fpirited fupport, which yon liave continudi 
to afFord mc, in the profecution of the great conteft in which 
viL are dill unavoidably engaged, demand my warmeft acknow- 
ledgments. 

The encouragement which my allies muft'deriTe from the 
knowledge of your lentiments^ and the extraordinary exertions 
vhich you have enabled me to make, in fupporting and aug- 
menting my naval and military forces, afibrd the means moft 
likely to conduce to the reftoration of peace to thefe king- 
doms, and to the re-eftablifhmefit of general tranquillity, on a 
fecure, an honourable, and a lafting foundation. 
Gentlemen 0/ the Houje of Gommonsy 

I have to return you my hearty thanks for the liberal and 
ample fupplies, which the refources of the country have ena- 
bled you to provide, beyond all former example, for the va- 
rious exigencies of the public fervice. 

I have alfo to acknowledge, with peculiar fenfibility, the re- 
cent proof which you have given me of your attachment to my 
perfon and family, in the provifion which you have made for 
fettling the eftablifliment of the Prince and Princefs of Wales, 
and for extricating the Prince from the incumbrances in which 
\t was involved. 

My Lords and Gcnthmeny 

It is impoflible to contemplate the internal fitnation of the 
enemy, with whom we are contending, without indulging ai) 
hope that the prcfent circumftances of France may, in their 
eiie£^s, haften the return of fuch a ftate of order and regular 
government as may be capable of maintaining the accuftomed 
relations of amity and peace with other powei-s. 

The iflue> however, of thefe extraordinary- tranfadions, if 
out of the reach of human forefight. 

Till that defirablc period arrives, when ray fubjedls can be 
reilored to the fecure enjoyment of the blemngs of peace, I 
fiiall not fail to make the moft effedual ufe of the force which 
you have put into my hands. 

It is with the utmoft fatisfa£lton that I have recently re* 
ccived the advices of an important and brilliant fuccefs ob- 
tained over the enemy by a detachment of my flect> linder the 
able conduft of Lord Brldport, 

I have every reafon to-rely on the continuance oCthe difBn- 
guiihcd bravery and condudi of my fleet and armies, as wril 
as of the zeal, fpirit, and perieverance of my peoplflttirhidi 
have been uniformly manifeftcd through^ the whole 'courfeof 
this juft and ncccflary war.

Captain Rkm, of 
the Beaulieu, alfo informs me, by letter of the ad inftani, of hb

I HAVE the honor to acquaint youifor their lordfhip's iafoniiatiot% 
that Sir Sydney Smiths with the (Kips under bis cooimandi joined oie 
on the 8th inttant at noon. About three o'clock on the moming. of 
the 9th we difcovered thirteen fail coming; from the northward along 
fhorc» I made the fignal to weigh ; the iqnadron weighed* and gave 
chace, the wind being off the land, and the enemy's veflels running 
along Ihore to the fouthward. About fix o'clock the Metampus got 
near enough to fire upon the headmoft IrelTels, but they all» except a 
cutter, >vhich efcaped round Cape Carteret (our gun boats not bein|p 
arrived at the rendezvous), got dole in (here, under a fmall battery» 
protedled by their armed veifels, a brig, and lugger. I made the fig# 
nal for the boats, to afTemble on board this (hip, for the purpofe o^ 
boarding them, and worked the Melampus in to cover the attack^ 
foon foUowedby the other (hips as they came up, firing upon theene* . 
my's battery and gun ve(rels in fucceflion. The enemy foon aban- 
doned their ve(rels, and the boats of the fquadron boarded and g«t 
them all off^ except one fmall (loop, which was burnt, the tide having 
left her. About this time the battery ceafed to fire. I beg to tadce 
this opportunity to acknowledge the alTiftance I have received from 
the zeal and adivity of the captains under my dire^on upon all oc« 
calions, and particularly upon the prefent ; and alfo to obferve, tbae 
the manner in which the lieutenants of the different (hips boarded and 
brought off* the vefTels of the enemy, does them infinite honour at 
officers, the firft lieutenant of the Melampus bearing a confpicuoui 
part ; and the boats crews and different (hips companies a^d with 
their ufual courage. 

The accompanying is a lift of the killed and wounded on board 
the diflferent (hips, and alfo a lift of the veflels of war and convoy 
taken.

ON the ^d inftant» I removed my head qnarten to thia place* By 
this difpofition, which I had previou Ay announced to yoor^Royal High* 
neis, i am nearer the fcene cf our prefent operations. 

The feverity of the weather has increafed ; and the intenfe cold of 
the 3d and 4th induced the enemy, on the latter day* to paTs the Waal 
near Bommel. Having driven in our advanced poftsf they again took 
poffeffion of Tuyl. General David Dundast however» thought -lie 
ihould be able to defend Metteren, and to check the further pn^reltof 
the enemy ; but the advanced pofts of the Hefliansy neareft to geneml 
Dundas's pofition» having alfo been obliged to fall back, I *gRcd with 
the other generals to fend orders to generals Dalwick and Dandai to 
unite their fbroes immediately, and at day- break of the jfthi to make a 
vigorous attack on the enemy, and to fpare no efibrts to drive them 
acrofs the Waal. General Dundas probably found the enemy in too 
greaf force to venture the attack ; but about ten o'clock he was himfejf 
attacked at Geldermalfen by a large body of the enemy's cavalryi ipp- 
ported by their tiraiUeurs.

ackj with lofsf beyond Gelder Malfen. 

Nothing can exceed the condufl of lord Cathcart and tlu»la regt 
nents on this occafion, though I am forry to in&mr your Ri^ 
Mighnefs that they fufiered confide rably. I have as yet received ai 
return of their \ois, which I btrlieve amounts to one hondred and fiity 
killed and wounded. It is with the greateft concern that I mnft add* 
that amongft the latter are lieutenant- colonels Boiler of the a7tht ani 
Alexander Hope of the 1 4Jrh) whofe wcundsi I fear* aie veiy di^ 
gerous.

I HAVE hitherto been unable to acquaint )foui that about two in tlie 
mftemoon of the 4th, the enemy attacked our poft at MetcreO) about 
a mile in front, where half of the ^\6. regiment, with a picquet of 80 
cavalry, and two curricle guns, were polled ; their number and 4ifpo« 
fition to furround the pod foon made it neceflfarv to fall back on the 
other part of the regiment, which was fupportcd with two howitzeis. 
In this movement they were hard preflcd by a large body of the enemy^ 
hulTarsy that gallopped along the road with great vivacity. The 
troops having beforenand been in an alert (ituation, the village of G«l« 
dermanfen was foon covered by the 4 2d and 78th; and the 33d took 
its place in the Koe of defence, and the other troops "were in seiervif 
€ux the oppofite dyke of the Lingen» the river bein^ completely fcojcen, 
and pauable every where. The enemy ftill pericvering in. theif au 
tack, advanced on the vi'laze both in front and in ifank : but after a 
great deal of mufquetry firing for above an hour, weie^ every where 
lepulfed by the fteadinefs of the troops, and letired upon. Meterii^ 
thoug^woody and enclofed groundL

1 LOSF) no time in acquainting your Royal Plighnersy chat the cne- 
my this ATiy^ having eroded the V^aal in confidcrable forccf attacked our 
line at feve ral points of it': one column pafled at Pannerdcny and was 
imm diately rr pulfed : anotlier paiFed near Ghenti and, after maintain- 
ing itTclf for a Oiort time, was likewi e checked; a third paflrd near 
Nimrgucn, and, in conjunt^tion with two or three columns who 
crofTed iKtwcen ThicI and Fodewaart, attacked the whole of our line 
on that (ide. They forced the'Auftrians to abandon Huefden^ and re- 
treat acrnfs the Leek, and obliged the Hanoverianiy with general 
Coates'ft brigade, and fume Auftrians, to fall hack upon Leoti which, 
upon their arrival, they fnund occupied by the enemy^ and, in confc- 
qucnce, retreated acrofs the Lingen, where they maintained iheir 
ground behind that river near Elft; which polition they ftiU occupied 
at the clofc of the day. 

Lieutenant- general Abercromby, who was marching upon EcheU 
to diflode^ t!ie enemy from that (xfty upon their making thefe attacks 
upon his left and rear, immediately haired, and, finding both the Ha- 
Doveriani and >ui^r*ans forced on the flai.ks and rear^ retreated acrofi 
the Leek, and now occupies the heights near Rhenen.

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Intended forwranl morement indicated to me; I ordered tf.e i7t1i and 
14th regiments to march from Aulenberg early in the morning of the 
8th» and endeavour to repoffefs 1 hiel, which was then in the hands of 
the enemy. 

On the arrival of thefe two regiments at Bueren» lieutenant-colonel 
Buller found ail our advanced pofts fallen back, and the enemy in a 
confiJrrable body marching on Bueren. He immediately took poflef- 
fion of the town and catllc, and waited the arrival of the head of the 
troops under my command, who had repalTed the Rhinci and were on 
their march to arrive at the rendezvous of Bueren. Our out-po((t, 
which were on the road to Geldermalfeni were necelTarily fupported ; 
and major-general lord Cachcart) with the i4thi 27th) and aSth re* 
stments, aher an attaclc of feveral hours» drove the enemy oppofed to 
him (eight hundred infantry* two fquadrons> and a piece of cannop) 
beyond the village of Geldermaifen, and there took tne piece of can* 
non. For the particulars I bee leave to refer to lord Cathcart's re*' 
porti to whofe able condu^i and to the deadinefs and gallantry of the 
troops, fo confpicuous on this occafioni we are much indebted. Our 
lofs nas been confiderable, a lift of which I enclofe.

ON receiving your commands to reconnoitre the enemy* by whoia 
the picquets towards Geldermalfcn had been driven in, anud to replace 
a poft oppofite to that place, I took a detachment; of thirty Hulanif 
with the light companies^ and a detachment of the 27thrpgiment» and 
advanced on the dyke : the ulans charged the advanced guard of the 
enemy > and purfued them to Buremalfen> where they killed fome men>; 
and from whence thev alfo brought back prifoners, under cover of the. 
infantry^ which flanked the road. Finaing that the enemy at that 
time near me did not amount to more than eight hundred men* with 
fome huifars, and one piece of cann^^n, I determined immediately to

On he arrival of the 28th, that regiment itnmediately formed on 
each fric of the windnMll, with their field pieces, and the regimentsis 
the village were ordered to rcpafs rhe Lingen, and from behind the 
dvke: this mo\ement was executed with the greateft regularity, aod 
they palled through the interval of the 2?th in good order, and with- 
out leaving a man, though follcwcd to the end of the bridge by great 
numbers. The 2 8th could nut be placed fo as to cover this paffage ef- 
fcAually, without being expofed to a very hciivy fire, which they prc- 
fented themfelves to, and returned in the moil foldicr-like manner. 
Their dre, and that of their guns, again cleared the village, and 
about fun-fet all firing ccafed, and the brigade remained in the pod- 
tion until eleven o'clock, when I received your orders to march. 

Thefe re^ments have all been diftinguilhed for their gallant fervices, 
one of them on vcrv- recent occafions ; but I imagine tl:ey never can 
have fhcwn more chccrfulnof^, more difcipline, or better behaviocrt 
than en this affair. I am forry to add, our lofs has been confiderable. 
No ofiiccr flightly wounded quitted his poft ; but I join with every 
ofiicer and fo dier in lamenting the fevere wounds which lieotenant- 
colonel Kuller, and lieutenant- colonel Alexander Hope have received* 
I am particularly indebted to thcfc oiHccrs, as well as to colonels Gill- 
man and Paget, for the manner ia which the diredlions given to them 
were executed ; and I have to acknowledge the moft a^ive alEftance 
given to me by my aid- dc- camp, captain Kirkman» and the other 
officers attached to me.

SINCE my lad difpatch the enemy have made feveral morementsy 
indicating a dofign of a general attack on our poftsj lendeicd more 
eafy by the unfcrcunare lofs of Huefden. 

On the 14th infant they attacked all the points of our liiie> from 
Amheim to Amerongen. The moft ferious attempt q>peart to have 
been diredled againil Rhenen, on which the advanced pofti had fidlea 
back from the other fide of the river* 

Thrfc 
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Thefe polls were^ howeveri immediately reoortred and prefexred 
by the brave and fpirited oondudt of the Bntilh guardtj and of Salm'a 
infantry; of the former in particular I cannot exprefs myfelf in terny 
of fufficient commendation : each of thefe corps had two officers 
fliehtly wounded. 

The intentions of the enemy againft our poiition between Cqylen- 
berg and Rhenen being now manifeft^ the right winjg of the army 
effedled its retreat on the night of the 14th to Amersfort and its envi* 
rons; the remainder of our pofition, including the Grep, is ftill occupied 
by general Hammerilein, who will remain there till to- morrow, or 
the day after if polfible. This day we (hall march to Appeldoren, 
where the army will reft one day, and on the following we fhall crofs 
the Yffel. 

Sir, Head Quarters, Voorthuifen^ Jan, I (J, l^9S• 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Royal Highnefs, that on the 
1 4th the enemy attacked all our pods between the Leek and the Waal 
in force. They were, however, repulfed on every point, efpecially 
by the picquets oppofite Rhenen, upon which they advanced in very 
fuperior numbers. The condudl of the guards and other corps, 
whofe picquets were engaged, was as (leady as it was fpirited ; ana I 
am happy to add, their lofs was trifline. Colonel Leflie and captain 
Wheatly were flightly wounded, and about twenty men wounded and 
miffing; none killed. The pofls of £ck and Mauric, in front of 
Amerongen, were afterwards drawn in, but without lofs The ene- 
my likewife made a flight attack towards Arnheim, but without fur- 
ther effedt than obliging the poft of Elden to fall back nearer the 
river. 

In confequence of the arrangements which were taken, the army 
began their march on the night of the 14th, and have continued it 
without the lead interruption from the enemy. 

We have fucceeded in getting off the fick, all but about 300, whofe 
cafes will not admit of removal, and with whom I have left proper 
officers and attendants, with recommendatory letters to the French 
eeneral, and a fufficient fum of money to fupply their wants at pxe- 
&nt. The wounded officers have all been got off, and, I truft, a veiV 
fmall proportion of (lores and ammunition will be left.

ammunition, which had been brought from Arnheim to DoeA>urg, hat

The firft column at and near Ilalten on the 27thj marched from 
thence to Dclden on the 28th, and proceeded on the 29th to Olden- 
faal. On the 30th they arrived at and near Bcnthiem. General 
Coote'tt brigade had marched fomc days fooner, and was then can- 
toned at Skuttrope> Rheine, and ptiicr places^ near and behind the 
Ems. 

General Abercromby's corps arrived at Oldcnfaal on the jotb 
and 3 J ft, and the advanced pofts were withdrawn to this iide of De« 
venter, and poftcd at l^clden, Almcla, and other villages on that 
front. I am forry to add that the troopH on their march fuffered confi* 
dcrably, not only from the badncfji of the roads and tlic inclemency of 
the weather, but likewife from the difficulty of procuring cover fbf 
the men*

Xientenant-gene- 
ral Ahcrcromhv, who commands at Bentheim, &c. intended to at- 
tack and re-occupy the ports of Nienhuys and Velthays. This mca^ 
furc was, however, rendered unneceffary> by the retreat of the 
French, who leit all thofe pods on the s^thi diredling their inarch 
towards Mardcnl^rg> and lieutenant-colonel Stmtt immediately re- 
occupied them. 

The lad reports we have received ftate^ that the enemy are precipi- 
tately marching their troops from Hardenberg and Groeninffncn 
towards Zwall, and that they have even evacuated Covocrden^ taking 
V^ith them the ammtinition and part ofthe cannon from that idace. It 
would be unjufl in the extreme not to mention to yon r Royal Highnefi 
the particular gallantry and good condudl of the Loyal Emigrants; 
they have (hewn it in every inftancCf and particularly in this aSi, in 
which, I am forry to fay, they have had foar o£Bcers and above fifty 
men killed and wounded. Major M'Murdoj and the other officen 
left with the fick, have been fent back ; and> I am happy to addp 
that from their reports, our fick meet with the beft treatment poffibk 
from the French.

THE evacuation of fort Matilda in Givadaloupey the defipncA of 
which devolved upon me, having unavoidably taken place, I ^d it 
neceffary to give you a particular account thereof. 

To enter into a minute detail of the fiege, which commenced, on 
the 14th of 0£lober, and terminated by evacuating^ it on the loth of 
December, would not only too much occupy your time, but might be 
deemed equally unneceiTary. It may be fufficient to remack» tm^tj on 
entering the fort, I found it totally out of repsir, the materials com- 
pofing the wall- work thereof being of the worfl kind, and havinir ap- 
parently but little lime to cement them properly. By the midcU^ of 
lafl month the works were very much injured by the daily and ifre« 
qiient heavy fire of the enemy, and almoft all the carriages of our guns 
Tendered ulclrfs.

3ual diligence. My beft thanks are alfo due to rear-admiral Thompfon* 
dng under the orders of vice-admiral Caldwell, and in (hort to all 
the officers of his Majefty's navy who affifted in the prote^on of the 
Sbrt» and who conduced the evacuation in the rood mafterly manneri 
l» has been evinced by its promptitude and fuccefs. 

During the whole progrefs of this long and painful fiege, the officen 
ind men under my command condudled themfelves in fuch a manner at 
M>deferve my warmeft praife, bearing their hardfhips with the utmoft 
pirience and fordtude, and performing their duty with the utmoft 
llacrity. The conduct of the whole garrifon was fuch as to entitle 
them to my beft thanks, and I cannot pardcularize the behaviour of 
iny one officer without doing an injury to the reft. Capt. Tho^aas, of 
die 28th regiment, and capt. Beck^th of the 56th, my aides-de- . 
camp^ diftinguifhed themfelves by their zeal and activity, and were 
truly aiding through this long fervice. I cannot, however, omit

1 had no acquaintance with captain Bowen» until the commencement 
of this fiegCi and, thcreforci 1 truft that my thus taking the liberty of 
tddreffing you rrf^trding him, can be afcribed to no other motive than 
the trueunc, an anxit^un dcfire to pay that tribute of applaufc which 
iifo julUy due to merit fucL as his.

I HAVK the honour to indofe the copy of a letter to brigadier* 
general Homeck> from captain Grant of the 13th regiment* who 
commanded at Ri/zcton in St. Domingo, when attacked by three 
columns of the brieandsy of at lead 2iOoo men. The earrifon coo* 
filled of not more trian 120 men. Captain Grant and his two lieute- 
■antSj lieutenant Clunet of the royals, and lieutenant Hamilton of 
the 2 2d regiment, merit tvery attention that can be (hewn then. 
']*hey wore all three fevercly wounded early in the attack; but tied 
up tncir wounds, and continued to defend the poft« It has been a 
yery ^iiUant defence, and docs them great honour. 

Captain M'Kiver, of the brig Mary, has been of infinite fer- 
vicc. 1 had ftationed armed vcilcis off Bizzeton and Tiberooni and 
they have contributed cffentially to tlie prefcrvation of thefe pofti.

T HAVK the honour to inform you, that between the houn of 
four and five this morning, immediately as the moon let| the two pofts 
at this place urrc attacked by three columns almoft at the famcmoaentv 
commencing by an attempt on the Redani which was followed by 
others from the old mill houfC} and on the work conftniAed on thle 
oppofitr hill. 

The rnrmy advanced perfeAIy filent, and in fuch iecrecy that 
they were ilofr under the works before they were difcovered; bntha^ 
fing had the garrifon under arms for fome hours, as is cuftomaryi and 
the militia l)eiiig in readtncfs on their poftsf the enemy met with an 
inAant cheek. 

After an inefl'e^^ual attack of aboat three quarten of an hoafa 
and djy-lig!)t breaking fail upon them^ they retreatcd« cuiyiqg with

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(hem all their woanded, and (ai b fuppoied} manjr of their deadf 
at 17 bodies onlv were found. 

1 fhould not do juftice to hb Majefty't troopi* both officen and 
inen» under my commandy if I did not acquaint youi Sir, with what 
cool and determined fpirit they conducted tnemfelrei on thit occafioo t 
to the formeri lieutenanti Hamilton and Cluneiy I am particularly in^ 
dcbted for their exertionff though I am ibrry to lay they were both' 
feverely wounded. 

I muft alfo thank captain M*Kiver» of the brig Mary^ for the 
conftant and fteady fire he kept up during the whole of the aAion.

1 AM concerned to have to rcjwrt to you the capture of Tiburoon^ 
1 inclofc a copy of lieutenant Bradford'* letter, who coimnanded. I 
have ^ytcty rcaion to be pcrfc^ly fatisficd with the conduit of the gaiw 
rifon : their fituation wan fuch that thev could not pctfiibly do more. 

M. I)u FldHs, the lieutcnattf-colonel, and two other officers of tb« 
fouth legion, were killed.— 

M. Du Plcflis is a very great lofs to the fcrvicc. 

Lieutenant Baflccrvillr, of the i3th regiment, who had been badly 
wounded in a ibrmcr atuck, was the only Britifli officer who loft his 
life on tbii occafion.

AS in cases of this nature, macten ace veiy likely to be mifiepiefcnN 
vdy I take this opportunity (diinktng it my duty) to inibni you of tfae 
teal ftate of the ^irrifon of Tiburoon before its evacuation. 

Wey to the amount of 4^0 men; counting the army of Jean Kina, 
were attacked on the 25th> at day*lieht| by the enemy, from Aox 
Cayesy with three armed vefTels. Their attention* at firft, was chiefly 
taken up by the King Greyi who defended the harbour with macn 
fpirit ; out their artillery being landed, and brought to bear from an 
eminencei to the aaiount of i eifhteen-poundery i nine, z pieces of 
four, and one of two, after eight and forty nours of heavy cannonadingi 
• attended with a 5olb. (hell from an eight inch mortar, about every 
ten minutes, night and day, at length pierced the King Grey fo fre- 
quently, that (he lowered fo many feet in the water as to render her 
battery ufelefs, and a red-hot (hot taking the magazine, (he blew up. 

They then turned their fire on our lower battery, and very foon dis- 
mounted 2 eighteen- pounders, the other being bufft* 

Finding it filenced, they then attacked the great fort, more vigoronfly 
than the former days, bringing all their cannon to bear on it, with 
heavy mu(ketry. They killed and wounded upwards of an hundred 
men, every (hell latterly falling infide the fort, all our cannoniers be- 
ing difabled. 

A (hell falling in the ditch where we had placed fome of Jean 
Kina's corps, they forced the draw-bridge, and flew towards Jeremie 
road. We then rallied, and forming a rear and advanced guard, putting 
our wounded in the centre, retreated in as much order as tne ca(e 
admitted of; and forcing an ambufcade of the enemy at Irois, jue now 
endeavouring to put ourteives under the command of lieutenant-colonel 
Handfield, at Jeremie. 

We evacuated the fort the 29th, about two o'clock in the afternoon. 
I beg leave to recommend to your attention the conduct of Monf. de 
SavrCj major de place, which really proves the juftice of the general 
opinion of his zeal and bravery ; alfo that of Monf. d'Anelade, of the 
legion of the fuuth, and Monf. De Breuil, commanding the gunnen. 
The condu^ of the troops in general was periedUy what you would 
have wi(hed, and that of jean Kina's army, until panic ftnick by the 
(hells, was admirable. 

The number of the enemy was fuppofed to be about 3000, 800 of 
which were troops of the line, including artillery.
